Foreword 


At long last, with the publication of The North- 
west Imperative: Documenting a Decade of Hate 
we have an in-depth look at white supremacist 
and right wing extremist organizations and 
individuals in the Northwest. Those who are 
working for justice in the region have been 
waiting for a long time for a tool such as this to 
aid them in their struggle against bigotry. The 
Northwest Imperative: Documenting a Decade of 
Hate is a welcome resource. 

The information contained in this volume 
comes from many sources including written 
and spoken material from white supremacist 
individuals and groups, media clips, and inter- 
views. What was previously contained in re- 
searchers' memories, in paper and computer 
files, or on thousands of pieces of paper, has 
now been compiled into a useful format. Those 
who have been fighting extremist bigotry for 
years as well as those who are new to the 
struggle will find this work to be a very helpful 
tool. 

The publication of The Northwest Impera- 
tive does not imply an intention to restrict the 
freedom of speech of any individual. How- 
ever, justice can best be served when the words 
and actions of those who would deny human 
rights to some in society are brought into the 
public arena. 

Not everyone in white supremacist groups 
commits violent acts; but violence frequently 
springs out of such groups. Moreover, the pres- 
ence of such groups can intimidate whole com- 
munities unless voices for justice and respect 
are raised to counter words of hate. To ignore 
hate groups, even though they usually include 
relatively small numbers of people, is to mis- 
calculate the impact that they can have on a 


community, and to miss an opportunity to 
bring a community together to take an- 
other step toward justice for all. 

The Coalition For Human Dignity and 
the Northwest Coalition Against Malicious 
Harassment in producing this document 
recognize that the roots of bigotry and 
prejudice lie not in extremist groups but in 
society generally. Even if all of tire indi- 
viduals and groups identified in this docu- 
ment somehow left the region, racism 
would still remain. Hate groups are not the 
root of the problem; rather they are the 
extreme expression of the problem. 

Special thanks to Jonathan Mozzochi, 
Steven Gardner, Robert Crawford, Randi- 
Lee Taylor and others at the Coalition for 
Human Dignity for their comprehensive 
research and diligent determination to com- 
plete this document. It is another example 
of the high quality work for which CHD is 
developing a well earned reputation. 

Thanks also to the Needmor Fund 
which contributed toward the publication 
of this document from its discretionary 
fund. 

Tracking white supremacist and other 
extreme right groups is an ongoing pro- 
cess. The Northwest Coalition Against 
Malicious Harassment and the Coalition 
for Human Dignity welcome comments 
and additional information which will be 
incorporated into future updates.

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About this Volume 


The Northwest Imperative is the product of over 
three years of research on the white suprema- 
cist movement in the Pacific Northwest. It is 
intended as a comprehensive overview of or- 
ganized white supremacist and far right activ- 
ity in the region. 

The largest part of the information con- 
tained in The Northwest Imperative applies to 
the geographic area of Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Montana. A number of organiza- 
tions with headquarters outside of the region 
have extensive operations here and are there- 
fore included. 

Each chapter begins with an introductory 
narrative written to familiarize the reader with 
some of the key concepts found therein. The 
bulk of each chapter consists of a series of 
organizational profiles designed for use by civil 
rights activists, journalists and others who have 
occasion to encounter the groups that are de- 
tailed. 

Throughout the text marginal comments 
have been added to facilitate information ac- 
cess and understanding. References can be 
found at the end of each chapter. 

Following the introductory section, which 
gives abrief history and social movement analy- 
sis of the white supremacist movement as a 
whole, the remainder of this work is divided 
into three sections or chapters. 


Chapter One covers neo-Nazi, Ku Klux 
Klan, Skinhead and anti-Christian white su- 
premacist organizations with operations in the 
region. 

Chapter Two profiles Christian Patriot 
groups, including a number with headquar- 
ters outside our four-state area of focus, but 
whose activities significantly impact the re- 
gion. 

Chapter Three takes us into the theo-po- 
litical world of the Christian Identity "churches" 
that dot the Northwest landscape. 

Also included is a lexicon which defines 
key terms used in the various segments of the 
contemporary white supremacist movement. 
Readers unfamiliar with the esoteric jargon of 
the movement will find this section exception- 
ally helpful 

The Northwest Imperative was produced in 
this loose-leaf format to allow for additions.

Varieties of Fascism 


W ithin the white supremacist movement 
it is called the "Northwest Territorial 
Imperative/' a vision of an Aryan homeland in 
the Pacific Northwest. 1 Ever since the day in 
1978 when Richard Butler nailed up his gaudy 
"ARYAN NATIONS" sign at the entrance to 
his compound outside of Hayden Lake, Idaho, 
residents of the region have been forced to deal 
with this vision. 2 

Over the years a variety of neo-Nazi and 
white supremacist organizations, including 
Aryan Nations, the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, the Northwest Concern and the Ameri- 
can Front have supported the idea of creating a 
white homeland in the region. Even as this 
volume goes to press, Harold Covington, a 
professional neo-Nazi and General Secretary 
of the National Socialist White People's Party, 
has announced that he is relocating to the 
Northwest. He writes in a recent press release: 

The N.S.W.P.P. has relocated its national 
headquarters from Raleigh, North Carolina. The 
N.S.W.P.P. is extremely pleased so far by our 
reception in Seattle. Our printing facility plans to 
make available sufficient amounts of National 
Socialist literature for the youth of Seattle to 
promote the “Northwest Imperative-5 white 
states.” 3 

Covington is the latest, and perhaps the 
most dangerous, of the neo-Nazi organizers to 
move to the Northwest. The question that is 
inevitably asked is why: Why here? Why now? 


The answer is, in part, obvious. 

In the first place are the demographics of 
the region. Even in the relatively cosmopolitan 
cities of Portland and Seattle the minority popu- 
lation does not exceed 20% of the total popula- 
tion. In the rural ar- 
eas of the region 
there are entire coun- 
ties where racial mi- 
norities make up less 
than 1% of the resi- 
dents 

Kim Badynski, 
leader of the North- 
west Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, has 
pushed this argu- 
ment, writing: 
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We consider the 
NorthwestTerritorial 
Imperative as the last 
hope for the White 
Race within the 
present political sys- 
tem. In no other re- 
gion of the United 
States is the White 
Race in the demo- 
graphic majority. For this reason alone, we can 
politically and economically unite better than 
anywhere else. 4 

Badynski makes the population argument with 
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typical neo-Nazi exaggeration, but he is not 
incorrect in his assessment of the demograph- 
ics. The Northwest is perhaps the only remain- 
ing temperate region in the United States where 
white people constitute an overwhelming, four- 
fifths majority. 

Another reason for the Northwest Impera- 
tive is not so obvious. 

The "Imperative" is a political position 
within the most radical wing of the modem 
white supremacist movement, represented by 
neo-Nazis and Klansmen. But the idea of the 
Northwest Imperative will remain little more 
than the futile fantasy of the aging Richard 
Butler unless a suitable social climate exists or is 


created in the region. 

Neo-Nazis, racist skinheads and klansmen 
are the sharks of the white supremacist move- 
ment. Like sharks they inspire fear for the 
immediate threat they pose. Like sharks they 
attract a lot of attention. But like predators of all 
kinds, they are in the minority. 

The hard-core violent wing of the white 
supremacist movement could not exist with- 
out the nurturing waters of the movement as a 
whole. The movement consists not only of 
violent and openly racist and anti-Semitic or- 
ganizations, but of so-called Christian Patriots 


seeking to restore and re-invent America as a 
"white, Christian Republic." It includes subur- 
ban Christian Identity pastors who teach that 
God will raise up the true "Tribes of Israel" — 
i.e. white people in Identity belief — to rule in 
his Kingdom and makes room for conspiracy 
theorists who define all of history as a struggle 
against a demonic elite intent on destroying 
white civilizations, an elite that is subtly — or 
not so subtly — identified with Jews. It includes 
charming, grandmotherly German- American 
women who deny the Holocaust and urban 
professionals who espouse neo-Pagan racial- 
ism. The modem white supremacist move- 
ment consists of all of these strands and more. 

This is the water in which 
neo-N azi hatred, bigotry and vio- 
lence is nourished. 

This is not to say that the 
white supremacist movement is 
monolithic. Even within identifi- 
able segments of the movement 
there is considerable disagree- 
ment on specifics and inevitable 
competition for leadership posi- 
tions, resources and membership. 
Between segments — Christian 
Patriot and neo-Nazi for ex- 
ample — there can even be open 
hostility. 

Christian Patriots may con- 
demn neo-Nazis for their "pa- 
gan, un-American, Hitler wor- 
ship," but in practical terms, the 
goals they seek coincide closely 
enough to make them allies in 
effect. Even in the act of denun- 
ciation this is revealed. 

Robert Wangrud, the leader of the Oregon 
City, Oregon Christian Patriot group Republic 
v. Democracy Redress, for example, has criti- 
cized neo-Nazi organizations, writing: 

In this nation you have what is known as the 
Aryan Nations who believe that Hitler had the 
right idea as to the formation of government. The 
issue of Hitler has been argued back and forth, 
pro and con. As I see it. Hitler was not all the jews 
[sic] claim he was. but Hitler is not all the Aryan 
Nations claim he was either . 5 

The condemnation here is clearly less than 
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overwhelming. True, Wangrud and other 
Christian Patriots do not, as a rule, make use of 
the swastika and other symbolism of the Third 
Reich. They generally do not favor the highly 
centralized governments of classical fascism. 
But they are certainly ready to use the force of 
law to attack minorities and promote bigoted 
ideas. For example Wangrud has said: 

We need to begin taking care of our own. 
People should also take a Christian oath of alle- 
giance before taking any office. That would 
eliminate the religious cults like Hindus and 
Jews from taking power. . . . 

adding that. 

Blacks really wouldn’t care if they lost their 
rights. I mean look at the L. A. riots. Now can you 
really say that those people that burned the city 
down are capable of governing themselves? If 
the blacks don’t like it here they should leave . 6 

These "nurturing" elements, these friendly 
Christian Patriot and Christian Identity wa- 
ters, constitute the largest part of the modem 
white supremacist movement. And they already 
exist in relatively large numbers in the Pacific 
Northwest. Christian Patriot leader and former 
presidential candidate James "Bo" Gritz has 
recognized this, staking his future on the re- 
gion. Gritz, though little influenced by the idea 
of the "Northwest Imperative" as formulated 
by the hard-core neo-Nazi wing of the move- 
ment, is nonetheless moving to central Idaho. 
He and former Arizona police officer Gerald 
"Jack" McLamb are establishing what they 
refer to as "Christian Covenant Communities" 
there, in effect tiny Christian Patriot home- 
lands. 

But if the hard-core wing is nourished and 
sustained by the broader movement, the neo- 
Nazis and klansmen also give something back. 
Through public and open acts of violence and 
racism, they desensitize people to bigotry, 
making Patriots and Identity believers — not to 
mention less radical parts of the far right — 
seem more acceptable by comparison. 

Further, the neo-Nazi part of the move- 
ment attracts the lion's share of attention from 
law enforcement and private civil rights orga- 
nizations, leaving the rest of the movement to 
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organize almost without opposition. 

Finally, the hard-core edge of the move- 
ment is the most prepared to use violence to 
achieve its ends. As a strategy, this may ulti- 
mately lead to defeat, imprisonment and mar- 
tyrdom for movement activists, but as a tactic 
it cannot fail to profoundly effect both indi- 
vidual lives and communities. 
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Racism and 
Bigotry in America 


The various factions of the white suprema- 
cist movement, Neo-Nazi, Christian Patriot 
and Christian Identity, do not exist in a vacuum. 
Both the neo-Nazi sharks and the friendly wa- 
ters of Patriot and Identity belief exist within 
the ocean that is bigotry in America. 
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elude American Indians, African-Americans, 
Asian-Americans and other non-whites. Citi- 
zenship itself, and the rights thereof, were con- 
stitutionally defined as being the privilege of 
white men. 

The legacy of slavery and of often brutal 
conquest are still with us. The end of legal

Neo-Nazis: Klansmen, 
Skinheads and Violence 


L ike most college campuses, the University 
of Portland has a policy of renting space to 
off-campus organizations. In early September 
1994, the Campus Events office received a re- 
quest from a charming, grandmotherly Ger- 
man- American woman by the name of Margit 
Becker. 

Would it be possible, Mrs. Becker wanted to 
know, to secure the use of an auditorium? 

Reasonably enough, the Events office asked 
her what she wanted the auditorium for. 

Why, to hold a speaking engagement sponsored 
by theNorthwest Historical Society, she explained. 

Having never heard of this fledgling orga- 
nization, the campus officials prudently asked 
who would be speaking. 

David Irving, the British historian! replied 
Mrs. Becker, who's husband, it turns out, is a 
business professor at the school. Oh, you may 
have heard nasty things about Mr. Irving, conjured 
up by hooligans, but he's actually a very nice man. 
A Christian, you know, she added. 

The University of Portland said no. No to 
hate. No to David Irving. No to Holocaust 
denial. 

The University is an historically Catholic 
institution and has a memory for prejudice and 
discrimination. In the 1920s, Catholics in Or- 
egon were the targets of fierce prejudice by the 
Ku Klux Klan. The Klan elected mayors and 
city council members, state legislators and even 
the governor. The University of Portland Press 
commissioned Forces of Prejudice: The Ku Klux 
Klan in Oregon 1920-1925 which details that 
shameful history. 1 

The University of Portland was lucky. They 


were familiar with David Irving, perhaps the 
most notorious Holocaust denier in the world, 
and were not interested in providing space to 
any organization hosting him. A Presbyterian 
church in Southeast Portland was not so lucky. 

Rejected by the University of Portland, 
Mrs. Becker decided to try a venue closer to 
home. She walked just a few blocks to the 
Colonial Heights Presbyterian Church. Not 
knowing who David Irving was — or who was 
helping Mrs. Becker plan the event — the 
Church's governing body approved a lecture 
on "current affairs" by an "historian," spon- 
sored by the innocuous sounding "Pacific 
Northwest Historical Society." 

October 10, 1994, the evening of the 
event, church members were appalled to dis- 
cover they had unwittingly agreed to host an 
icon of the international neo-Nazi movement. 
The church was also inadvertently host to some 
fifteen racist skinheads providing security for 
the event. More than 200 protesters were also 
on hand to raise their voices against the efforts 
of Irving and his cohorts to deny the Holocaust. 

David Irving, the featured speaker, is a 
practitioner of Holocaust denial. Shelly Shapiro, 
director of the New York-based Holocaust Sur- 
vivors and Friends in Pursuit of Justice, has 
written: 

The use of the cover of historical analysis, 
“revisionism” (a change in interpretation of a 
long standing view of history) is a ruse for anti- 
Semitic deniers of the Holocaust to gain a plat- 
form for their neo-Nazi views. In anti-Semitic 
doublespeak, denial of the Holocaust is benignly 
labeled “revisionist” while irrefutable historical

The Jewish Conspiracy 


The existence of a massive Jewish con- 
spiracy to destroy the "white race" is an un- 
questioned premise of the world view of Klans- 
men, neo-Nazis and anti-Christian racists. The 
very purpose of neo-Nazis is to defeat and 
destroy the participants in this conspiracy, and 

in this way 
bring about a 
world more to 
their liking. 

Within 
Klan and neo- 
Nazi organiza- 
tions, Jews are 
seen as a "ra- 
cial" enemy, a 
repository of 
alien blood 
and culture in- 
fecting the

This 
kind of anti- 
Semitism pre- 
dates the Ger- 
man Nazi 
movement of 
the first half of 
this century, 
although it 
reached the 


ing disease, of corrupting the young, and of 
committing ritual murders . In neo-N azi minds, 
Jews control the media, movies, the music in- 
dustry; they control banking and the money 
supply; they manipulate other minorities — 
African Americans and gays and lesbians for 
example — to attack whites. They encourage 
and facilitate the abortion of white children 
and interracial marriage. Jews, in short, are the 
deadly enemy of the white race. 

After the Second World War, when the full 
extent of the Nazi Holocaust against the Jews 
began to be revealed to the public, there was a 
backlash against the most vulgar kinds of anti- 
Semitism and racism. This helped to propel 
civil rights efforts and changing attitudes. The 
time was not then ripe for those who would 
revive the Nazi movement. 

Times have changed. 

Holocaust deniers like David Irving are 
the intellectual elite of modem neo-Nazism. 
Their purpose is, simply put, to make it accept- 
able to be a Nazi. By casting doubt on the 
Holocaust, the deniers open the possibility of 
rehabilitating Hitler's Third Reich and they 
lend credibility to those who would revive its 
practices. 

According to the deniers and the neo-Nazi 
leaders who benefit from their efforts, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish interests deliberately 
exploit the memory of the Holocaust (often 
referred to as the "holohoax" in movement 
literature), to ensure the continuation of a col- 
lective feeling of guilt among whites. This guilt 
is understood to be a powerful narcotic pre- 
venting the masses of white people from be- 
coming attracted to "racial nationalism" and 
rebelling against their "alien" masters. 

The attempt to deny the enduring histori- 
cal fact of the Holocaust is a crucially important 
movement goal shared by neo-fascist leaders 
throughout Europe, the United States and 
Canada. There is wide agreement amongst 
white supremacist leaders on this issue; a mass 
base of support for neo-fascist ideas is impos- 
sible to forge if the legacy of fascism and neo- 
Nazism is linked, as it rightly should be, with 
industrial scale genocide. Hence all facets of 
this movement embrace the effort to de-em- 
phasize, revise and ultimately obliterate the 
historical fact of the Holocaust. 
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Racial Purity 

Hard-core neo-Nazi and Klan activists hold 
the concept of "race" to be the determining 
factor governing an individual's aptitude, be- 
havior, intelligence and ul- 
timately, his or her value. 

Race is thus considered to 
be the determining factor in 
the eventual course a civili- 
zation will take: a society 
will rise in splendor or fall 
in disgrace largely accord- 
ing to its racial composition 
and how "racially aware" a 
people are. Race is believed 
to determine the fate of en- 
tire peoples, taking on a 
metaphysical character, de- 
scribed as a "life-force" that 
depends upon the geo- 
graphical and cultural iso- 
lation of a "people" to main- 
tain their "purity." The neo- 
Nazi Church of the Creator, 
for example, elevates race to 
a religious concept: the 
motto of the organization is 
RAHOWA! or "Racial Holy 
War" with the subtitle "This Planet is All Ours." 

For organizations such as this, the "purity" 
of the "white race" is counterposed to the 
"mixing" of races which is equated with "ge- 
netic suicide" for whites. For more "spiritu- 
ally" minded white supremacists, such as the 
Church of Jesus Christ Christian-Aryan Na- 
tions, "race mixing" is an abomination, a de- 
stroyer of the spiritual health of a people. Those 
whites who engage in miscegenation become 
"race traitors," a crime deserving of the death 
penalty. 

The idea of race and the reality of racism 
have dominated American society since its 
origins. Slavery. Genocide. Eugenics. Segrega- 
tion. Lynching. These are parts of our history, 
as American as apple pie. White supremacists 
in the United States turn these ideas upside 
down; they play on our fear and on our own 
bigotry to recruit and convince and influence. 
They do explicitly , what is so often done implic- 


itly in our society — they turn racism into a 
political force. 

Different movement theorists have their 
own particular idiosyncratic interpretations of 
these concepts, the overall pattern of which 
blends and contrasts with other facets of the 


white supremacist movement. Notions of "sov- 
ereign citizenship" and constitutional literal- 
ism put forward by Christian Patriots and the 
"seed line" ideas developed by Christian Iden- 
tity believers contrast with the straightforward 
racism and anti-Semitism of the neo-Nazi wing 
of the movement. 


Racist Skinheads 

Unlike other segments of the white su- 
premacist movement, skinhead groups have a 
relatively short history, having only arrived in 
the United States approximately ten years ago. 
Their addition to the ranks of professional hate 
groups was not, however, a foregone conclu- 
sion when they first emerged in the mid-1980s. 

There was a debate among older neo-Na- 
zis about how to handle their militant juniors. 
One leader, arguing for the inclusion of skin-

ship for the other groups, so to speak, as they are 
the most dedicated and toughest. Although some 
Movement activists would not want to socialize 
on a personal level with the skins, we must also 
understand that these youth are willing to stick 
their necks out, get their hands dirty and attract 
media attention to problems that all White people 
face. 3 

In short, the skinhead style was perceived as 
bewildering and dangerous to many old-line 
white supremacist activists. Some, however, 
realized that the movement needed the young 
shaven-headed upstarts if it was ever going to 
escape the image of rural-based, tobacco-chew- 
ing bigots out of step with the 1990s. Skinheads 
were the perfect vehicle to help the movement 
project a militant young urban character. 

Skins have attracted media attention. Lots 
of media attention. Racist skinheads broke 
through the "glass ceiling" of the syndicated 
talk-show circuit with controversial and some- 
times violent appearances on Oprah Windfrey, 
Sally Jessie Raphael, Montell Williams and oth-

brethren was the skinhead 
style — a shaven head for 
men, a short, stylized hair- 
cut with bangs for women, the trademark Doc 
Marten boots, suspenders, Fred Perry shirts 
and jeans — an image that deliberately commu- 
nicates toughness, rebellion and violence. In 
fact, the dress and style preferred by skinheads 
is an exaggeration of male working class iden- 
tity, a deliberate caricature intended to offend 
"Yuppies" and others in the upper-income 
strata of the population. 

The aggressive male attitude that domi- 
nates the skinhead scene has been commented 
on by Searchlight, the British anti-fascistmonthly 
in their appraisal of skinheads in Britain: 

The skinhead cult rejoiced in machismo, and 
while they were not the first or only section of 
society to be involved with “queer bashing” 
(attacks on homosexuals), it became (and contin- 
ues to remain) strongly associated with them. 
“Queer bashing” did not mean attacks on just 
gays but on anyone who looked slightly different 
or out of step with the skinheads’ view of what to 
them was acceptable male appearance. 5 
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The first skinheads emerged from the bur- 
geoning youth subcultures of post WWII En- 
gland in the early 1960s. Like hippies or punks, 
skinheads developed their own original style 
of dress, music and activities. These early skin- 
heads were multi-racial — Black, white, West- 
Indian, etc. — and opposed the growing neo- 
fascist political parties then emerging in En- 
gland. The music they most often shared was 
Ska, which celebrated the two primary influ- 
ences that shaped the early English skinhead 
subculture: white working class youth and 
second generation West Indian or Black youth. 
Ska was a musical form that was a precursor to 
reggae and the preferred music of skinheads in 
England as it is today among anti-racist skin- 
heads. 

The back-drop to the emergence of neo- 
fascist skinheads in England is important, and 
similar to that which concerns us in the United 
States. As pointed out by Eric Anderson, in his 
seminal thesis on the subject, "Skinheads: From 
Britain to San Francisco Via Punk Rock," 

It is impossible to extricate the re-emergence of 
the skinhead subculture, and the changes within 
it, from the heightened recession and unemploy- 
ment that began in Britain in the mid 1970s. 
Given the circumstances, it is not surprising that 
many youths turned to an already established 
skinhead subculture and its associated conserva- 
tive working-class values (including scapegoat- 
ing) to explain and to cope with their lot. 6 

Out of this situation, a stylistic tendency arose 
within the broader youth subcultures of En- 
gland that gave birth to the development of 
"Oi" as the music of choice for many young 
whites. 7 Soon "Oi" music would command "a 
national reputation for being a music for the 
violent and racist, if not the music of violence 
and racism." 8 

While not all early Oi bands were racist, 
and efforts of outreach were made to multi- 
racial musical bands in 1970s England, "...Oi 
concerts remained arenas of violence (mostly 
among skins themselves) and among the most 
fertile of the neo-nazi/fascist recruiting 
grounds." 9 

Skinheads first began to be noticed in the 
United States during 1984-1985. Since 1987 skin- 
heads in the United States have been success- 


fully recruited by professional neo-Nazis. 

In 1994, after a decade-long presence in 
America, and five years of near constant televi- 
sion talk show appearances, there are few skin- 
heads that are removed from politics of one 
sort or another. Skinheads from a variety of 
backgrounds participate in different political 
projects. In the case of racists, the white su- 
premacist movement serves as the logical ve- 
hicle for their political expression, while anti- 
racist skinheads often participate in grassroots 
progressive causes such as gay and lesbian 
rights, environmental protest and pro-choice 
activism. 

In the United States and Canada, as else- 
where in Europe, racist skinhead organiza- 
tions play a transitional role for young, racist 
whites who often move into more professional 
white supremacist organizations as they enter 
their late twenties. They are referred to as the 
next generation of political leadership — or "po- 
litical soldiers" — of the white supremacist 
movement. A number of prominent skinheads 
are making this transition. For example, Shawn 
Slater, a former racist skinhead, directed the 
Colorado chapter of Thom Robb's Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan until a recent split found him 
aligned with a new Klan effort. 

An important feature of skinhead groups 
common to all youth subcultures is that they 
are organized by young people themselves. 
Traditional white supremacist organizations 
such as the Klan may appeal to a young per- 
sons sense of raw hatred yet appear out of step 
with the 1990s. With the recent development of 
a professional racist music company. Resis- 
tance Records, the stage has been set for neo- 
Nazi skinheads to expand their subcultural 
influence beyond the arenas they have been 
confined to thus far. 


The Ku Klux Klan 

The Ku Klux Klan is the oldest domestic 
terrorist organization in the United States. 
Formed in Tennessee in the wake of the Civil 
War as a means to brutally suppress Blacks 
who had recently won their emancipation, the 
Klan has passed through several different per- 
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mutations over the past 100 years. 

The Klan of the 1920s portrayed itself as a 
fraternal organization and managed to com- 
mand some 3-5 million members, with influ- 
ence reaching into the highest offices in the 
country. 

In the 1950s and 1960s members of various 
Klan organizations murdered hundreds of 
African-Americans throughout the South in 
their futile fight against the Civil Rights move- 
ment. 

During the 1970s many Klan organizations 
began to openly cooperate with neo-Nazi 
groups which had previously been considered 
to be "un-American" because of their promo- 
tion of a "foreign ideology." That changed, 
however, with the "Nazification of the Klan" 
that occurred in the late 1970s and continued 
into the 1990s. Today, most existing Klan orga- 
nizations have adopted some element of neo- 
Nazism into their ideological training and they 
work closely with national socialist (Nazi) 
groups. 


sical Nazis are usually Germanophiles with 
strong links to resurgent neo-Nazi and neo- 
fascist organizations in Europe. 

A second strand of Nazism, known as 
"Strasserism" or the "Third Position," takes 
the "Socialist" in "National Socialist" more 
seriously, seeking a "white working class" revo- 
lution against elite Jewish interests. White 
Aryan Resistance leader Tom Metzger is prob- 
ably the best known advocate of Third Position 
Nazism, although it is also popular with sev- 
eral racist skinhead factions, including the Port- 
land, Oregon-based American Front. 

The single factor which most distinguishes 
neo-Nazi from other white supremacist orga- 
nizations is that they are consistently and un- 
equivocally revolutionary. Other factions of 
the movement are more than willing to em- 
brace the idea of a violent racist revolution, but 
the neo-Nazi groups always seem to be either 
on the brink of organizing violence, or in the 
midst of it. 


There is no single "Ku Klux Klan" organi- 
zation that dominates the American scene; 
rather there are dozens scattered across the 
United States, each competing with one an- 
other for membership and stature within the 
broader white supremacist movement. In the 
Pacific Northwest there is only one relatively 
strong Klan organization, the Northwest 


Anti-Christian

In fact, among 
hard-core movement activists, Christianity of 
any kind is rarely more than tolerated. Even at 
Aryan Nations, ostensibly a Christian Identity 
organization, a swastika burning has replaced 
the traditional cross burning at the annual 
Aryan Youth Action Conferences, held on the 
weekend nearest Hitler's birthday. 

A Legacy of Violence 

It was the early 1980s. Ronald Reagan was 
President. His speech writer Peggy Noonan 
assured us that it was "morning in America." 
From the fertile soil of the Pacific Northwest, 
the Order was bom. 

Frustrated with endless talk about a race 
war. Order founder Robert Mathews decided 
it was time to begin the fight. With a close 
group of neo-Nazi 
and Christian Iden- 
tity associates, 

Mathews launched a 
wave of terror across 
the West. The Order: 
an underground cell 
structure recruited 
from the most mili- 
tant of the neo-Nazi 
and white suprema- 
cist groups. The re- 
sult: bank robberies 
and counterfeiting to 
finance the struggle; 
anti-Semitic murder 
to energize the move- 
ment and destroy the 
hated Jewish enemy. 


On December 8, 1984, six months after the 
murder of Denver talk show host Alan Berg, it 
was over. An FBI SWAT team surrounded 
Mathew's retreat on Whidbey Island, Wash- 
ington. After a lengthy fire-fight, his refuge 
was burned to the ground and Matthews joined 
Gordon Kahl as a movement martyr, fulfilling 
his own myth. 10 

The Northwest has experienced succes- 
sive waves of organized bigotry ever since the 
1984 death of Robert Mathews and capture and 
trial of the members of the Order. By far the 
most spectacular and successful terrorist group 
to ever emerge from the Pacific Northwest, the 
myth of the Order is a powerful part of the 
ideology of Northwest neo-Nazis, Klan and 
Skinhead groups. 

With the exception of the Populist Party of 
Washington State — a political party led by 
Klansmen and neo-Nazi sympathizers but with 
a message aimed at the mainstream — the orga- 
nizations profiled 
in this section are 
generally open 
about their race ha- 
tred, anti-Semitism 
and defiance of 
state authority. 
Whether they are 
followers of the 
neo-pagan religion 
of Asatru, "squires" 
in the KKK, skin- 
heads, or move- 
ment ideologues 
who peddle the 
works of obscure 
neo-fascists, they 
agree with one an- 
other on key issues.

Profiles in Hate 


The profiles which follow are a detailed treatment of neo-Nazi, Ku Klux Klan and 
Skinhead organizations active in the Pacific Northwest. There is a degree of redundancy 
between profiles since each is designed to stand alone as a self-contained expose. Backed- 
up by extensive documentation, they are intended to be used by activists facing organized 
hate group activity. 


American Front 


The American Front neo-Nazi skinhead 
organization was formed by Robert Heick, the 
son of liberal parents, in 1985. It originally 
consisted of a small group of racist skinheads 
active in the Haight-Ashbury district of San 
Francisco. Among the group's early activities 
were an attack on a left-wing bookstore and the 
organizing of annual "White Worker's Day" 
marches on or near May Day. The marches 
were part of the group's attempt to reclaim the 
International Day of the Worker (May Day) 
from its left-wing roots, and establish a white 
supremacist version of the event. 

The White Worker's Day march, which 
drew 50 young racists in 1988, pre-shadowed a 
more inventive and provocative event orga- 
nized by Heick in 1989, the so-called "Aryan 
W oodstock" held just north of San Francisco in 
Napa County, California. The event was billed 
as an attempt to launch a racist musical culture 
and was scheduled to feature a number of 
skinhead bands. A massive community pro- 
test halved the potential attendees from 200 to 
less than 100. Prominent neo-Nazi activists 
were involved in setting up the event, includ- 
ing Tom and John Metzger of the Southern 


California-based White Aryan Resistance and 
Bill Albers, a Klan organizer from Northern 
California who had taken an interest in recruit- 
ing racist skinheads. 

In early 1 990, following a "White Worker's 
Day" rally held in downtown San Francisco 
that was attacked by anti-racist protesters, 
Heick relocated the national headquarters of 
his organization to Portland, Oregon, a city 
which by that time had gained a national repu- 
tation as "Skin City" due to the proliferation of 
skinhead groups there and the high-profile 
skinhead murder of Ethiopian student 
Mulugeta Seraw in 1988. 

One of the early activities staged by the 
group in Portland was a protest held by ap- 
proximately 15 skinheads outside the Feminist 
Women's Health Center. American Frontmem- 
bers distributed literature denouncing abor- 
tion as a Jewish conspiracy to kill white babies. 

The American Front was also one of the 
early skinhead groups to develop leadership 
among women. Elisabeth Bullis, like Heick a 
San Francisco transplant, came into a leader- 
ship role within the movement herself and was 
soon recognized as "National Secretary" by

Heick. In 1992 Bullis, the daughter of a wealthy 
San Francisco family, was featured in a front- 
page story in the Village Voice (April 28, 1992) 
entitled "Long Day's Journey Into White," by 
Kathy Dobie. The article ended up being a puff 
piece for Bullis and the American Front, and 
contributed to a growing sense of "skin chic" 
that the organization was attempting to tap 
into and exploit. 

While the American Front con- 
forms in most respects to a typical 
racist skinhead organization, Rob- 
ert Heick's mentors such as Tom 
Metzger and Rick Cooper have in- 
fused a heavy dose of idiosyncratic 
European fascist tendencies into his 
thinking. For example, in a flyer dis- 
tributed by the American Front in 
1991, the organization advocates 
neither a "right wing" nor a "left 
wing" political stance, but rather a 
"Third Position: revolutionary ra- 
cial nationalism. " As part of this third 
position the organization advocates 
an environmentalist alternative to 
"consumer capitalism" and "indus- 
trial communism." Animal rights, 

(white) women's rights, and other political 
positions traditionally associated with the left 
are grafted onto racist, anti-Semitic and ho- 
mophobic positions to round out these "radi- 
cal" neo-Nazis. 

Within white supremacist circles the 
American Front is often regarded as a group 
that promotes a left-wing variant of Nazism. 
They are therefore distrusted by more tradi- 
tionally Hitlerite or Klan oriented groups that 
are wary of anything that appears to be associ- 
ated with the political left. 

Although American Front members such 
as Elisabeth Bullis have at one time been close 
to the Aryan Nations faction of the movement 
based in Idaho, Richard Butler and other Iden- 
tity adherents have criticized Heick's "Third 
Position" racial nationalism. 

Heick has also had close relations with 
counter-cultural figures widely regarded to be 
Satanists by his colleagues, such as Boyd Rice, 
a Colorado-based neo-fascist musician and the 
late Keith Stimely, a self-styled historian who 
worked in the more conservative neo-Nazi 


circle of Willis Carto. 11 For their part the Ameri- 
can Front attacks white elites for their support 
of third world immigrant labor at the expense 
of the white working class. AF has also written 
that through 

their eternal quest for the almighty dollar, the 
elite corporatists of the right are destroying our

environment. They call themselves patriotic, but 
anyone who loves their country would not de- 
stroy it with pollution and rape its oceans and 
forests in the name of profit . 12 

Elisabeth Bullis has regularly attended 
annual conferences of the Church of Jesus Christ 
Christian-Aryan Nations. According to eye- 
witness reports, she was married to Aryan 
Nations activist Justin Dwyer at the 1994 Aryan 
Youth Action Conference. 

The American Front typically recruits 
through literature drops carried out by mem- 
bers in the dead of night. Neo-Nazi propa- 
ganda is placed on the windshields of vehicles 
and on doorsteps with a contact number for the 
interested. The chapter in Portland, Oregon 
has approximately 12 active members. Other 
American Front skinhead chapters have been 
active in Sacramento and Areata, California, 
New York, Florida, and Seattle, Washington. 

A chapter of the American Front in Al- 
bany, Oregon made headlines in May through 
September 1992 during a series of highly pub-

lie organizing efforts. The stage for these ef- 
forts was set by a series of racist incidents at the 
local high school and the lack of public re- 
sponse to these incidents. The Albany Demo- 
crat-Herald set the tone with an editorial com- 
menting on the harassment of a young African- 
American. "Friction does not have to be rac- 
ism," the paper explained. Although the 14 
year-old African-American student had been 
"bullied," the paper stated that, "It is appar- 
ent... that in general people today are some- 
times a little quick to claim racism when there's 
trouble of any sort." 13 

William Jason Mowdy, who headed up the 
Albany Chapter of the American Front, had 
previously been charged with a misdemeanor 
(fourth degree assault) for spraying tear gas 
into the face of 16 year-old as well as instigating 
conflicts with a Latino youth group. 14 In mid 
June 1992 nearby Sweet Home junior and se- 
nior high school students were targeted for a 
mass mailing of neo-Nazi literature. The mail- 
ing effort turned out to be a joint venture 
between the American Front and National So- 
cialist Vanguard leader Rick Cooper. Cooper 
helped the American Front secure the addresses 
of students in the area, and the American Front 
did the labor on the mailings. 15

When they spot your white skin and drag you 
kicking and screaming from your vehicle, pum- 
meling and whacking and kicking and stomping 
without letup, try to stop writhing for a moment 
and be sure to tell them ho w much you ’ ve always 
deplored the evil racist history of your own 
people. . . . When they chase you across the inter- 
section and down the alley, hooting and howling 
in bloodlust, hacking andMau-Mauing with their 
machetes, gaining on you fast, turn around and be 
sure to tell them that it’s a terrible mistake: you 
are white but you’ve always been a dedicated 
activist against Euro-centrism and, hey, you’ve 
never really respected your own culture at all . 16 

The Chief of Police for Albany stated that 
he believed the American Front targeted the 
city because of racial problems then underway 
at Sweet Home High School. 17 

The situation worsened when the Ameri- 
can Front announced a rally to be held on the 
steps of the Linn County Courthouse on Sep- 
tember 3, 1992 in the city of Albany. In the face 
of strong counter-organizing the event was 
canceled when the Front realized that too many 
of their supporters would be in Idaho at the 
Weaver siege to make a respectable showing. 
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Asatru Alliance 


On the weekend of July 10, 1993 approxi- 
mately 350 people attended a "Viking Days" 
event in Vancouver, Washington organized by 
a young man by the name of Michael Clinton. 

Clinton is a Baltimore, Maryland trans- 
plant who arranged the visit of British Holo- 
caust denier David Irving to Gresham, Oregon 
in October 1992 and was present for Irving's 
October 1994 visit to Portland as well. Clin- 
ton — who was admitted to the Oregon State 
Bar in September 1993 and is a practicing attor- 
ney in Portland — was stopped by Lake Os- 
wego police shortly before the 1992 Irving event 
in the company of Oregon's top neo-Nazi skin- 
head organizer, American Frontnational chair- 
man, Robert Heick, and his Salem "Unit Com- 
mander" Tom Johnson. The trio were appar- 
ently distributing Holocaust denial literature. 18 

The two-day "Viking" festival, held at 
Whipple Creek Park in Vancouver, Washing- 
ton was promoted as an ethnic and cultural 
family event. However the attendance of nu- 
merous racist skinheads, the open distribution 
of white supremacist literature by vendors in a 
Viking "Religion and Philosophy" tent and the 
placement of advertisements in the Spotlight, 
the largest anti-Semitic weekly in the country, 
is indicative of the real nature of the gathering. 

The festival reflected the growing influ- 
ence of an Odinist organization, the Asatru 
Alliance, on far right organizing in the North- 
west. The organization's journal, Vor Tru (Our 
Faith) describes the Asatru Alliance as follows: 

The Asatru Alliance is a free association of 
independent kindreds who practice the ancient, 
but ever new religion known as Asatru. Asatru is 
the native/ organic religion of the peoples of North- 
ern Europe prior to the Christian domination of 
Europe.... 

Member kindreds support a code of laws 
which we feel are necessary to preserve and 
protect Asatru from those who would dilute, 
subvert, or in any way harm our religion or 
community . 19

The organization prints a list of "kindreds" 
that are official and "formational" units of the 
Alliance. The pacific Northwest is home to the 
Eagle Kindred, located in Eagle, Idaho; the 
Midgard Kindred of Washington in Lacy, 
Washington; the Westerlund Kindred in Sumas, 
Washington; Wotan's Kindred in Nanaimo, 
British Co- 
lumbia, and 
Wodan's Kin- 
dred in 
Sandy, Or- 
egon. 20 The 
Viking Days 
festivities 
were the first 
time a kin- 
dred had held 
an event that 
deliberately 
sought to 
reach out to 
the broader 
community. 

A 1993 edi- 
tion of the 
organization's 
newsletter re- 
prints a photo 
of Michael 
Clinton to- 
gether with 
the editor of 
Vor Tru who was present for the event. 21 

In an interview with Else Christensen, the 
aging matriarch and philosopher of the move- 
ment, Thor Sanrthet writes the following about 
the "religion" of Asatru: 


In many respects, Odinist and Asatru organi- 
zations have the same problem in preventing 
deep infiltration and take-over by neo-Nazis and/ 
or counterculture “Hippie-Wiccans” that 
America’ s labor unions have faced in preventing 
takeovers by Communists and/or the Mafia.

Valgard’s organization split from the Odinist 
Fellowship because he wanted to bend over back- 
wards to emphasize the purely religious aspects 
of Asatru. 22 

On the same page, how- 
ever, Sannhet goes on to 
explain, unwittingly, why 
such Odinist and Asatru 
organizations attract neo- 
Nazis: 

Although she [Christiansen] 
emphasized Nordic folk val- 
ues, she also opposed various 
forms of monopoly power, to 
include the Nazi kind. Ideo- 
logically, Else claimed to be 
fairly close to the view point 
of Willis Carto, author of the 
classic book Profiles in Popu- 
lism. ... Else adhered to a bio- 
logical worldview and un- 
abashedly used the word 
“Aryan” in her publication. 
She felt that an ideal society 
of our people would neces- 
sarily have to be a homoge- 
neous society that would permit maximum self- 
determination and expression of innate traits. 
She included many scientific tracts on human 
genetics from Mankind Quarterly in the 
Giallarhorn Book Service that served The 
Odinist , 23 

During the Viking festival a pamphlet titled 
Asatru: Questions and Answers, was distributed 
at the "Religion and Philosophy" tent. It pro- 
vides additional insight into the Asatru reli- 
gious world view. Written by Thor Sannhet, an 
official of the Asatru Alliance, the article reads: 

Another advantage of tribal loyalty, and the policy 
of avoiding indiscriminate relations, is that 
Asatruar [Nordics] can be truer to themselves, to 


the extent that racism and tribalism have an 
instinctive basis that exists in all men [sic] of all 
races, and society and religion can only go so far 
in suppressing this. 24 

Elsewhere in the same article Sannhet com- 
ments favorably upon such scientific racists 
and eugenicists as Dr. William Shockley, 
Wilmot Robertson, author of the The Dispos- 
sessed Majority, and Roger Pearson, founder of 
Mankind Quarterly and a former head of the 
World Anti-Communist League, an interna- 
tional network of terrorists, neo-Nazis and 
mercenaries. 

Robert Ward, the former editor of the na- 
tional Satanist Fifth Path, has relocated from 
California to join the staff of Vor Tru. The most 
recent issue of the newsletter is a more profes- 
sional job, reflecting Ward's skill at desktop 
publishing. 

Besides lengthy interviews with Boyd Rice 
and Odinists from Europe, Ward's Fifth Path 
featured a two-part review of racist skinhead 
activity in east Germany. The author (Ward) 
can barely contain his enthusiasm as he re- 
views racist violence in Germany. 

A pride in being German has begun to take 
root after the guilt complex placed on all Ger- 
mans, and seemingly all things German for the 
two world wars has slowly disappeared. Skin- 
heads in Germany have grasped upon traditions 
their fathers, and their father’s fathers held dear. 

The skinheads and neo-Nazis in Germany 
have been involved in 15,000 assaults, 275 ar- 
sons, and 3 deaths in the last year. While in the 
space of two days in LA some 50 people have 
been killed so far... Who’s the real threat to 
society?... Germany has seemed to become the 
scapegoat of the 20th century... The skinheads 
seem to be a young faction of their society who 
want to change their society and country. 25

Ben Klassen, the founder of the neo-Nazi 
Church of the Creator (COTC), committed sui- 
cide on August 7, 1993 at the age of 73, throw- 
ing his brutally violent, racist empire into dis- 
array. During his lifetime Klassen authored 
The White Man's Bible and numerous other 
tracts detailing his anti-Christian, virulently 
racist and anti-Semitic philosophy and his vi- 
sion of world-wide white supremacy. 

Klassen served as the "Pontifex Maximus" 
of the Church of the Creator from its founding 
in 1973 until 1992, at which time the retired real 
estate salesman had planned to pass over lead- 
ership of the COTC to Billings, Montana-based 
Rudy "Butch" Stanko. 

Stanko had been successfully prosecuted 
on charges related to the selling of tainted meat 
to schools and spent nearly six years in prison 
for his offenses. While in prison, Stanko appar- 
ently corresponded with Klassen and was regu- 
larly featured in the COTC publication. Racial 
Loyalty , where he was described as Klassen's 
successor. But when Stanko was released from 
prison in 1991 he apparently turned down 
Klassen's offer of leadership. Soon thereafter 
Klassen picked Mark Wilson of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin to lead the group. However, on 
January 28, 1993, Klassen abruptly turned con- 
trol of the COTC over to an unknown in the 
racist movement, Rick McCarty of Niceville, 
Florida. 

Wilson has since turned to the burgeoning 
racist music industry to put his talents to work 
helping coordinate Resistance Records and 
Resistance magazine from Detroit, Michigan. 
McCarty, on the other hand, recently passed 
over the reigns of the group to Paul Yates from 
Putnam Valley, New York. Yates runs a phone 
message center, but reportedly little else and is 
not expected to be able to mold the COTC into 
an influential racist organization. 26 

Despite this fact, there is evidence that 
among skinheads, the trappings of the ex- 
tremely violent (even for neo-Nazis) ideas of 
the COTC may still have influence. 


On Tuesday July 20, 1993 the barbed wire 
fencing outside the offices of the Tacoma, Wash- 
ington chapter of the NAACP was cut and a 
pipe bomb hurled through a double-paned 
window into the ante-room of the building. 
Fortunately the attack was only partially suc- 
cessful, doing only minor damage.

W ayne Paul W ooten, 1 8, and Jeremiah Gor- 
don Knesal, 19, allegedly members of the COTC, 
were arrested in Salinas, California shortly 
thereafter while shoplifting. A search of their 
vehicle revealed three pipe bombs, four loaded 
rifles, flak vests and other military clothing. 

The next day the Auburn, Washington 
apartment of Mark Kowaalski, 24, was raided. 
Kowaalski was eventually charged and con- 
victed of manufacture of an explosive device, 
possession of a firearm while a convicted felon 
and bombing the NAACP office. Kowaalski 
was also a member of the Church of the Cre- 
ator, and claimed to have set up a post office 
box for the Portland-based American Front in 
the Seattle area.

The Church of Jesus Christ Christian and 
its Aryan Nations political wing in Hayden 
Lake, Idaho is the most notorious example of 
neo-Nazism and Identity Christianity in the 
Northwest, perhaps the country. From his 
mentor Wesley Swift, Aryan Nations leader 
Richard Gimt Butler learned not only the core 
tenets of this racist religion, but a deep admira- 
tion for Adolf Hitler and the German Nazis, 
including the belief that "... Hitler was per- 
haps the second witness of our Father's Life 
Law." 27

Butler relocated Swift's "Church" from 
Northern California to Hayden Lake in the 
mid-1970s. Since that time he has made every 
effort to bridge the gap between Christian Iden- 
tity and hard-core neo-Nazis, Ku Klux Klan 
followers and racist skinheads. 

Butler's vision for carrying out a war against 
what is known in the movement as the "Zionist 
Occupation Government" or "ZOG" is rela- 
tively straightforward. Unlike other Christian 
Identity leaders, who settle for more-or-less 
abstract notions of their Christian Identity King- 
dom, Butler sees the Pacific Northwest as the 
geographical space where God's kingdom will 
be established. Together with numerous other 
white supremacist groups, Aryan Nations seeks 


to merge their group with an actual nation- 
state, a white controlled area in the Pacific 
Northwest purged of people of color, Jews and 
racial enemies. 28 

The creation of such a nation will, logically 
enough, require the formation of an army. On 
the pages of the Aryan Nations publication 
Calling Our Nation, die vision of just such an 
army has been made clear: 

. . . [A]ll the components of the ONE ARMY 
are readily available for assembly into a finished 
weapon that could be made relatively quickly 
available to blunt and destroy the spearhead of 
kike-spic-spook-gook-nigger axis of evil arrayed 
against our Race... 

That ONE ARMY is ARYAN NATIONS, 
which has the only viable and technologically 
complete concept of organizational infrastruc- 
ture and inherent logistical capability.. . . ARYAN 
NATIONS has already raised the highest stan- 
dard of our RACE, the Revolving Resurrection 
Cross [i.e., swastika] of Jesus Christ, which alone 
will lead our Race to the Promised Victory, as 
prophesied . 29 

Butler's vision for the Pacific Northwest 
emerges in the group's widely distributed "Plat- 
form for the Aryan National State. " 30 In Butler's 
state only whites would be citizens, entitling 
them to the sole right to vote, own property, 
possess arms, conduct business, hold public 
office, be part of the military and engage in 
work of their choosing. Non-citizens might be 
allowed to live in the Aryan Homeland, but 
only "under the custodianship of a citizen." 31 

Butler's vision of a purified and revived 
Aryan state also involves massive violence 
against Jewish people, including an allusion to 
genocide: 

All hybrids called Jews are to be repatriated 
from the Republic’s territory, all their wealth be 
redistributed to restore our people, and it shall be 
a capital offense to advocate or promote Jew 
Talmudic anti-Christ Communism in any man- 
ner or any other crimes against nature . 32 
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Butler's organizing efforts in this direction 
have been persistent. After a failed effort in the 
mid-1970s to form a Posse Comitatus unit in 
Kootenai County, Idaho and a brief alignment 
with the Louisiana-based National Emancipa- 
tion of the White Seed, Butler created the Aryan 
Nations as the political arm of his Church of 
Jesus Christ Christian. 

In the late 1970s Butler made his first at- 
tempt to bill the Aryan Nations as the national 
center of the hard-core racist movement. Spon- 
soring the "Pacific States National Kingdom 
Identity Conference" at his Hayden Lake com- 
pound in 1979, Butler reached out to pull to- 
gether Identity leaders from around the coun- 
try. The first keynote speaker was Church of

ter this conference, HHSHSHHHI 
Gayman renounced the 
Aryan Nations leader for his outreach to neo- 
Nazis and klansmen, telling his Schell City, 
Missouri congregation: 

There are those who say the time has come when 
we must go into the streets and bring the govern- 
ment of God with the barrel of a gun. But I am not 
going on a Kamikaze mission to make National 
Socialism the next high Christian culture in 
America. My god is not George LincolnRockwell. 

My god is Jesus Christ. If your god is Adolf 
Hitler, then let it be so . 34 

Defections such as Gayman's would prove a 
continuing problem for Butler in his ongoing 
efforts to bring the racist right together under 
a unified leadership. By 1982, Butler was be- 
coming a leading figure in the racist right. He 
had established his annual event, now dubbed 
the "Aryan World Congress," as a gathering of 


comparable stature to that held every year by 
the Ku Klux Klan in Stone Mountain, Georgia. 
Butler's rising star in the racist movement was 
reflected in the list of prominent racists at the 
1982 Congress. Alexi Erlanger, the U.S. spokes- 
man for Manfred Roeder, a German activist 
and leader of the Deutsche Aktionsgruppen, a 
German neo-Nazi organization was in atten- 
dance. Texan Louis Beam, a fiery paramilitary 
advocate and former leader in David Duke's 
Klan, was also there. Robert Miles, the ex- 
United Klans of America leader and convicted 
school bus bomber who had established the 
Mountain Church in Cohactah, Michigan was 
present, as was J.B. Stoner, the head of the 
National State's Rights Party indicted in 1977

Racist Violence & Terror 

Aryan Nations leaders and associates have 
practiced the racist violence preached by But- 
ler. In 1983 Butler's repeated calls for a "racial 
holy war" found an echo in the formation of the 
Order, a violent terrorist underground com- 
prised largely of Aryan Nations members and 
followers of William Pierce's National Alli- 
ance, a pagan neo-Nazi organization based in 
Virginia. 36 

By December 1984, when the organization 
was finally broken up, members had robbed a 
series of armored cars, netting over $4 million, 
bombed a Boise, Idaho synagogue, and bru-

The group's leader, Robert Mathews 
was killed in a shoot-out with federal agents on 
South Whidbey Island, Washington on De- 
cember 8, 1984. In all, more than two-dozen 
members were apprehended. 37 


was one name Order members used to refer to 
their group) was formed by Aryan Nations 
members Robert Pires, David Dorr, Edward 
Hawley and Olive Hawley. Strike Force II 
members were tried and convicted for the 
bombing of four buildings in Coeur d'Alene, 
Idaho that September, including the home of 
Northwest Coalition Against Malicious Ha- 
rassment Director Bill 
Wassmuth. 39 This was fol- 
lowed in 1991 with the arrest 
of three recent attendees of an 
Aryan Youth Congress for a 
plot to bomb a gay bar and a 
Korean business in Seattle.

This date has since been declared "Martyrs 
Day" by Aryan Nations and Mathews is re- 
vered by most white supremacists. From 1988 
until 1992 various groups, from Tom and John 
Metzger's White Aryan Resistance to Butler's 
Aryan Nations, have held commemorative 
events at South Whidbey State Park. Since 1992 
vocal protests and community activism have 
led racists to hold their memorial events in 
private. 

The terrorist legacy of the Order was fol- 
lowed by repeated acts of violence by Aryan 
Nations members and supporters. In 1985, fol- 
lowing the arrest and imprisonment of more 
than two-dozen Order members, Eldon "Bud" 
Cutler, the Aryan Nations security chief was 
arrested and convicted of plotting the murder 
of former Order member Tom Martinez. 38 

In 1986, the Bruders Schweigen Strike Force 
II ( Bruders schweigen, or "Silent Brotherhood," 


seemingly hostile environmental legislation. 

The campaign to convert workers in tim- 
ber and fishing communities was spearheaded 
by then-Aryan Nations propaganda minister 
Floyd Cochran. Cochran traveled the Pacific 
Northwest from Medford, Oregon to Forks, 
Washington throughout the spring and sum- 
mer of 1991. 40 

At a press conference in Portland, Oregon, 
Cochran announced a new direction for the 
group, stating, "We're mainlining and that will 
make us a lot more powerful. To obtain politi- 
cal clout we have to do it at the ballot box. In 
that respect, Aryan Nations has changed its 
tactics." 41 

While the new Aryan Nations effort met 
with little actual success, by January 1992, Chief 
of Staff Carl Franklin felt emboldened enough 
to announce the creation of an Aryan National 
Identity Party as a "force in local politics." 42 
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Leadership Crisis 

The Aryan Nations' bid to mainstream 
race hatred and bolster their numbers did not 
succeed. By mid-1992 the group was mired in 
factional infighting and a leadership crisis that 
continues to the present. Faced with the poor 
health and increasing years of Richard Butler, 
the need to find and groom a successor began 
in earnest. 

That same year Carl Franklin, a Pennsylva- 
nia Aryan Nations leader, brother-in-law of 
Order member David Lane and assistant edi- 
tor of Calling Our Nation, was generally ac- 
knowledged to be Butler's choice as his succes- 
sor. But in an organization so dependent on the 
ability of a leader to command the respect of his 
followers, Franklin was a fish out of water. 
While recognized by many to be an able ad- 
ministrator, Franklin quickly aroused the criti- 
cism of many Aryan Nations supporters be- 
cause of his demonstrable lack of charisma and 
leadership qualities. 43 In addition, Franklin 
lacked the proven track record of Butler, whose 
own dreary delivery was compensated for by 
his respected leadership ability and long-stand- 
ing stature in the movement. 

As Franklin attempted to assert his leader- 
ship, the stage was set in 1992 for the first in a 
series of divisive splits. The showdown came 
just before the Aryan World Congress in 1992 
with several key members leaving the organi- 
zation. Perhaps the most damaging was the 
departure of Floyd Cochran, the number five 
man and the group's propaganda minister. 
Cochran left not only Aryan Nations, but the 
racist movement itself. His departure from the 
group marked a turning point for a man who 
had been involved in the racist movement since 
his teens. Renouncing racism andbigotry, Floyd 
Cochran began speaking out against the Aryan 
Nations, becoming a valuable addition to ef- 
forts to turn back the white supremacist move- 
ment. 44 

Just one week before the Aryan World 
Congress Justin Dwyer, a young skinhead who 
acted as the group's Washington state leader, 
bolted from the organization, citing strategic 
differences with Aryan Nations leaders. De- 
parting with Dwyer were Washington state 
security chief Brad Williams and Western 


Washington leader John Sheppard who had 
assumed control of the coastal region follow- 
ing Dwyer's move to the Colville, Washington 
area in June 1992 45 

Larry McCurry, a long-time Aryan Na- 
tions leader from Montana also left the organi- 
zation, as did the group's southern representa- 
tive Bobby Norton of Tennessee. While Dwyer 
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and others cited strategic differences with 
Aryan Nations leaders for their departure, 
Franklin's ascension to power and his demand 
that Aryan Nations state leaders tow his line 
contributed strongly to the flight. 

As the attendees at the mid-July Aryan 
World Congress filtered in, rumors ran wild 
about splits in the organization. Some specu- 
lated that Dwyer, in a "move to the left," had 
departed to side with Robert Heick, the Port- 
land, Oregon-based head of the American 
Front. 46 Another subject of debate was whether 
Cochran had been a government agent for the 
duration of his time in Aryan Nations or just a 
recent "race traitor." Morale was clearly down 
during the event as were the numbers in atten- 
dance, with only about 150 present for the 
Sunday evening cross burning. 47 

Those in attendance at the event comprised 
the many longtime allies of the racist group, 
including Canadian leader John Ross Taylor, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan leaders Thom 
Robb, Nathan Robb and Stanley McCollum, 
National Socialist Vanguard leader Rick Coo- 
per and Maryland Klan leader Harold von 
Braunhaut. Other attendees included Douglas 
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Franklin, Rodney 
Smith and

Grider of Brenham, Texas, an apparent fol- 
lower of William Pierce's National Alliance, a 
contingent of skinheads from Missoula, Mon- 
tana and former Canadian skinhead Mark 
Bower, who had removed his Maple Leaf tat- 
too and was letting his hair grow out. As usual, 
a neo-Nazi marriage took place at the event, 
this time between skinheads Gregory Scott 
Philyaw and Emily Jane Adair of Pullman, 
Washington. 

Also present at the event was Lori Ryncarz 
from Washington state who spoke on behalf of 
the Alabama-based Family Assistance Project, 
a white supremacist support group for families 
with activists in prison. Lori's husband, Joseph 
Ryncarz, a registered lobbyist in Olympia and 
a Populist Party activist, was at that time serv- 
ing a prison sentence. Noticeably absent was 
Louis Beam, the longtime Aryan Nations leader 
who many speculated could lead the group 
from out of its seemingly mortal slump. 48 

In addition to divisions in the group, signs 
were present of problems in the longtime rela- 
tionship between the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan and the Aryan Nations. Despite his stat- 
ure as a national leader and Aryan Nations 
ally, Klan leader Thom Robb was given a paltry 
fifteen minutes speaking time Friday evening. 
The honor of "lighting" the ritual cross was 
passed to the obviously deranged Klan leader 
from Maryland, Harold von Braunhaut. Some 
skinheads present criticized Robb for his toned- 
down approach to race hatred, privately ridi- 
culing Robb for "wanting us to be nice." 49 

The incompetence of Franklin's leadership 
and the downward spiral of the group contin- 
ued into 1993. Only seventy-five racists were in 
attendance at the Congress that year, a low not 
seen since 1987 when the event was canceled 
due to the Fort Smith Trial of Richard Butler 
and other movement leaders on sedition 
charges. 50 

In mid-1993 the split widened. Citing a 
lack of pay over a two and one-half year inter- 
val and disagreemeni 
second-in-command 
Nations security chief Wayne Jones departed, 
taking with them Aryan Nations staff mem- 
bers Rodney Smith and Leonard Emerson. 

In August 1993 Franklin announced the 
formation of the Church of Jesus Christ Chris-

tian of Montana from a new base of operations 
in the Sanders County town of Noxon. 51 De- 
claring himself the Archbishop of the church 
and sustained by donations of a parcel of land, 
a mobile home and food, Franklin set out to 
exploit the aftermath of the Waco/ Weaver in- 
cidents with stories in early editions of his 
newsletter The Cornerstone. 52 

Franklin has also played on themes of con- 
cern to area loggers, injecting his own unique 
spin. In a letter to the editor published in the 
Chehalis, Washington Log Trucker magazine, 
Franklin writes, "The coming warfare will be 
literally a war for survival not just of the log- 
ging industry or a way of life, but the very 
survival of the white race." 53 

Upon arrival in Montana, Franklin also 
began promoting a book titled Seed of the Woman 
by Joshua von Vulcan. Von Vulcan writes of a 
secretive racist cell called "the Organization" 
which seeks to avoid the mistakes of past neo- 
Nazi terrorist efforts. The main character of the 
group is David Langley, an escaped prisoner 
from the Denver county j ail who is reminiscent 
of Order member David Lane, Franklin's 
brother-in-law 54 

By the time of the July 1994 Aryan World 
Congress the number of attendees remained at 
a low of 150. The mood of the Congress, how- 
ever, echoed the militant atmosphere of the 
April Youth Congress. According to the South- 
ern Poverty Law Center's August 1994 
Klanwatch In telligence Report, Louis Beam played 
a dominant role at the event, promoting his 
strategy of "leaderless resistance." 55 J.B. Stoner 
also spoke at the event on "fighting against 
jewish [sic] integration in the South and why 
we lost," as did Poison, Montana Identity leader 
Chris Temple who spoke on the August 1992 
Weaver stand-off. 56 Also speaking were Jeff 
Schoep of the National Socialist American 
Workers Freedom Party, Vince Reed, National 
Socialist Vanguard head Rick Cooper, Cana- 
dian leader John Ross Taylor and long-time 
Aryan Nations supporter Newman Britton. 57 

A significant addition to the Aryan Na- 
tions speakers list was Mike Storm of the Lin- 
coln, Nebraska-based NSDAP- AO. 58 In a not- 
so-veiled expression of his glee about the Ho- 
locaust, Storm claims to have "mentioned the 
need for six million less enemies of the white 
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race, which got the crowd smiling." 59 

At the 1994 Youth Congress Tim Bishop 
established himself as the new chief of staff. 
Bishop, of Coeur d'Alene, is a former Kansas 
leader in the Missouri-based White Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. John Burk of Post Falls, 
Idaho is the current Aryan Nations chief of 
security. 

Other recent developments with the Aryan 
Nations church include a new Oregon repre- 
sentative, Dermis L. Hilligoss. Hilligoss is a 
former anti-immigrant organizer from South- 
ern California who relocated to Southern Or- 
egon sometime in early 1994. In a promotional 
letter mailed to Aryan Nations members and 
supporters in the state of Oregon, Hilligoss 
claims to have been appointed by Tim Bishop 
and to have several "projects" in motion in- 
cluding a "bookstore, church, organizational 
meetings and propaganda drives." 60 To date 
little Aryan Nations activity from the state has 
been reported. 

Aryan Youth 
Action Coference 

In 1989, in an effort to target neo-Nazi 
skinheads who had become a growing seg- 
ment of the racist movement, Aryan Nations 
convened its first racist skinhead gathering, 
entitled the "Skinhead Solution Seminar." Now 
an annual event, the youth conferences are 
held the weekend closest to Hitler's birthday. 
The April 1994 gathering carried the subtitle, 
"Adolf Hitler Memorial." 61 

The youth gatherings, which have been 
called the "Aryan Youth Action Conferences" 
since 1990, are the most important annual rac- 
ist skinhead gathering in the country. These 
events have emerged as a critical factor in 
maintaining a youth-based element of the Pa- 
cific Northwest white supremacist movement. 
The program format for the weekend-long 
event is meant to attract not only single young 
men but whole families with recreational ac- 
tivities like the Aryan Olympics, hammer 
tosses, and a tug-of-war for all ages and sexes. 
The event brings new racist recruits in direct 
contact with movement legends, some with 


direct ties to such larger-than-life organiza- 
tions as the Order, in an atmosphere geared 
towards sustaining the racist skinhead subcul- 
ture. 

According to Rick Cooper, head of the 
National Socialist Vanguard and the likely in- 
spiration behind the initiation of the Action 
Conferences,

The Church of Jesus Christ Christian in Hayden 
Lake, Idaho, has selected the nearest weekend to 
Adolf Hitler’s birthday to sponsor a national 
Skinhead conference, especially for Skin leaders 
and people interested in Skins. The purpose of 
this conference will be to help organize the Skins 
and direct them to constructive aims . 62 

The first conference attracted just over 100 
attendees, of whom 50 were skinheads and 60 
were non-skinheads. 63 

By the weekend of April 20-22, 1990, the 
Aryan Nations had taken to calling the gather- 
ing the "Aryan Youth Action Conference" and 
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the stated goal of the event was to form an 
"Aryan Youth Action Corps." 64 A memorial 
service to fallen German National Socialist com- 
rades and to Adolf Hitler was held and an 
array of movement leaders mingled with their 
younger skinhead comrades. 65

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In addition to Butler and other Aryan Na- 
tions staffers, attorney Kirk Lyons of the Patri- 
ots Defense Foundation (now called the 
"CAUSE Foundation") lectured the skinheads. 
Skins in attendance included Tony McAleer of 
the Aryan Resistance Movement (British Co- 
lumbia, Canada), Britany Baker of Portland, 
Oregon, David Cooper of the Christian Iden- 
tity Skinheads (CIS) of Las Vegas, Shiloh Creller 
of Women for Aryan Unity (Chico, CA), Mary 
Lynn Bangerter (CIS), and Barbara Dwyer of 
the Aryan Women's League, based in Santa 
Rosa, California. 66 Ms. Dwyer, currently the 
ex-wife of Justin Dwyer, was quoted from the 
conference as active in "First Aid, Child Safety; 
Emergency Info. Guide, Maternity clothes ex- 
change, Aryan Alphabet Coloring book, Aryan 
Parent Newsletter, POW art collection and 
fund." 67 

Shortly after the conference three Aryan 
Nations members were arrested on charges of 
conspiring to bomb a Seattle gay bar, a Korean- 
American restaurant and an African-Ameri- 
can business. 68 Stephen E. Nelson, Robert John 
Winslow and James P. Baker were all arrested 
and later tried and convicted of the charges. 69 
Just prior to the bomb plot, the Aryan Nations 
had appointed Nelson head of the "Aryan 
Youth Action Corps" and he was a trainer for 
the 1990 Action Conference demonstrating the 
interest professional white supremacists had 
in the growing militancy of the skinhead seg- 
ment of the movement. 70 


The 1991 Conference featured a large con- 
tingent of skinheads from Portland, Oregon 
who were at that time engaged in a series of 
street battles with anti-racist skinheads in and 
around the city. Upon their return from the 
conference, skinheads from the American Front 

and the South- 
east Bootboys 
attacked anti- 
racists at apart- 
ments in South- 
east Portland, 
and numerous 
clashes fol- 
lowed. 

The 1992 
and 1993 Ac- 
tion Confer- 
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ences saw a drop in participation, reflecting 
splits in the Aryan Nations leadership then 
underway. In spite of the factionalism, the 
Action Conferences did manage to attract regu- 
lar attendees such as Thom Robb, Justin Dwyer 
(soon to temporarily depart from the organiza- 
tion) and Elisabeth Bullis representing the Port- 
land-based American Front. 

It took the 1994 Aryan Youth Action Con- 
ference (subtitled "Adolf Hitler Memorial") to 
re-energize the annual skinhead gathering. In 
the past skinheads had complained about com- 
pound rules prohibiting alcohol from the 
grounds and the lack of participation by 
younger skinheads. The 1994 conference, held 
April 22-24 changed all of that. 

Justin Dwyer, who had split from Aryan 
Nations just over a year previous to the 1994 
gathering, is credited with making arrange- 
ments for two racist skinhead bands to play for 
the festivities. Johnny Bangeter's Christian 
Identity Skinheads, affiliated with the Army of 
Israel from Utah, played as did a Vancouver, 
British Columbia band, Odin's Law. 71 The 
Conference also featured Survival Classes, 
Aryan Olympics, a Swastika burning and a 
bonfire, drinking and a "slam pit" for dancing 
to racist rock 'n' roll. Dwyer and Elisabeth 
Bullis were married during the swastika burn- 
ing. 72 Neo-Nazi Harry Schmidt, the chair of the 
Washington State Populist Party, also attended 
the gathering, apparently looking for good 
"political soldiers" to use as fodder. 
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In 1987 Kim Allen Badynski, an organizer 
in the Illinois Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
relocated to Spokane, Washington to form a 
regional section of the organization in the five 
state area of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming. Like other racists of this 
period, Badynski's move to the region was 
motivated by the so-called "Northwest Terri- 
torial Imperative." 73 In an early edition of his 
newsletter, Klan Kourage, he writes. 

We consider the Northwest Territorial Im- 
perative as the last hope for the White Race 
within the present political system. In no other 
region of the United States is the White Race in 
the demographic majority. For this reason alone, 
we can politically and economically unite better 
than anywhere else. The days of “keeping the 
darkies on their side of the tracks” is long gone. 

By embracing a new strategy, ZOG will not feel 
as free to try to intimidate us by their non- White, 
anti-Christ hordes. The Northwest Territorial 
Imperative — the most positive alternative of any 
currently suggested . 74 

While in Spokane, Badynski hosted a se- 
ries of racist programs on the city's public 
access cable television channel and continued 
with the erratic publication of Klan Kourage. 
Badynski's most significant political involve- 
ment began in 1988 when he joined the Popu- 
list Party of Washington state. The Klan leader 
soon attained the position of Sergeant at Arms 
within the party, and has played a leading role 
in the organization ever since. 

Upon relocating to the city of Tacoma in 
late 1988 Badynski became Pierce County chap- 
ter coordinator of the Populist Party and soon 
was seated on the state party's executive com- 
mittee, a position he has held ever since. His 
stature and influence continued to grow, so 
that by 1991 he served as representative to the 
national governing body, attending national 
Populist Party conventions in California (1991) 
and New Jersey (1992). 75 

Through Badynski, the Klan's impact on 



the Populist Party of Washington state grew. 
His influence peaked with the rise of neo-Nazi 
Harry Schmidt to the position of state chair in 
1992. Schmidt has echoed Klan politics in testi- 
mony before several state legislative commit- 
tees, referring to the Nazi swastika as the "ear- 
liest Christian symbol" and Klan cross-burnings 
as "a Christian 
practice." 76 Badyn- 
ski and his boss, 

Klansman Thom 
Robb, have ex- 
pressed these same 
themes, describing 
Nazi Germany as a 
"white Christian 
revival" and cross- 
burnings as sym- 
bols of "the light of 
Christ, dispelling 
darkness and igno- 
rance." 77 

By 1993 Klan 
supporter Mark 
Downey had be- 
come vice-chair of 
the state party, so- 
lidifying Benights of 
the Ku Klux Klan 
influence within the 
executive commit- 
tee of the Populist 
Party. 

Badynski's role 
in the Populist 
Party should be understood as an outgrowth of 
the national strategy of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. His move into electoral politics 
represents a concerted effort to promote a neo- 
Nazi agenda through whatever political party 
presents itself as ripe for takeover. In Washing- 
ton, that party is the Populist Party, which has 
welcomed the involvement of the longtime 
Klan leader for more than six years. 

Thom Robb, Chairman of the National 
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Hiding your Klan

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, believes that 
political space in America has opened up for 
white supremacists. In his internal newsletter, 
Robb's Victory Report, he advocates the training 
of Klan members in electoral politics so as to 
take advantage of this "window of opportu- 
nity." He has stated, ". . .[W]e need people get- 
ting experience in political work for the day 
when our people are in positions to rim for 
office ." 78 Robb advises Klan members to keep 
their affiliations "confidential," even referring 
to these activists as "sleepers." 


The Klan . . .is not a hate group, but we are a 
Love group. We are a love group because we love 
America and we Love our people. 

The Klan does not believe in slavery and 
believes that the Negro should have the right to 
self-determination. Self-determination is the be- 
lief that a people should have the right to rule 
their own affairs. However, the Negro is not 
being given this opportunity unless it is in the 
form of oppressing the rights of White people. . . . 

Instead of these minorities complaining and 
demanding more and more, they should get down 



Robb writes: 

You must remember that those who are blue 
collar workers will for the most part be unable to 
move into that “circle.” But those of you who are 
successful business people, who perhaps are in 
the professions, will be able to move as sleepers 
up into the party ranks. You will be forced to keep 
your Klan affliction [sic] private, but will, as a 
result, start preparing the way . 79 

In toning down the image and message of 
the Knights, Robb has sought to portray the 
group as essentially a civil rights organization 
battling "reverse discrimination" against white 
people. A special recruitment issue of the 
Knights national paper the White Patriot titled 
"This is the Klan" reads in part: 


on their knees every morning and THANK the 
White man for everything that we have given 
them, they, in their original homeland have none 
of the benefits that they are enjoying in America. 
Remember it is your tax dollars that has to pay for 
all those free benefits they get and it now takes 
the income of two to feed our families.. . , 80 

As evidenced above, Robb plays heavily 
on themes that scapegoat black people as a 
non-productive drain on a productive white 
population. The success of this strategy is in 
doubt, however, because of internal dissension 
over Robb's attempts at moderating the image 
of the Klan. 

A recent split in the group magnifies the 
neo-Nazism at the core of the Knights as well as 
the difficulties Robb has maintaining a base of 
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support with the violent racists who generally 
make up Klan groups. As described in the May 
1994 fact finding report The Klan Splits: A Radi- 
cal Breakaway by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B'rith, a significant split developed in 
early 1994 between Robb and Ed Novak, the 
Klan group's Illinois Grand Dragon, National 
security chief ("nighthawk" in Klan jargon) 
and member of the national Grand Council. 81 
According to the report, Novak, an alias for 
Eward Melkonian, split with Robb over the 
issue of "moderating" the image of the group 
and Robb's public renunciation of violence. 
Novak's promotion of neo-Nazism was not at 
issue in the split, but rather his commitment to 
"secrecy and militancy." In justification of his 
practice of wearing battle fatigues to demon- 
strations, Novak stated, "Robes are too sacred 
to wear to a street fight." 82 

Robb based his approach to Klan organiz- 
ing on the assumption that more political space 
exists for Klan organizers, especially in the 
American South, than for openneo-Nazis. This 
same approach to neo-Nazi organizing under 
the hood has been brought to the Pacific North- 
west only relatively recently, beginning in 1989 
with the efforts of Harry Schmidt and Badyn- 
ski through the Populist Party of Washington 
State. Thus far, their efforts have not been well 
rewarded. 

Despite his successful move into the Popu- 
list Party of Washington, Badynski has failed 
to build the organization into a significant po- 
litical force in the state. While the party man- 
aged to qualify far right Christian Patriot leader 
James "Bo" Gritz for the ballot during the 1992 
presidential race, Badynski and his allies have 
yet to elect a single open Populist Party mem- 
ber to office. 

In addition to Badynski's work with the 
Populist Party, he and his wife, Debbie, are 
loyal attendees of neo-Nazi events, including 
the annual Aryan World Congresses held at 
the compound of the Church of Jesus Christ 
Christian in Hayden Lake, Idaho and the an- 
nual vigils for fallen Order leader Robert J. 
Mathews held every year at South Whidbey 
Island State Park from 1988 through 1992. A 
run-down of the "Activities of the Northwest 
Knights 1987-88" (right) printed in a Spokane 
edition of Klan Kourage notes these events.

The National Socialist Front (NSF), a racist 
skinhead organization based in Portland, Or- 
egon is headed up by Derek Kristoff Stenzel, a 
neo-Nazi with broad contacts in the national 
white supremacist movement. The NSF has 
published an infrequent newsletter, the 
Nordwesten Beobachter in which the following 
organizations were listed as contacts for indi- 
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viduals interested in "migrating" to the "North- 
west Aryan State of Oregon": the National 
Aryan Front, the National Socialist Vanguard 
and the American Front. 83 In later editions the 
newsletter added the Christian Patriot Asso- 
ciation, the Medford Citizen's Bar Association, 


Southern Oregon Skinheads and the Gresham, 
Oregon-based National Patriot Alliance as ad- 
ditional contacts. 84 The list of organizations is 
evidence of the group's "ecumenicist" position 
within the movement. 

Stenzel was reportedly present for the 
Weaver siege in Northern Idaho during late 
August 1992. According to neo-Nazi Rick Coo- 
per, Stenzel and Christian Identity 
skinhead Patrick Kelly Foster bailed 
two racist skinheads out of jail. The 
two skinheads. Miles Dowling and 
Steven Shallenberger, were detained 
by police for allegedly having a truck 
full of weapons near the scene of the 
stand-off. 85 

Rick Cooper's NSV Report identi- 
fies Stenzel as the "national leader" of 
the NSF, 86 although such a title in- 
volves some grandstanding on the part 
of the young racist. 

The "national leader" was tried 
and convicted of Intimidation I, (a 
hate crime) after a November 27, 1992 
altercation with an African-American 
man on the Portland light rail. Stenzel's 
accomplice, Christopher Tupper, was 
convicted of assault in the fourth de- 
gree and attempted Intimidation I for 
the same incident. Stenzel was sen- 
tenced to 36 months probation. Ac- 
cording to police reports, 

Stenzel was identified as the person who 
had participated with another person in 
the assault of two black male subjects and 
yelling “whitepower” following the as- 
sault. He was also identified as the person 
who had smashed the window from a 
TriMet Max Train . 87 


During the trial Stenzel filed motions that 
indicate a certain amount of (mis)schooling in 
the pseudo-legal techniques of the Christian 
Patriot movement. Court documents show a 
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Stenzel also took exception to 
the architecture of the Mult- 
nomah county Justice center:

Steinbock said a presentence report found that 
Krager held strong views of white supremacy 
and that the assault case had not changed those 
views.... Steinbock said he was satisfied the 
incident was motivated by “bigotry and anti- 
black racism .” 91 


Krager was convicted of inflicting serious 
injuries on Jacob Johnson. During sentencing, 
presiding Judge Steinbock doubled Krager's 
sentence, imposing a three-year prison term. 
The Oregonian reported that. 


"Fully Informed Jury" motion filed by Stenzel 
that reads. 


Comes now Derek Kristoff Stenzel, Defendant, 
and demands that the Court instruct the jury that 
it is entitled by right to determine both the law as 
well as the facts, under Common Law and under 
the Constitution of the State of 
Oregon, and that each juror has 
the right to mle on the law ac- 
cording to the dictates of his 
own conscience, as to whether 
a particular law may be unjust 
or misapplied to a given case. 

Therefore, the Defendant, 

Derek Kristoff Stenzel, de- 
mands a trial by a jury fully 
informed of it’ s right to rale on 
the law . 88 


A few months prior to the above incident, 
on April 17, 1992 an attack took place at 4500 
Killingsworth Street in Portland that involved 
Summer Shields, Tonya Vaughn, Steve 
Shallenberger and Randy Krager, all skinheads. 

After the two women. Shields and Vaughn, 
apparently beckoned two African-American 
men, Roger Beasley and Jacob Johnson, the 
male skinheads attacked. Johnson ended up in 
the intensive care unit with a skull fracture, 
contusions and other head injuries including 
swelling of the brain. Krager had punched 
Johnson and he fell, hitting his head on a curb. 
Johnson was in a coma for several days, but 
eventually recovered. Following the attack, 
the assailants ran to an apartment at 4613 N.E. 
Killingsworth — Derek Stenzel's apartment, 
where they were being housed. 90 


In October 1992 Stenzel and other uniden- 
tified skinheads provided security for the visit 
of British Holocaust denier David Irving, whose 
lecture took place in Gresham, Oregon. 92 

But the most ambitious, if unrealistic, 
project begun by Stenzel and his group is the 
formation of the "Northwest Concern," de- 
scribed as a "Northwest Migration and Events 
Association" in the organization's newsletter 
the Northwest Imperative . 93 

Stenzel and Populist Party of Washington 
State activist Joseph Ryncarz are the "Chief 
Editors" of the group's newsletter. The politics 
of the newsletter are unabashedly neo-Nazi. 
"SS Unit Leader Ryker," a contributor to the 
first issue of the newsletter, writes: 

The Northwest Bastion, The Aryan Northwest, 
the Aryan Homeland, or, as I like to refer to it, the

Aryan States of America. The development of 
the Pacific Northwest as an Aryan sanctuary was 
originally the brainchild of the late Robert E. 
Miles. He invisioned [sic] five states — Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming, as 
the gathering place & center of power for the 
right-wing . 94 

Stenzel and Ryncarz recommend the fol- 
lowing organizations as contacts for "Aryans" 
seeking to "migrate" to the Pacific Northwest: 
the National Socialist Front, Populist Party of 
Washington, the Aryan Nations, and the Invis- 
ible Empire Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, pre- 
sumably run by Dan Lowe, of Longview, Wash- 
ington, a lackluster kluxer who has organized 
in the area for approximately a year. 

An application for the Northwest Concern 
reads: 

I swear that I am a Free and Sovereign Aryan, and 
that I am not a member or agent of any City, 
County, State, Federal or Foreign Law Enforce- 
ment agancy [sic], and that I am not a member or 
agent of any Communist/Marxist, Antiracist, 
Homosexual or Jewish Organization or Associa- 
tion or religion. I understand that the Northwest 


Concern is a not-for-profit association working 
towards the advancement of the Northwest Im- 
perative and Racial Separatism, and I am in 
agreement with these goals. I understand that the 
NORTHWEST CONCERN will keep all infor- 
mation that I furnish it in the STRICTEST confi- 
dence . 95 

An article in the second issue of the news- 
letter is titled, somewhat comically, "Some 
Guidelines for Good National Socialist Public 
Relations," about which the author writes, "The 
first and most important criterion for public 
relations is simply to be a good neighbor." 96 

Despite the humor, however, the group 
has had a serious and supportive review by a 
neo-Nazi group headed up by Harold 
Covington, who has recently relocated to Se- 
attle, Washington from his previous base in 
North Carolina. (See "National Socialist White 
People's Party" below). Covington's journal. 
Plexus, which is described as "a National So- 
cialist Theoretical Journal," ran a two-page 
glowing review of the organization in it's Au- 
gust 1994 issue. 97 The journal also included an 
advertisement for the Northwest Concern.

Since that time he has played a mentoring role 
to a succession of racist skinhead leaders in 
Oregon and Southwest Washington. 


Cooper had extensive and early contact 
with Portland's first bonafide racist skinhead 
organization. Preservation of the White Aryan 
Race (POWAR), in 1988. He soon thereafter 
established contact with members of the infa- 
mous East Side White Pride skinhead group. 98 
He also aided such short lived skinhead efforts 
as the Northern Hammerskins, East Side 
Bootboys and since 1990, the American Front, 
his most extensive mentoring project to date. 

According to Floyd Cochran, the ex-pro- 
paganda minister for the Aryan Nations who 
turned on the racist movement in July of 1992, 

Cooper has been in the racist movement for a 
long time. He is somewhat — to a certain de- 
gree — educated. He provides an outlet for some 
of the skinheads to get some things published in 
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the NSV Report. He is beginning to take on the 
role of an elder statesman .” 99 

The first edition of NSV Report, dated Janu- 
ary-March 1983 provides a glimpse into the 
fantasy world of a neo-Nazi at the beginning of 
his efforts to build a viable organization. 

[Our] new organization would be entirely self 
supporting..., [creating] profitable businesses 
that would finance the activities of the new 
organization. It was further decided that a Na- 
tional Socialist “community 
within a community” was 
needed to assist our people 
in their escape from the out- 
side greedy “dog-eat-dog” 
society . 100 

The "community 
within a community" effort 
was dubbed "Wolfstadt," a 
"white racialist, non-parti- 
san community." 101 But 
Cooper's effort failed and 
he relocated to the small, 
rural community of 
Goldendale, Washington in 
1985. 

Cooper is an unrecon- 
structed neo-Nazi. While 
firm in his views, he works 
hard to be a non-sectarian 
bigot. As a self-styled intellectual of the white 
supremacist movement, he labors diligently to 
explicate the intricacies of national socialist, 
klan and Identity belief systems to skinheads 
and others deprived of his ideological training. 
In an early issue of the NSV Report, Cooper 
writes. 

Lastly, our successes, such as they are, are 
derived from simply understanding and comply- 
ing with the revelation of ourbible, Mein Kampf, 
as it is written, not the way a few out there would 
like it to be since they are not up to the full 
understanding of it . 102 


In keeping with his strong beliefs in the 
benevolent polices of Nazi Germany, Cooper 
sees all societies as biologically determined 
organisms: 



All Movement activists at one time or another 
have wondered why some “White” people do not 
really have the psychological makeup character- 
istic of White people after differences in social 
background, education and environment have 
been taken into account. The most common ex- 
planation is that this “White” person has a genetic 
disorder or some non- White racial inheritance 
somewhere in his ancestry, usually Jewish. This 
gives the “White” person the physical appear- 
ance of one of us, but the psychological attitude 
of an alien . 103 

Cooper's most active 
program to date involves 
mass mailings of hate litera- 
ture to targeted recipients. He 
has worked with the Port- 
land-based racist skinhead 
organization, the American 
Front, in the acquisition of 
student honor roll lists from 
local high schools. Together 
with his young racist coun- 
terparts, Cooper has carried 
out a number of mailings to 
communities in Washington, 
Oregon and Alaska. The mail- 
ings, which often include a 
copy of Cooper's NSV Report, 
are usually accompanied by 
publicity in the local media. 

The postmaster at the 
Dalles, Oregon post office, located on the Co- 
lumbia River across the Oregon- Washington 
border from Cooper's official residence in 
Goldendale, reported to the Sweet Home New 
Era that Cooper mails approximately twenty- 
thousand pieces of literature a year from that 
office. 104 

Cooper has also given presentations to 
West Linn High School, the Metropolitan Learn- 
ing Center, Portland State University (two dif- 
ferent classes on at least three occasions) and 
the University of Portland. And he addition- 
ally supplies the program tapes for airing Tom 
Metzger's cable television program "Race and 
Reason" to local cable access stations in Van- 
couver and Yakima, Washington and Port- 
land, Oregon.

Headed up by Harold Covington, origi- 
nally of North Carolina, the NSWPP is an un- 
abashedly neo-Nazi organization with exten- 
sive contacts in Europe. The organizational 
newsletter is Resistance! The Revolutionary Voice 
of the NSWPP published by the "Central Sup- 
port Unit" of the 
NSWPP. 

Covington has re- 
cently relocated the 
NSWPP to Seattle, 

Washington and is at- 
tempting to revive the 
"Northwest Territorial 
Imperative," the strat- 
egy of establishing an 
Aryan National Re- 
public in the five state 
area of Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Wyo- 
ming and Montana. 

The October 1994 
issue of Searchlight, the 
British anti-fascist 
monthly reports that 
Covington is attempt- 
ing to step in and dis- 
place both Tom 
Metzger and Thom 
Robb as leaders of the 
American neo-Nazi 
movement. Covington 
has had bitter battles with both Metzger and 
Robb. A fierce ideologue, Covington does not 
get along with William Pierce, either. Pierce is 
an elder statesmen of the movement based in 
West Virginia who runs a cadre neo-Nazi group, 
the National Alliance. Covington has accused 
Metzger of turning over the names of activists 
to the Southern Poverty Law Center and using 
funds earmarked for Metzger's group, the 
White Aryan Resistance, on a hair-piece. The 
latter charge is true, revealed at Metzger's civil 
trial in Portland. 


Covington is also notorious for having or- 
ganized a confederation of North Carolina Klan 
and neo-Nazi organizations calling itself the 
United Racist Front. Members of the organiza- 
tion attacked an anti-Klan demonstration and 
murdered five members of the Communist 

Workers Party in 
November 1979 in 
Greensboro, North 
Carolina. 

Covington is 
an extremely dan- 
gerous neo-Nazi 
who plans on 
spending the next 
two years, accord- 
ing to Searchlight, 
"collecting cadres" 
to form his "Inter- 
national Associa- 
tion of National So- 
cialists" from his 
new base in Seattle, 
Washington. 

Associated 
with the violent 
British neo-fascist 
organization Com- 
bat 18, which uses 
his Raleigh, North 
Carolina post of- 
fice box as its con- 
tact address, Covington is implicated in efforts 
to foment violent attacks against anti-fascist 
activists. According to Searchlight, C18 recently 
distributed "hit lists" containing the names, 
addresses, phone numbers, places of work and 
residences of anti-fascist activists. 

Nottinghamptonshire, England police 
rounded up a number of key British National 
Party members who had strong links with 
Combat 18. They were charged as a result of 
violent physical attacks and telephoned death 
threats to people whose names and addresses 
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had appeared on Combat 18 hit lists. 

One of the lists seized by the police had 
been put together from the names and ad- 
dresses of people who had signed an anti-Nazi 
petition in Nottinghamptonshire in 1993. A 
member of the Anti-Nazi League, who had 
been collecting signatures, was attacked and 
beaten on his way home. His bag, which con- 
tained the petition forms, was stolen. 105 

Combat 18 also formulated a list of U.S.- 
based anti-racists under the title, "Red Watch." 
A Combat 18 communique to their American 
racist counterparts states: 


Red Watch came about with relative ease, the 
reds were very careless with information in their 
various reading materials. We went to libraries, 
searched the letter pages of local pages for reds 
who had written in, we got their publications. It 
was endless, the amount of information we gath- 
ered with such ease.” 

Soon thereafter a chapter of the American Front 
skinhead group based in Northern California 
reprinted the Red Watch list in their publica- 
tion, Voices of Revolution. Covington is likely to 
pursue such activities from his new headquar- 
ters in Seattle. 106

Populist Party of Washington State 


The Populist Party was formed in 1984 by 
the Liberty Lobby, perhaps the most influen- 
tial outlet for anti-Semitism and far-right con- 
spiracy theories in the United States. 110 Cre- 
ated to serve as a vehicle for white suprema- 
cists to enter electoral politics, the party's first 
chair, Robert Weems, was a well-known Klan 
leader from Mississippi. Numerous board 
members and officials had, and continue to 
have, strong relationships with American neo- 
Nazism. 111 

James "Bo" Gritz was selected as the party's 
vice-presidential choice in 1988 at a convention 
in Pennsylvania. 112 His running mate was 
Populist Party presidential candidate David 
Duke, the notorious neo-Nazi and Klan leader 
from Louisiana. Gritz rescinded his nomina- 
tion a few weeks after the convention to run for 
political office in his home state of Nevada. 

Throughout 1991-92, the Populist Party of 
Washington State, in existence since 1984, came 
increasingly under the control of the North- 
west Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. Kim Badyn- 
ski, a national executive committee member of 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, based in 
Harrison, Arkansas under the leadership of 
veteran racist leader, Tom Robb, had become 
active in the state party after moving to Wash- 
ington state in 1987 from Chicago, Illinois. 113 
By 1988, he had attained the position of Ser- 
geant at Arms within the Populist Party of 
Washington State. In 1991 and 1992, Badynski 
was the state party's representative to the na- 
tional governing body, attending conventions 
in California and New Jersey respectively. Ba- 
dynski has sat on the state party's executive 
committee since 1988. 114 

Badynski's grip on the party was solidified 
in 1991 with the rise of neo-Nazi Harry Schmidt 
to the position of state chair. Schmidt has ech- 
oed the Klan political line in testimony before 
several congressional committees, referring to 
the Nazi swastika as the "earliest Christian 
symbol" and Klan cross-burnings as "a Chris- 


tian practice." 115 Badynski and National 
Knights leader Robb have expressed these very 
same themes, describing Nazi Germany as a 
"white Christian revival" and cross-burnings 
as symbols of "the light of Christ, dispelling 
darkness and ignorance." 116 

National Knights leader Thom Robb be- 
lieves that political space in America has opened 
up for white supremacists. In his internal news- 
letter, Robb's Victory Report, he advocates train- 
ing Klan members in electoral politics so as to 
take advantage of this "window of opportu- 
nity." 

He states, "...[W]e need people getting 
experience in political work for the day when 
OUR people are in positions to run for of- 
fice." 117 Robb advises Klan members to keep 
their Klan ties "confidential," even referring to 
these activists as "sleepers." 118 

You must remember that those who are blue 
collar workers will for the most part be unable to 
move into that “circle.” But those of you who are 
successful business people, who perhaps are in 
the professions will be able to move as sleepers 
up into the party ranks. Y ou will be forced to keep 
your Klan affliction [sic] private, but will, as a 
result, start preparing the way . 119 

Robb's goal in placing sleepers into main- 
stream parties is to provide leverage for Klan 
members who seek the party's nomination. He 
writes, 

. . . [W]hen Klan member Joe Doe runs for office 
in your state, you as gate keeper will simply take 
the position that you believe the political process 
should be open for everyone and though you may 
not necessarily support his political views you do 
believe that he has a right to express those views 
and therefore you vote in favor of allowing him 
to have ballot access on the party ticket . 120 

Besides holding the position of chair for 
the state party, Schmidt was voted a member of 
the National Populist Party's executive com- 
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mittee in 1993. 

The remaining three state officers hail from 
the Klan dominated Pierce/Kitsap chapter of 
the party — the state party's most radical county 
affiliate. Badynski, the Grand Dragon of the 
Northwest Knights of the Ku Klan has held the 
national committeeman position for five years, 
while Bence has long served as the party's 
secretary/treasurer. 

Mark Downey is a recent addition to the 
slate of state party officers, though he is a long- 
time Populist Party activist. Downey is a close 
associate of Badynski and a hard-core neo- 
Nazi sympathizer who veils his Hitler worship 
behind the religious veneer of Christian Iden- 
tity. Badynski, Downey and Schmidt have all 
attended gatherings to celebrate the birthday 
of Adolf Hitler. 121 

The neo-Nazi domination of the state party 
is only partially mirrored in the leadership at 
the county level. The county chairpersons for 
the state party are listed as: 

Homer Brand (King), 

Mark Downey (Pierce/Kitsap), 

Bill Renfro (Snohomish), 

Howard Schaeffer (Cowlitz), 

Herbert Weekly (Wakiakum), 

Joseph Burnett (Chelan), 

Bob Lynds (Stevens), and 
Hazel Lindstrom (Adams). 

Homer Brand was a former leader in the 
Duck Club, the Christian Patriot group linked 
to the 1985 murder of the Goldmark family in 
Seattle. David Rice, who brutally bludgeoned 
the Goldmarks to death, had attended Duck 
Club meetings where he became convinced 
that the Goldmarks were Jewish Communists, 
though they were neither Jewish nor commu- 
nists. Brand was the party's candidate for 
Attorney General in 1992. 

While promoting the candidacy of James 
"Bo" Gritz for president in 1992, the state party 
distributed a platform brochure that contained 
the following positions. 

On the issue of immigration, the party 
claims that. 


The United States is being overrun by both legal 
and illegal immigrants.

illegals is helping to transform America into a 
Third World country . 122 

The state party also supported the idea 
that polices such as affirmative action are a 
ploy foisted upon middle-class Americans by a 
ruling elite. White Americans have suffered 
because 

a vengeful civil rights industry, together with the 
media and government, has institutionalized “af- 
firmative action,” quotas, racial preferences in 
education admissions and job promotions, and 
other racist programs . 123 

The national platform for the party also 
advises that, "while discrimination against 
minority groups still occurs, most discrimina- 
tion today is against European- Americans." 124 
And finally the party, 

rejects the promotion of homosexuality as a le- 
gitimate “lifestyle,” and the ongoing attempt to 
make homosexuals a protected “minority” en- 
titled to special rights and privileges. Similarly, 
we reject special rights and privileges for femi- 
nists, and recognize feminism as a bitter ideology 
that alienates men and women from each other 
and has weakened the family unit . 125

White Aryan Resistance 


A television repairman by trade, Tom 
Metzger has a long history of far right activity 
dating back to the 1960s when he was a mem- 
ber of the John Birch Society. Before heading 
up the California-based White Aryan Resis- 
tance (WAR), Metzger was a Grand Dragon of 
a Ku Klux Klan faction and he worked closely 
with neo-Nazi David Duke when the two set 
up a "Klan Border Patrol" in California, an 
armed effort to terrorize Mexicans and other 
Latin Americans seeking entry into the United 
States. 

Like most experi- 
enced white supremacist 
organizers, Metzger has 
experimented with build- 
ing mass movements. He 
established a Klan chap- 
ter at Camp Pendleton 
Marine Base, South of Los 
Angeles, during the mid- 
1970's. The Ku Klux Klan 
presence there generated 
violence directed at Afri- 
can-American marines. 

He later ran for elective 
office as a Republican, 
then a Democrat, even 
winning a primary in Cali- 
fornia in the early 1980s, 
before he was censured by Democratic Party 
leadership. 

In the mid-1980s Metzger turned away 
from patriotic expressions of white suprema- 
cist philosophy as commonly promoted by the 
main Klan groups to a more open identifica- 
tion with neo-fascism. 

Metzger's organization, WAR, began pro- 
ducing episodes of a program intended for 
cable television distribution titled "Race and 
Reason" and a tabloid, WAR, that began to 
solicit a base of support among the growing 
racist skinhead subculture. 

More than any veteran neo-Nazi leader. 


Tom Metzger, together with his activist son, 
John, are respected by racist skinheads. Since 
1988 the Metzger's have aided a variety of 
skinhead groups active in the Pacific North- 
west including East Side White Pride, 126 the 
American Front, (Seattle and Portland), and 
Southern Oregon Skinheads, a racist skinhead 
organization active during 1989-1992. 

Additionally, the WAR tabloid has been 
distributed on the doorsteps and in the mail- 
boxes of more Northwest cities and towns than 
any other racist publication. 
Not surprisingly, the WAR 
newspaper probably enjoys 
the largest circulation among 
racist skinheads of any move- 
ment publication in the United 
States. With racist music tape 
cassettes, viciously bigoted 
cartoons, and articles that fea- 
ture young women activists, 
imprisoned members of the 
neo-Nazi terrorist group, the 
Order, national socialists from 
Europe, Japan and Canada 
and a literary style that is de- 
liberately juvenile, the paper 
has continued to appear sev- 
eral times a year since 1983. 
Metzger is one of the most 
resilient national leader s in the white suprema- 
cist movement today. He and his organization 
White Aryan Resistance have overcome scan- 
dals that would have debilitated or destroyed 
other leaders. He was implicated in the activi- 
ties of the terrorist organization the Order and 
the following Fort Smith trials but was never 
charged. In 1990 both father and son lost a $12.5 
million civil judgment in the death of Mulageta 
Seraw at the hands of three WAR influenced 
skinheads in Portland, Oregon. On a more 
personal basis he has outlived his wife of many 
years, Cathy, who died in 1992, as well as the 
revelations that money given to WAR was 
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used for his personal expenses. Lastly, he has 
withstood allegations that the WAR hotline 
was used tobringCalifomia-based Fourth Reich 
skinheads into contact with an FBI informant 
that infiltrated the Church of the Creator. 

Ideologically, Metzger is a proponent of 
Third Positionism, also known as "Strasserism," 
a variant of National Socialism that promotes 
class struggle against white elites. Third 
Positionism — which takes its name from the 
claim that it is an alternative to communism 
and capitalism — is a significant force in con- 
temporary European neo-Nazism but is treated 
with disdain by most American neo-Nazis, 
Christian Patriots and Identity followers. For 
instance, the Aryan Nations' publication Call- 
ing Our Nation has reprinted an article from the 
British neo-Nazi magazine Gothic Ripples that 
attacked "Strasserism ." 127 Metzger is also an 
internationalist, with significant contacts in 
Canada and Europe. Both Tom and John 
Metzger have made trips to Japan, Canada and 
Germany in recent years. 

Each issue of the WAR tabloid features a 
full page description of the various political 
positions of the organization. Metzger rejects 
Middle Eastern and Asian derived religions, 
including Christianity, as well as "God given 
or natural rights [and] participation in foreign 
armed conflict except for the protection of the 
race ." 128 In Metzger's hypothetical neo-Nazi 
state, abortion would be permitted for women 
of color, but discouraged (although not banned) 
for White women. As for allies, Metzger claims 
that they include any group working for racial 
separation, including people of color. Metzger 
is above all else, a secular, racial determinist. 

In a recent WAR article, Dennis Mahon, an 
Oklahoma WAR corespondent, explains the 
difference between the politics of WAR and the 
rest of the American right wing. In an article 
titled "What's All ThisC.R.A.P.,"Mahon writes: 

By the “Movement” we mean the activities and 
ideology of most Judeo-Christian, Right-Wing, 
Anti-Communist, Patriotic groups (C.R.A.P.). 

The CRAP usually consists of most Klan groups, 
patriotic Christian [sic] churches, patriotic veter- 
ans groups, and so on. By Aryan or White Resis- 
tance, we mean groups like White Aryan Resis- 
tance, National Alliance, Church of the Creator, 
skinhead groups, and some radical white surviv- 


alist groups . 129 

Metzger and former Aryan Nations orga- 
nizer Louis Beam have become advocates of 
"leaderless resistance," a strategy emphasiz- 
ing the formation of small units of terrorists 
that can more effectively avoid detection and 
penetration by authorities, strike quickly and 
disperse, and safeguard, to some extent, the 
political leadership of the movement. Leader- 
less resistance is counterposed to more "mass- 
movement" type actions that require large 
memberships and a formal leadership. 

In leaderless resistance, centralized deci- 



sion making structures are replaced by diffuse 
education, with bomb-making manuals, assas- 
sination handbooks, and intelligence data on 
anti-racists serving as the curriculum available 
anonymously through mail order outfits and 
computer bulletin boards. Racists are encour- 
aged to form their own, one to five person units 
and choose their own targets without formal 
direction from recognized leaders in the move- 
ment. Rather than attend meetings that can be 
monitored and rallies that can be broken up, 
racist skinheads are encouraged to act out as 
individual warriors.

Rather than fight 50 strong State governments, America has been broken 
into 22 river-basin systems (see map) that will fragment the States and re- 
assemble them under river-basin commissions whose members will have Ameri- 
canized names but who will be citizens from another country. 

Reservoirs are being placed far up the tributaries surrounded by SCS sup- 
porting dams, all taking excessive amounts of land for “parks" and “recrea- 
tion areas.” Flood-plains up to the 500-year level and “river zones,” P-Art. 9, 
will take land along the tributaries. Every river is being nationalized into 
parks, requiring lots of land eventually. The Master Land Plan, now before 
Congress, proposes acquisition of deltas, estuaries, wetlands and islands. 

Thus, each river-system goes under foreign control. Susquehanna sources 
say these will be electrified. This will prevent people from reaching water and 
force them to obtain “water-use permits” by which the foreign commission- 
ers can control every person, industry, city, sewer, power and water plant, 
fisheries, and all river, harbor and high seas traffic out of U. S. ports — and 
world trade.

Patriots: Tax Protesters, Populists 
& the New World Order 


L ocated in the shadow of the Space Needle 
in Seattle's trendy Queen Arine district, 
the Seattle Center is about the last place you 
might expect to find a gathering of Christian 
Patriots, survivalists, anti-Semitic conspiracy 
theorists and racist book dealers. Yet each year 
since 1992 Utah-based Patriot entrepreneur Dan 
Chittock has made this unlikely location a stop 
for his Preparedness Expos. 1 

Patriots and paranoids from around the 
region have made it a point to attend. 

They come to stock up on dehydrated foods, 
survival gear and alternative health products; 2 
they come to purchase racist and anti-Semitic 
books and audio-visual productions; 3 and, most 
of all, they come to hear about The Conspiracy : 4 

Retired Arizona police officer Jack 
McLamb, a leader in the Christian Patriot move- 
ment, explained The Conspiracy in a lecture 
delivered at the Seattle Preparedness Expo '94: 

Many people that we communicate with quite 
often, every week as a matter of fact, try to 
pinpoint “The Group” or “The Organization” 
that is running the world program for this utopian 
government that they’re trying to set up. And we 
hear all kinds of names: it’s the Trilateral Com- 
mission, or it’s the Masons, or it’s the 
Bilderburgers, or it’s this or it’s that group. 5 

Fortunately for those poor Patriots trying to 
make sense of this plethora of name brand 
enemies, McLamb is ready with an explana- 
tion. 

"A friend of mine," he begins, "... a Mr. 
David Gamier" was an agent with the New 
Y ork Police Department who went undercover 


in "organizations like the Symbionese Libera- 
tion Army and communist front organizations 
in the '60s." 

"An interesting thing about David 
Gamier," McLamb continued, "is he had a 
photographic memory." With his prodigious 
memory the alleged Mr. Gamier supposedly 
"became a danger to the government," because 
he remembered all of the people, places, dates 
and things that "were done in the United States 
that were unlawful and immoral by people in 
our own government." 

According to McLamb: 

. . . David Gamier became what’s called today 
an educated Patriot. Within a short time he knew 
all the global players that were bringing us to- 
gether as a world government. 

Holding up a hand-drawn poster crowded 
with circles and rectangles connected by a dense 
network of lines, the former Arizona police 
officer continued his story: 

And this was about ten years ago that he 
drew this poster. And what he did was from his 
knowledge and studies of years is he listed over 
one hundred and ten organizations that were 
part of putting together the global society in the 
world. And he sat down with a pen one night 
and he drew this rough draft of all these orga- 
nizations — now you can’t read the names on 
this, but they go back to the 1 1th Century — and 
Dave told me that this is only one tenth of the 
organizations that have been part of setting up 
the global system in this world. 

According to McLamb, the mistake often

made by P atriots is to cast the net too narrowly. 
The list of enemies is long, and Patriots are 
faced with nothing less than "a conspiracy that 
goes back to the Garden of Eden: a diabolical 
plan — a Luciferian plan — that's been going on 
since the very days that man was created ." 6 

Against the New World Order 

With their emphasis on individual sover- 
eignty, government abuse of power and 
theonomic Constitutional interpretations, 
Christian Patriots are an enigma to most out- 
siders. Combining puzzling legal theory with 
ultra-patriot mythology and libertarian senti- 
ment, the resulting mixture is both volatile and 
potent in communities across America. But the 
libertarian veneer of Christian Patriotism is 
little more than camouflage. 




At the heart of the Christian Patriot world 
view is the ideal of a white, Christian nation 
purged of supposedly corrupting alien ele- 
ments. Based on literal, albeit highly selective, 
interpretations of both the Bible and the Con- 
stitution, Christian Patriot ideology glorifies 
the "sovereign citizen" living independently 
in a Christian Republic. Patriots imagine an 
America of autonomous "Freemen" living vir- 
tuously with their families, free of taxes and 
regulation, subject only to "godly" laws en- 
forced by the county sheriff. 

Standing in the way of this Christian Pa- 
triot utopia is The Conspiracy— an anti-Chris- 
tian plot run alternately by Jews, Zionists, athe- 
istic communists, international bankers, the 
Federal Reserve, the Rothschild and/or 


Rockefeller families, the United Nations, the 
Masons, the Illuminati and so on ad nauseam . 7 
The tools of The Conspiracy are race-mixing, 
homosexuality, civil rights, income tax, abor- 
tion and gun control. In fact almost any action 
or policy of the federal government, the United 
Nations, the media, women, people of color, 
the state of Israel, gay and lesbian organiza- 
tions or other suspect groups is interpreted as 
being part of The Conspiracy. 

Democracy vs. Republic 

Christian Patriot ideologues disingenu- 
ously argue that the United States is not a 
"democracy" but rightfully a "republic" — 
which is technically correct, but perversely 
misleading. Employing the same literalism that 
they apply to the Constitution, Patriots take the 
baseline definition of "democracy" — rule of 
the majority — and complain that under such a 
system individual liberties are subjected to the 
"whims" of the majority. This they refer to as 
"mobocracy" or "mob rule." A Republic, by 
contrast, protects the rights of the individual. 
In the words of one widely distributed Chris- 
tian Patriot leaflet: 

A “democracy” is a form of government based 
solely on the “will of the people at any given 
time. ” Whatever the raw majority wants becomes 
The Law. A democracy by definition, has no 
system of Constitutional rights to protect the 
individual from the absolute will of any majority. 
Wicked people want to take away your Constitu- 
tional Rights under a Republic and give you 
privileges and “civil rights" under a democracy . 8 

The informal concept of "democracy" in 
the United States, within the context of a Consti- 
tutional Republic, refers not to absolute major- 
ity rule, but to the mechanisms of citizen par- 
ticipation in government, i.e. voting, running 
for office, lobbying, petitioning and so on and 
to limitations on government through separa- 
tion of powers, judicial review, rule of law. 
Constitutional limitations, etc. In short, de- 
mocracy refers to all of the positive aspects of 
what Patriots refer to as a "Republic," without 
setting up a false dichotomy between "civil 
rights" and "Constitutional rights ." 9

Christian Patriots, for the most part, read 
the Constitution the same way that Christian 
Fundamentalists read the Bible. They regard 
the so-called Organic Constitution — the origi- 
nal Constitution and the Bill of Rights — as the 
only legitimate source of law in the United 
States. Subsequent amendments are seen as an 
outgrowth of The Conspiracy aimed at under- 
mining the sovereign citizen. 

Central to most Christian Patriot argu- 
ments is the view that there are two kinds of 
citizens in the United States— "state citizens" 
and "Fourteenth Amendment citizens." Often 
described in explicitly racial terms, white state 
citizens are said to derive their rights from 


state citizen — used, for instance, by the federal 
government as a means of extending federal 
power into the states and illegally imposing 
federal laws to reduce the state citizen to the 
level of the Fourteenth Amendment citizen. 

Taxes and Citizenship 

Perhaps the most "populist" aspect of the 
Christian Patriot movement is embodied in its 
opposition to taxes, particularly the federal 
income tax. 

There are many tax protesters who are not 
involved with the Christian Patriot movement, 
but who share the belief that federal taxation of 
income is not legal. They argue that the Six- 
teenth Amendment, which authorizes Con- 
gress to "lay and collect taxes on incomes," was 
illegally passed. Therefore, the income tax is 
unconstitutional. 

Patriots have added their own twist on the 
question, arguing that even if the Sixteenth 
Amendment is valid, it does not apply to white

Constitutional state citizens, but only to those 
whom they describe as Fourteenth Amend- 
ment citizens. Those outside of the movement 
may be led to the conclusion that Patriots have 
difficulty grasping the concept of an Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which has not only 
the same force as the original document, but 
can change the meaning of the Constitution 
itself. 


To Trust or Not to Trust 

A trust is essentially a legal device, similar 
to a corporation or a will in many ways, that is 
designed to shield specific assets or property 
from seizure by the government or through 
legal action. Each trust has a beneficiary, the 
person who actually benefits from or makes 
use of the property or assets in question, and a 
trustee who controls and is legally responsible 
for administering the trust. 

Christian Patriot trusts are often set up as 
a maze, with one trust being held by another, 
which is controlled by a third, making it diffi- 
cult to determine who is ultimately in control 
of the trust and who is legally responsible to 
pay taxes and comply with any applicable 
government regulations, the more so if the 
ultimate trustee is difficult to locate or residing 
overseas. 


Patriot Banking 

"Warehouse banks" or "Community Ex- 
changes" are financial schemes arranged by 
Patriots to obscure financial activity. A typical 
warehouse bank provides its members with 
the ability to buy and sell precious metals, 
write checks, satisfy payrolls and move large 
sums of cash — all in secrecy. In other words, 
money laundering. Warehouse bank members 
endeavor to leave behind no "paper trail" for 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) to follow. 

The theoretical foundation for warehouse 
banks stems directly from the Christian Patriot 
understanding that "constitutional citizens" 
are immune to IRS codes. In effect "alternative 
banking" allows Patriots to disguise all man- 
ner of financial dealings, legal and illegal, in- 
cluding support for movement causes and the 


purchase of weapons. Warehouse banks are 
intended to circumvent not only the IRS, but 
legal accountability of any kind. 

Paramilitary Organizing 

James "Bo" Gritz, a former Army Special 
Forces commander, has established the most 
sophisticated paramilitary training program 
in the Pacific Northwest. His SPIKE (Specially 
Prepared Individuals for Key Events) program 
takes Patriots through numerous one day train- 
ing sessions in which they are taught every- 
thing from emergency first aid and food pres- 
ervation to combat marksmanship and secure 
communications. 

Graduates of the SPIKE program are en- 
couraged to move to one of Gritz's "Christian 
Covenant Communities" where they can es- 
cape the coming apocalypse and defend them- 
selves from government tyranny — i.e. authori- 
ties attempting to question or detain Patriots 
who break the law. 

The scope of paramilitary organizing has 
escalated since the Weaver siege of August 
1992, with patriots throughout the region pre- 
paring for similar confrontations in the future. 
But the idea of armed confrontation with fed- 
eral authorities is as old as the movement itself. 
One of its earliest organized expressions was 
the "Posse Comitatus" founded by Henry Beach 
in Portland, Oregon in 1968. 

In the early 1980s the Posse movement 
quickly spread across the country, advocating 
the formation of vigilante groups to "help" the 
sheriff whom they viewed as the highest legal 
authority. The Posse was strongest in the Mid- 
west farm belt, reaching its pinnacle of bellig- 
erency during the farming crisis that swept the 
region during that time period. As lending 
institutions foreclosed on thousands of farm- 
ing operations, and families that had worked 
the land for generations faced bankruptcy and 
auctions, the Posse gained recruits. A North 
Dakota Identity believer, Gordon Kahl, is prob- 
ably the most famous Posse advocate. Kahl, a 
notorious anti-Semite, shot and killed a United 
States marshal and a deputy marshal on a 
country road in Medina, North Dakota. He 
was later shot to death in a bloody confronta- 
tion with law enforcement in Arkansas, be- 
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coming an early martyr for the modem white 
supremacist movement . 11 

The most recent development in Christian 
Patriot paramilitarism is the formation of citi- 
zen militias. The militias are groups of citizens 
who claim the right to bear arms under the 
Second Amendment and contemplate defend- 
ing "Patriots" like Randy Weaver from future 
actions of the federal government. For the most 
part militias are organized and ledbyhard core 
Christian Patriots and many of the participants 
are well known white supremacists. 

Conclusion 

Christian Patriots constitute the largest, 
least organized part of the contemporary white 
supremacist movement in America . 12 No one 
group or individual commands the loyalty or 
even the respect of every Patriot. Using convo- 
luted Constitutional and Biblical arguments, 
Christian Patriots often do not come across as 
white supremacists. Most hide their bigotry 
beneath a veneer of pseudo-libertarian ideas 
and Constitutional literalism. 

Often a Christian Patriot exterior will con- 
ceal a crass racism that emerges only in un- 
guarded moments. For civil and human rights 


activists and others concerned with human 
dignity the concern with Christian Patriots is 
not primarily their opinions. Racism, anti- 
Semitism, homophobia, sexism and bigotry 
are, unfortunately, common in American soci- 
ety. What separates Christian Patriots and oth- 
ers active in hate groups from the casual bigot 
is political organizing to further bigoted ideals. 

Not all Christian Patriot activity is specifi- 
cally bigoted, but because Christian Patriots 
are part of a social movement the ultimate goal of 
which is to create an idealized "white, Chris- 
tian society," these activities, when effective, 
are cause for concern. 

Under close and cautious scrutiny the con- 
spiracy theories, anti-government tactics, and 
ideas found among Christian Patriots form an 
intricate if somewhat inchoate web that 
stretches from the less radical groups of the 
Christian and libertarian right to the extreme 
elements of the violent neo-Nazi underground. 
This web of ideological and organizational con- 
nections binds the far right together, not under 
any one leader or directed by any one organi- 
zation, but as a political and social force effect- 
ing what Americans believe, think and ulti- 
mately, how they act.

Profiles in Populism 


The following is an extensive but not exhaustive set of profiles of Christian Patriot 
organizations and leaders based in or with extensive activities in the Pacific Northwest. Each 
profile documents and explains the particular ideological positions and tactics taken by the group 
in question. The profiles also attempt to identify the particular niche that specific organizations 
fill, collaboration and conflict between organizations, and connections to the larger white 
supremacist movement. 

The profiles contained herein were written with local civil rights activists in mind. Hence 
each profile, to a certain extent, stands alone containing background material that can be used 
to formulate initial threat assessments. The result is that information is inevitably repeated. The 
overall picture of Patriot activity in the region is, of course, best gained by a thorough reading 
of the entire collection. 


Association de Libertas 


The Texas-based Association de Libertas 
promotes abrand of Christian Patriotism which 
does little to disguise its racist core. A video- 
tape featuring Glen Ambort, a Burkbumett, 
Texas-based Association spokesman, makes 
clear the group's racially defined distinction 
between "state" citizens and "Fourteenth 
Amendment citizens." 13 Distinguishing white 
"state citizens" from "blacks and Orientals," 
Ambort argues that the "state citizen gets noth- 
ing from the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Amend- 
ments" and subsequently "can have no rights 
and no duties under" these Amendments. 

Fourteenth Amendment citizens, who by 
contrast received their citizenship under these 
amendments, are subject to "rights and duties" 
imposed thereunder, specifically meaning that 
they can legally be taxed. In fact, because the 
Thirteenth Amendment only abolished "in- 
voluntary servitude," Ambort states: 

By electing to stay in the United States [after 
the Thirteenth Amendment was passed], you can 


make a great case that slaves were now in volun- 
tary servitude. . . . We know he was in slavery 
before, nothing freed him... he was still in a 
condition of voluntary servitude . 14 

In its own convoluted twist on Christian 
Patriot racism. Association de Libertas argues 
that white state citizens are "non-resident 
aliens" of the United States and therefore un- 
der no obligation to pay the income tax. Four- 
teenth Amendment citizens, however, are resi- 
dents of the United States and subsequently 
subject to federal taxation. 

The Association also argues that because 
the Thirteenth Amendment left open the pos- 
sibility of "■ voluntary servitude" for Fourteenth 
Amendment citizens, it also opened the possi- 
bility of voluntary servitude for those whites 
who, through "trickery," submit a 1040 tax 
form to the IRS. 

Ambort makes the absurd, pseudo-egali- 
tarian argument that, "until we free the black 
man" from "voluntary servitude" by abolish- 
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mg the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Amend- 
ments "we ourselves will not be free." His 
solution to supposed "voluntary servitude" is 
to constitutionally allow involuntary servi- 
hide — i.e. slavery — and to abolish equal pro- 
tection under the law for all citizens. 

Like many Christian Patriot groups. Asso- 
ciation de Libertas promotes pseudo-legal tech- 
niques for followers to revoke their federal 
citizenship, return to their state citizen status 
and "exempt" themselves from the necessity 
to pay taxes or follow other federal laws. The 
Association has distributed "how to" materi- 
als in Washington, Oregon and Montana. 15 

An advertisement in a late 1992 issue of 
The Populist, the newsletter of the Washington 
State Populist Party, announces Association 
de Libertas classes covering "Sovereignty, Re- 
vocation of Election, Common Law and the 
Courts, Contracts and ect. [sic]." 16 The same 
ad also lists Washington state contacts in the 
cities of Puyallup, Kent and Des Moines, and 
Dominic Notter in Medford, Oregon. 17 

A Montana chapter of Association de 
Libertas is centered in Ravalli County in the 
Bitteroot Valley of Western Montana. The chap- 
ter is headed up by Pinesdale resident Lex 
Herbert, who in late 1993 led a group of follow- 
ers to publicly "revoke" their citizenship in a 
letter to the editor of the Ravalli Republic. The 
letter stated in part, "I, Calvin K. Green," fol- 
lowed by nineteen other names ending with 
"Lex Herbert," 

in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, solemnly 
Publish and Declare my American National Sta- 
tus and rights to emancipate absolute my “res” in 
trust from the foreign jurisdiction known as the 
municipal corporation of the District of Colum- 
bia, a Democracy. Any and all, past and present 
political ties implied by operation of law or 
otherwise in trust with said democracy are hereby 
dissolved. By this emancipation I return to an 
estate of primary sovereignty and freedom that 
pre-exists all govemment(s ). 18 

In September 1993, Herbert was arrested 
after beingpulled over by a Montana Highway 
patrol officer. Cited for a seat-belt violation, 
obstructing an officer and failure to display a 
driver's license, Herbert served four days in 
jail before being release on $1,100 bail. 19

George Gordon, the founder of the 
Barrister's Inn School of Common Law, has 
been a leader in the Christian Patriot move- 
ment since the late 1970s. With headquarters 
originally in Isabella, Missouri, Gordon has 
established a branch of his school in Boise, 
Idaho and has developed a following around 
the country. Through his presentations to re- 
gional Christian Patriot groups, Gordon be- 
trays himself as a vulgar racist committed to a 
radically anti-democratic agenda. 

Speaking at a 1990 meeting in southern 
Oregon sponsored by the Medford Citizens 


As with many leaders in the movement, 
Gordon's specialty consists of teaching follow- 
ers to argue pro se cases in court. A flyer distrib- 
uted at the Puyallup Preparedness Expo '91 in 
Puyallup, Washington reports that the group 
offers approximately 42 hours of videotapes 
and supporting materials for a price of $1,000 
to people who want to "learn to defend your- 
self in the comfort of your own home. . .." 21 

Gordon's legal program stresses drawing 
a dichotomy between "Christian Common 
Law" and a system of "civil law" that is found 
throughout the Christian Patriot Movement:

Bar Association, Gordon reportedly spoke 
about a conflict with an employee of the Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Administration 
(OSHA). Referring to the employee as a "little 
Jap bastard," Gordon stated: 

I thought we fought World War II to make the 
world safe for democracy, to protect our Fourth 
Amendment right against search and seizure. I 
thought this guy forgot which side had won. So 
I grabbed him and threw him out in the street, 
and nothing’ s been the same since. . . . 

They [OSHA] can rule and regulate just like 
you rule and regulate and control your five year 
old children. Now are you free, white and 21? 

No, you’re a Black-assed nigger on the Oregon 
plantation planting trees. 20 


In a strategy that is used widely in the 
Christian Patriot movement, Gordon describes 
his goal of using Title 42 lawsuits against law 
enforcement officers and other government 
officials as a means of inflicting "monetary 
punishment." 

A number of Title 42 suits filed against one, or 
a single group of, defendants causes the worst 
thing that can happen to police, sheriffs depart- 
ments, and other civil servants — they get a call 
from their insurance companies informing them 
that they are no longer covered, or that if this 
continues, they will either lose their coverage or 
the rates will go through the roof. An indirect 
form of monetary punishment, but a very effec- 
tive one. 23 
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Martin J. “Red" Beckman 


Martin J. "Red" Beckman is a long-time 
leader in Northwest and national Christian 
Patriot and tax protest circles. A regular on the 
racist speaking circuit, Beckman is a prolific 
author of Christian Patriot diatribes and anti- 
Semitic tracts. Through his Billings, Montana- 
based Common Sense Press, 
this elder statesmen of the 
racist movement distrib- 
utes, among other titles, his 
books Bom Again Republic, 

Do Unto the IRS As They 
Would Do Unto You, The IRS 
and the Black Robed Cover Up, 

The Church Deceived and The 
Law That Never Was, the lat- 
ter book co-authored with 
fellow tax protester Bill 
Benson. 

Beckman is perhaps 
best known for his leader- 
ship in the tax protest seg- 
ment of the movement. 

Working closely with 
Benson and Alabama-based 
tax protest leader Larry 
Beecraft, Beckman pro- 
motes the idea that the Six- 
teenth Amendment was 
never properly ratified. Ac- 
cording to Christian Patriot 
Phillip Marsh, Beckman 
formed the group Montana 
Historians in the early 1980s 
to research and prove this 
very point. 24 

In his 1984 book The 
Church Deceived, Beckman 
describes the IRS as, "an or- 
ganization totally controlled by the money 
changers and the Anti-Christ Church," a clear 
reference to Jews and Judaism in the context of 
the book. 

Beckman's rabid anti-Semitism reaches its 


pinnacle in The Church Deceived. Referring to 
the murder of six million Jews by the German 
Nazi regime, he writes: 

They talk about the terrible holocaust [sic] of 
Hitler’s Nazi Germany. Was that not a judgment 

upon a people who be- 
lieve Satan is their God? 

The true almighty God 
used the evil Nazi gov- 
ernment to perform judg- 
ment upon the evil anti- 
christ religion of those 
who had crucified the 
Christ. Many believe it 
was a race of people, who 
were victims of Hitler’s 
holocaust, but that is more 
of the deceit and lies of 
the Anti-Christ [sic] reli- 
gion. Anyone, who has 
studied the scripture, 
knows that wars are judg- 
ment for evil choices. The 
Anti-Christ church was 
not a victim during World 
War II because they were 
getting their just reward 
for their evil choices . 25 

One of Beckman's key 
contributions to the Patriot 
movement has been his pro- 
motion of using juries as a 
tool for advancing tax pro- 
test and other movement 
goals. Beckman is a long- 
time proponent of the no- 
tion that juries have the right 
to decide not only the facts 
of a case, but the actual va- 
lidity of the law as well. As becomes clear in his 
writings, Beckman views the jury as a means of 
attacking democracy and blocking government 
efforts to enforce tax laws. In a 1990 booklet 
titled Walls in Our Minds, Beckman writes:

. . .Politicians used our votes on Grand Juries 
and Trial Juries to give the IRS the power to 
plunder and terrorize. If juries gave the IRS its 
power, the juries can take it away .... Grand 
Juries and Trial Juries are very small minorities 
and you should. . . be aware of the great power of 
those small minorities. That sacred cow, we call 
democracy and majority rule, just found itself on 
the junk heap. 26 


Beckman's radi- 
cally anti-demo- 
cratic view of juries 
has led him to play a 
leading role in the 
Helmville, Mon- 
tana-based Fully In- 
formed Jury Asso- 
ciation, a libertarian- 
Christian Patriot 
hybrid which pro- 
motes the view that 
juries should decide 
not just the guilt or 
innocence of the ac- 
cused, but the legiti- 
macy of laws. 

In early 1994 Beckman's tax protest activi- 
ties led him into a volatile confrontation with 
law enforcement officials, and to a subsequent 
leadership role in the burst of Christian Patriot 
and Identity-led militia organizing through- 
out Montana and the Northwest. 

In May 1994 Beckman was evicted from his 
property after a battle with the IRS over taxes 
owed since the mid-1970s. In 1979, the IRS sold 
a twenty acre plot of Beckman's land to Getter 
Trucking. When the company sought the trans- 
fer of the land and a Federal District court ruled 
in its favor, Beckman refused to appear in court 
for a January 1994 hearing, claiming that the 
court lacked jurisdiction over the case. 27 

Beckman's stance set the stage for a burst 
of white supremacist activity which brought 
the full range of movement leaders to his de- 
fense. On the weekend of January 29-30, 1994, 


just one day before his scheduled appearance 
in District Court, Beckman held a gathering 
titled "No More Wacos" at a Holiday Inn in 
Billings. Among those attending the meeting 
were Colorado Christian Identity leader Pete 
Peters, James "Bo" Gritz, Gerald "Jack" 
McLamb, Rudy Stanko, a high ranking mem- 
ber of the neo-Nazi Church of the Creator, and 
Dory Ritrovado, publisher of the Mon tana Vigi- 
lante Report , 28 The presence of this wide range 
of racist leaders, many of whom have harshly 
criticized one another, speaks to Beckman's 
stature in the movement as a whole. 

The period leading up to Beckman's evic- 
tion helped 
spur an in- 
crease in mi- 
litia and 
Posse 
Comitatus- 
like organiz- 
ing in Mon- 
tana and the 
Northwest. 
His organiz- 
ing began as 
early as Oc- 
tober 1993 
when he ap- 
parently held 
a meeting 
with fifteen 
"delegates" of a group called the Montana Vigi- 
lantes at his ranch outside of Billings. Accord- 
ing to an article by Washington state far right 
leader John Prukop in the January 1994 
American's Bulletin, the Posse-like group issued 
a none- too-veiled threat to Y ellowstone C ounty 
Sheriff Chuck Maxwell who also attended the 
meeting. 

As Prukop tells it, Beckman related the 
story of a Virginia City, Montana Sheriff who 
was hung in 1864 and then went on to boast: 
"We're not backing up for a bunch of criminals 
and the Sheriff of Yellowstone County knows 
it. We wouldn't wish the same fate on him." 29 
Prukop also writes that The Montana Vigilance 
Committee was intended as a vehicle to con- 
duct Town Meetings throughout the state in 
part to promote Beckman's ideas about the 
authority of petit and Grand Juries. 30

At the center of Christian Patriot activity in 
northern Oregon is Richard Flowers and the 
Boring, Oregon-based Christian Patriot Asso- 
ciation (CPA). The CPA runs a book store and 
mail order service, publishes anewsletter, spon- 
sors Patriot lecturers, promotes candidates such 
as "Bo" Gritz, and operates a warehouse bank, 
the Natural Coin Exchange. 

The CPA bookstore carries materials rang- 
ing from those promoting Patriot legalism and 
conspiracy mongering to Christian Identity 
and outright neo-Nazi tracts. The inside front 
cover of the 1993 - 94 edition of the "CPA Book 
Publisher Book Catalog" includes the follow- 
ing statement: 

CPA BOOK PUBLISHERS is an arm of the 
CHRISTIAN PATRIOT ASSOCIATION (CPA) 
which is, a Christian Political Education Asso- 
ciation, secured by the Holy Bible as the Word of 
Yahweh (GOD ALMIGHTY) and its Law to all 
men. 

Indicating a typical Christian Patriot appeal to 
a "higher law," neither subject to the approval 
of nor legally answerable to any secular au- 
thority. 

The same catalogue which invokes the 
authority of God Almighty, also features works 
such as War Cycles, Peace Cycles and Vigilantes 
of Christendom by Christian Identity murder 
advocate Richard Kelly Hoskins, America: Free, 
White, & Christian and Who is Esau-Edom? by 
Charles Weisman, an Identity minister who 
promotes genocide, the neo-Nazi novel the 
Turner Diaries by Andrew MacDonald (aka 
William Luther Pierce), and Holocaust denial 
books such as The Leuchter Report: The First 
Forensic Examination of Auschwitz by Fred A. 
Leuchter and The Hoax of the Twentieth Century 
by Arthur Butz. 31 

Besides racist, anti-Semitic and conspiracy 
mongering ideological tracts, CPA Books also 
distributes a number of "self-help" manuals 
dealing with weapon use, explosive manufac- 


ture and guerrilla warfare. Titles available in- 
clude Boobytraps, FM 5-12, described as "the 
finest non-classified book on the subject," 32 the 
CM Black Book, Explosives and Demolitions (U.S. 
Army FM 5-15), the Improvised Munitions Hand- 
book, and the Operator's Manual for AK-47 As- 
sault Rifled 



The CPA newsletter. The Patriot Review, 
features a mixture of technical articles dealing 
with Christian Patriot legal arguments on prop- 
erty, taxation and banking along with pieces 
dealing with various conspiracy theories and 
covering major events in the movement such 
as the Weaver siege and subsequent trial. The 
motto printed on the masthead states: "Unless 
the American Patriot is Christian Liberty Can- 
not be Restored." 

Christian Patriot author Des Griffin is a 
regular columnist, writing on topics ranging 
from the Weaver trial to the New World Order 
and impending United Nations take-over of 
the U.S. In the April 1992 issue of The Patriot 
Review, for example, Griffin has a piece titled 
"Will America Be Bushwhacked by the United 
Nations?" in which he goes after die so-called 
New World Order declared by George Bush 
during the Persian Gulf War.

Griffin writes: 

Cutting through the fancy phraseology, the al- 
truistic-sounding rhetoric and the stony silence 
designed to mislead the uninformed, the bottom 
line is clear. They [the 1992 presidential candi- 
dates-Ed.] all support the establishment of a 
New World Order. Such a new world order 
would, of course, be the fulfillment of the dia- 
bolical plans laid out more than 200 years ago by 
the Luciferian Illuminati, the most secret of se- 
cret societies. 34 < 

Patriot leader James "Bo" Gritz, a close 
associate of CPA leader Richard Flowers, has 
also been a periodic contributor to The Patriot 
Review. In the August/September 1993 issue 
there is an article by Gritz titled "Get Mad and 
Let God Get Even" in which he speaks of 
various federal prosecutors — whom he refers 
to as "weenies" — who "get what's coming to 
them." 

In contrast to the overall message of the 
article — that Patriots should wait and let God 
take vengeance for them — the concluding para- 
graphs suggest that people should write to 
Randy Weaver's daughters with "some senti- 
ments" about "Lon Tomoshisa Horiuchi, the 
FBI sniper who shot 
Vicki Weaver down 
in cold blood on 22 
August 1992."35 
Gritz then goes 
on to claim that 
"Horiuchi testified 
that he was not sorry 
about having killed 
Vicki and wished he 
could have done the 
same to the oth- 
ers."^ 

Beneath this 
provocative state- 
ment Horiuchi's 
home address is 
printed, directly 
above a "wanted" 
poster with a styl- 
ized drawing of 


and tie. Beneath the poster is the following 
caption: 

Without provocation, Horiuchi shot and killed 
Vicki Weaver while she was holding her 10- 
month old daughter in her arms. 

This man is considered armed and dangerous and 
if he is sighted in your community, warn others 
and alert the Patriotic Community. 37 

Which, depending on who is reading it, may or 
may not be considered an incitement to vio- 
lence. 

Though Bo Gritz himself has consistently 
tried to deny that he is a bigot or that he 
promotes bigoted politics, his long and close 
relationship to CPA leader Richard Flowers 
has been one of several chinks in his all-Ameri- 
can armor. 

Flowers, who managed Gritz's Presiden- 
tial campaign in Oregon and who continues to 
be one of Gritz's key contacts in the Patriot 
movement, has said: 

God created man for woman, period. The Oregon 
Citizens Alliance has a good start on the homo 
issue, but I don’ t think they have gone far enough. 

The Bible says to 
stone them..., 
but you really 
wouldn’t need to 
shoot too many of 
them to get the 
point across. 38 

Though less out- 
spoken on issues of 
race and less virulent 
in his anti-Semitism 
than open neo-Nazis 
or hard-core Identity 
believers. Flowers 
has nonetheless 
made his opinions 
known. 

"We are tabbed 
as being anti-semetic 
[sic] and racist be- 
cause we have a 
bookstore that offers 
literature on both 
sides of the Jewish

him as a scowling provide security for Holocaust denier David Irving. Mt. Hood 
Asian man in suit Community College, Gresham, Oregon, October 1992. 
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issue/' Flowers explained to the Clackamas 
County Revieiv.39 Flowers has never been asked 
what he meant by "both sides of the Jewish 
issue," but his attendance at Portland lectures 
of British Holocaust denier David Irving in 
1992 and 1994 gives us some insight. 40 
Flowers has also told reporters that: 

People of color should carry themselves based 
on their own abilities. I don’t mind that they 
should own land or vote but there should not be 
any affirmative action and if the blacks don’ t like 
it they can always go back to Africa. Blacks in 
general have a lower I.Q. than whites, and most 
want to just come in and take over without 
establishing anything for themselves. 41 

Flowers even went so 
far as to criticize Gritz 
for "mating with an 
asian [sic] woman," 
but qualified his criti- 
cism by adding that 
it happened a long 
time ago and that 
Gritz had changed. 42 

Apart from being the Oregon campaign 
manager of Gritz's 1992 presidential bid. Flow- 
ers has also served as the local contact for 
Gritz's paramilitary SPIKE trainings 43 and has 
appeared with him at Preparedness Expos 44 
The Christian Patriot Association also op- 
erates a warehouse bank. The Natural Coin 
Exchange. Those wishing to use the exchange 
must first be CPA members, the idea being that 
CPA, which defines itself as a political organi- 
zation that exists to petition the government 
for redress of grievances, is protected from 
government interference under the First 
Amendment. The CPA claims an absolute right 
to keep information about its members private, 
including financial records that might be sought 
by the IRS or other government agencies. 45 

In a promotional brochure entitled "Ware- 
house Exchange Explained," the reasons for 
warehouse banking are clarified: 

Besides check writing and cashing, the pri- 
mary services the Exchange provides is the ser- 
vice of allowing you to deal in and out of hard 
money and protection of your privacy. This, of 
course, allows you to avoid the ravaging effects 


of inflation, currency collapse, bank failures, 
currency devaluation and the most important of 
all for Freeman [sic], the Maritime jurisdiction 
that attaches by use of a checking account and by 
not immediately converting commercial paper 
(checks, etc.) to substance. 

The Exchange can accomplish this purpose 
because it is NOT incorporated, is NOT a limited 
partnership, and does NOT have a business li- 
cense or any other sanction from a government 
agency. The Exchange is a service of a political 
association which is outside the jurisdiction of 
the government agencies that would deprive you 
and the Exchange of our right to privacy. 46 

This makes for an intriguing argument, but it is 
reasonably clear that the First Amendment is 

designed to pro- 
tect political ac- 
tivity, not shield 
assets from taxa- 
tion, a fact that 
David Willis and 
his co-defendants 
discovered when 
they tried to hide 
their National 
Currency Exchange behind the ostensibly po- 
litical American Freeman Association. Willis 
and five others were convicted of money laun- 
dering and conspiracy in United States District 
Court in Portland, Oregon. 47 

In the mid-1980s Willis and five cohorts, 
Muriel Reilly, Evelyne C. Pett, Glenn E. 
Willmschen, Melanie C. Pleasant and Diane L. 
Willis were tried and convicted of conspiracy 
and money laundering in connection with their 
association with the National Currency Ex- 
change. In a letter presented as evidence at his 
trial, Willis states in part: 

As of March 6, 1986 1 am no longer Director 
of the American Freeman Association. The Di- 
rectorship of the American Freeman Association 
and the National Currency Exchange has been 
turned over to Richard Flowers and Rodney 
Askelson 48 

The letter was counter-signed by Richard Flow- 
ers of the Christian Patriot Association (CPA) 
indicating CPA continuity with the American 
Freeman Association. 49

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On April 23, 1994 a variety of Christian 
Patriots and militia organizers gathered in 
Coeur d'Alene, Idaho at a conference spon- 
sored by the Idaho Liberty Network. The con- 
ference was organized by E. Tom Stetson III, a 
Concerned Citizens of Idaho associate and con- 
tributor to the racist, Christian Identity news- 
paper the Jubilee. Besides the usual cast of 
Patriots, the Coeur d'Alene meeting also fea- 
tured Idaho Secretary of State Pete Cenurussa, 
lending the gathering a degree of respectabil- 
ity it would not other- 
wise have enjoyed. Other 
participants included 
United States Militia As- 
sociation director 
Samuel Sherwood of 
Blackf oot, Idaho, former 
Madison County Idaho 
Sheriff Lionel Koon, and 
former Nye County, Ne- 
vada Commissioner 
Dick Carver, a leader in 
the Wise Use movement. 

Stetson wrote a piece 
promoting the confer- 
ence in the March/ April 
1994 issue of the Jubilee , 
in which he stated that 
"Historian/political 
writer Sam Sherwood. . . 
will give us a peek into 
the near future if things 
do not change." Ironi- 
cally, Stetson's member- 
ship in Sherwood's 
United States Militia As- 
sociation is currently 
under review because of 
his relationship to the Ju- 
bilee and other racist and 
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anti-Semitic groups. 50 

The April 23, 1994 conference was a festi- 
val of Christian Patriot themes. Stetson — who 


also participated in the 1992 "Rocky Mountain 
Rendezvous" called by Identity Pastor Pete 
Peters, along with hard-core white suprema- 
cists like Montana Christian Patriot Red 
Beckman, Aryan Nations leader Richard But- 
ler, paramilitary organizer and former Klans- 
man Louis Beam and anti-Semitic genocide 
advocate Charles Weisman 51 — spoke at length 
about the recently passed 1994 Crime Bill. He 
told attendees that Hong Kong police officers 
were being imported to enforce the gun control 
provisions of the bill, telling the crowd he had 
contacted Idaho Senator Jack Kempthome's 
office with his concerns. Stetson explained, 
"The feedback I shared with Kempthome's 
office was this: Please tell the Senator of people's 
reaction to this concept of having Hong Kong 
police officers coming to America and doing 
whatever it is they're doing — they will be shot 
on sight!" 52 

Sam Sherwood followed up Stetson's com- 
ments with a defense of Secretary of State 
Cenurusso's presence. 

Boy, wouldn’t the press love to fry him 
[Cenurussa]. I mean, come on, if they were smart 
they’d be here. Tomorrow, with the Boise, Idaho 
Statesman or whatever that stupid paper from 
down there is: “Secretary of state meets with 
radicals in Coeur d’Alene.” Right, yeah we’re 
real radicals. We just want our freedom, you 
know, that’s all . 53 

Sherwood then proceeded to promote his ver- 
sion of state and county land rights which, he 
speculates, will only happen when we "go 
back to a constitutional republic form of gov- 
ernment." 

Following Sherwood was former Madison 
County, Idaho Sheriff Lionel Koon, who has 
been described as the Idaho militia's law en- 
forcement liaison. 54 Koon told the crowd that 
"the sheriff has at his disposal the militia, if you 
have an organized militia in your county." 55 
He also strongly promoted the idea of the 
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Posse Comitatus: 

Now, a number of years ago the Posse 
Comitatus, that name was banded [sic] about and 
talked about with an awful lot of disdain by the 
news media and by groups of folks who didn’t 
understand that even the term Posse Comitatus 
and what it stood for merely means power to the 
county. And in Idaho the sheriff can deputize any 
male or female inhabitant . 56 

This is a provocative statement coming 
from a former law officer. The Posse factions of 
the early 1980s were notorious for disputes 
with area sheriffs who didn't happen to share 
their often bigoted, Christian Patriot views. 
Koon continues, explaining that: 

You have to have a good relationship with 
your commissioners when you talk about the 
Posse Comitatus and how to sue those in your 
county. The people can get together and they can 
charter a Posse Comitatus. They can put together 
their own Posse Comitatus and make it available 
to the sheriff. And so the sheriff has the militia, he 
has the Posse Comitatus he can use, he has his 
own deputies that he can use and he can call on 
other law enforcement agencies in his county 
such as city and municipal police officers and 
state police officers if he chooses to do that . 57 

Yet another Christian Patriot organization 
involved in advocating the formation of citizen 
militias is Concerned Citizens of Idaho (CCI). 
A CCI meeting advertised as a "Patriot Picnic" 
was held at Ramsey Park in Coeur d'Alene, 
Idaho on July 23, 1994. The meeting featured 
CCI regulars Tom Stetson and Eva Vail Lamb 
as well Stew Schmidt, a local contact for the 
Idaho Sovereignty Association, and star attrac- 
tion John Trochmann, the co-founder of the 
Militia of Montana. 58 

Up to 200 people braved the 100-degree 
temperatures to hear what Trochmann and the 
others had to say. Stetson opened the meeting 
with a rambling, anti-government tirade in 
which he linked gun rights and militia organiz- 
ers with anti-federal control efforts such as 
those initiated in Nye County, Nevada and 
with "10th Amendment" and "states' rights" 
advocates. 

Stetson was followed by Stew Schmidt, the 
local contact for the Idaho Sovereignty Asso- 


ciation (ISA). The ISA is one of many Christian 
Patriot organizations specializing in advocat- 
ing or concocting strategies for "sovereign citi- 
zenship," meaning citizenship based on state 
residence and immunity from federal regula- 
tion not explicitly printed in the text of the 
Constitution. An ISA promotional pamphlet 
states: 

BY LAWFULLY RECLAIMING YOUR INDI- 
VIDUAL CITIZEN’S SOVEREIGN RIGHTS, 
YOU CAN .... 

• Eliminate Mandated Federal and State Rules 
and Regulations, 

• Nullify Environmental Extremists and Restore 
Private Property Rights, 

• Restore Honor, Integrity and Ethical Behavior 
to Every Elected and Appointed Citizen’s Ser- 
vant in Government . 59 

Skeptics are further informed that these goals 
can be accomplished through "ZERO LEGAL 
TOLERANCE for those that Condone and/or 
Promote Socialists that violate the Law of the 
Constitution . . . ," 60 

Schmidt also took the opportunity to an- 
nounce an upcoming Concerned Citizens of 
Idaho meeting at which Idaho Sovereignty 
Association director Gary De Mott was to speak 
along with Idaho Secretary of State Pete 
Cenarrusa. The meeting he promoted was held 
July 30, 1994 at the Kootenai County Extension 
Building in Coeur d'Alene, but it went on 
without Cenarrusa, who canceled his appear- 
ance. The Secretary of State told the press that 
he had grave concerns about Concerned Citi- 
zens of Idaho connections to the Militia of 
Montana, calling elements of that organization 
"a bunch of kooks." Cenarrusa explained that 
if Concerned Citizens of Idaho "are affiliated 
with any people like that, I want nothing to do 
with them." 61 

The final speaker at the "Patriot Picnic" 
was John Trochmann, co-founder of the Militia 
of Montana (MOM). Trochmann, who also 
spoke at the Sandpoint High School Audito- 
rium in Sandpoint, Idaho on July 21, 1994 and 
at the Ft. Colville Grange in Colville, Washing- 
ton on June 25, 1994, is among the most active 
of the militia organizers. Once a featured 
speaker at the Aryan Nations Church of Jesus 
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Christ Christian in Hayden Lake, Idaho, 
Trochmann's ties to the racist Christian Iden- 
tity movement also make him one of the most 
controversial of the militia advocates. 62 

Trochmann wove a convoluted conspiracy 
theory at the Coeur d'Alene event, alleging the 
Brady Bill was a United Nations plot to take 
away American guns. The main thrust of his 
message was this: armed militias were neces- 
sary to stop a run-away federal government 
and a possibly imminent invasion by UN forces. 

Samuel Sherwood, the United States Mili- 
tia Association (USMA) leader, has tried to 
distance himself from the Trochmanns and the 
Militia of Montana. He has told the press: 

[They] are fearful of their government and are 
arming themselves to protect themselves from it. 

. . . They’ve become distrustful of everyone and 
everything. They’re good sincere people, but 
they’re paranoid about everything. 63 

Yet Sherwood has distributed literature pro- 
moting conspiracy theories every bit as far- 
fetched and paranoid as Trochmann's. A leaf- 
let distributed at a July 28, 1994 Sherwood 
presentation in Blackfoot, for example, claimed : 

Bill Clinton is bringing up to 100,000 Hong 
Kong Chineese [sic] to America to be his federal 
police. Bill Clinton is planning to seize very gun 


in America with his Chineese [sic] police. 64 

Further, USMA continues to have close 
ties with Concerned Citizens for Idaho, the 
organization that invited Trochmann to 
speak at the Patriot Picnic. On September 
3, 1994 USMA associates helped to orga- 
nize a CCI event in Twin Falls, Idaho with 
Christian Patriot Frank Pepper, according 
to USMA representative Alan Hunter. 65 

Pepper, reportedly an investigator with 
a California-based organization called the 
Civil Rights Task Force, repeated standard 
Christian Patriot conspiracy theories with 
racist leanings similar to those expressed 
by Jack McLamb. Literature distributed at 
the event was more explicit. For example 
Christian Identity Pastor Pete Peter's pam- 
phlet titled "The Bible: Handbook for 
Survivalists, Racists, Tax Protesters, Mili- 
tants and Right-Wing Extremists" advises: 

There was a time in America when inter- 
racial marriage was against the law and 
integration was not only socially but reli- 
giously unacceptable. In those days, America 
had no racial problems nor a killing plague 
such as AIDS. The white Nordic race who 
settled within her borders knew they were 
Israel and that the law of their God forbid 
certain racial interactions. 67 


Fully Informed Jury Association 


Based in Helmville, Montana, the Fully 
Informed Jury Association (FIJA) is the na- 
tional proponent of the effort to inform juries 
that they have the "right" to rule not only on 
the case in question, but on the merits of the 
law. FIJA promotes the Fully Informed Jury 
Amendment which would require judges to 
read the following statement to jurors: 

As Jurors, in order to reach a just verdict, each 
of you has the responsibility to consider whether 
the defendant’s actions have actually caused 


harm or otherwise violated your sense of right 
and wrong. You may judge both the merits of the 
law under which the Defendant has been charged, 
and the wisdom of applying the law to the defen- 
dant. Even if a strict application of the law to the 
facts would indicate a guilty verdict, you have the 
authority to find the Defendant not guilty. Exer- 
cise your judgment without passion or prejudice, 
but with honesty and understanding. If you de- 
cide that the defendant has broken the law, but 
that in good conscience you can not support a 
guilty verdict, you are not required to do so. 68 
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Montana Christian Patriot Red Beckman 
is listed as a FIJA contact for the Montana 
branch of the organization and he was a fea- 
tured speaker at the September 5, 1991 "Jury 
Rights Day National Kickoff" sponsored by 
FIJA. Speaking with Beckman were Libertar- 
ian vice-presidential candidate Nancy Lord 
and Larry Pratt representing Gun Owners of 
America, indicating the appeal of FIJA ideas 
beyond the Patriot movement. 

The idea of "jury nullification" or jury 
authority to rule on the merits of the law has 
attracted the interest of a wide range of groups 
from those seeking the decriminalization of 
marijuana use, to anti-abortion zealots in the 
so-called rescue movement, to hard-core Sec- 
ond Amendment activists. The core of FIJA, 
however, is rooted in Christian Patriot notions 
of citizenship and the realization that juries 
could potentially overturn charges ranging 
from malicious harassment to firearms viola- 
tions and tax evasion. 

Red Beckman, for example, has appar- 
ently had a profound impact on FIJA and the 
idea of jury nullification. An Autumn 1991 
issue of the FI] Activist, FIJA's quarterly news- 
letter, credits Beckman with introducing Larry 
Dodge, the FIJA national field representative, 
to "Jury nullification" eleven years ago. 

Beckman has also been a key proponent of 
the idea that juries — both grand and petit — 
constitute not only means of deciding specific 
cases in favor of Patriots, but a means for 


advancing the Patriot political agenda: 

The truth we must grasp at this point is this: 
All of the debts, deficit and decline which is 
clouding our future, are the result of giving 
politicians our grand jury and trial (petit) jury 
votes.... The internal review code is bad law 
created by politicians. It has been enforced, for 
years, by people who have given their jury votes 

to politicians. ... It is registered vot- 

ers, sitting as jurors, that are the source 
of power for the I.R.S. 69 

In a Spring 1990 issue of the FIJA 
Activist, leader Larry Dodge responds 
to the question "What if the jury nul- 
lifies a good law?" 

This is not generally a problem. 

We have centuries of experience with 
jury veto power, and generally laws 
that protect people against invasions 
of their property or threats against 
their safety , are supported by the com- 
munity as a whole and are enforced 
by jurors. 70

Red Beckman 


That Beckman, a man who considers 
the Holocaust to be God's just pun- 
ishment against the Jews, is using 
jury nullification as a wedge issue 
with which to expand the Christian 
Patriot movement, casts something 
more than a shadow of a doubt over 
Dodge's assurance. 
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Golden Mean Team-Peggy Christensen 


In 1993 veteran tax protester Peggy 
Christensen moved her Golden Mean Team 
and publication The Correspondent from 
Missoula, Montana to a new base in Condon, 
Montana. While Christensen's influence has 
diminished in the wake of the increase in Chris- 
tian Identity activity in Western Montana in 
the 1990s and statewide militia organizing, she 
remains a prominent figure in the region's 
Christian Patriot movement. 71 


Like many Christian Patriot figures, 
Christensen leads with libertarian-like tirades 
against an encroaching federal government 
that has exceeded its constitutionally mandated 
role through over-taxing and violating the 
rights of its citizens. For instance a flyer re- 
cently distributed by the group includes Rev- 
erend Martin Niemoeller's now famous quote 
which begins: "In Germany, the Nazis first 
came for the Communists, and I didn't speak 
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up because I wasn't a Communist. Then they 
came for the Jews, and I didn't speak up be- 
cause I wasn't a Jew. . . ." The flyer follows 
Niemoeller's quote by stating: "Many people 
equate this to the attack brought on by the 
Internal Revenue Service." 72 

In contrast with this hyperbolic rhetoric. 
Mean Team literature describes its goal as be- 
ing to "peacefully reform the current taxation 
system and restore our country to the Constitu- 
tional form of government our forefathers in- 
tended." To do this Christensen offers, for a 
price of 325 FRNs (Federal Reserve Notes, pro- 
nounced "ferns," meaning dollars in Christian 
Patriot jargon) a lifetime membership to the 
group which gives members access to strate- 
gies for arguing tax cases and assistance in 
contacting attorneys for those charged with tax 
evasion. On a donation basis, the group offers 
aid in preparing court petitions, appeals, su- 
preme court writs and other legal documents. 73 


Peggy Christensen has also joined the litany 
of far right figures who rally support for racist 
and other far right figures serving time in 
prison. A regular feature in The Correspondent 
titled "Political Prisoners' Roll Call" lists the 
mailing addresses of prisoners, urging finan- 
cial support and letter writing. Recently the 
"Roll Call" solicited support for such notori- 
ous racists as Yorie Von Kahl, the son of Gor- 
don Kahl, who was jailed after a shoot-out with 
law officers in North Dakota, and fanatical 
anti-Semite and Posse Comitatus leader James 
Wickstrom. Besides prisoner support 
Christensen has run ads for the programs of 
such noted racist leaders as New Nation USA 
founder S.A. Freeman. 75 

In addition Christensen has appeared as a 
speaker at Christian Identity meetings. Speak- 
ing to the audience of a Christian Identity 
conference in 1988, Christensen said of the U.S. 
Constitution: 


Amendment XVI of the Constitution of the 
United States, ratified February 3, 1913: 


The Congress shall have power to lay and collect taxes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, without apportionment among the 
several States, and without regard to any census or enumeration. 


The Constitution is 
just a little document cre- 
ated by man and I be- 
lieve blessed by God to 
raise America up to be 
the Nation that went out 
to evangelize the world 
and is going to preserve 
the white race . 76

The books and tapes offered through the 
Golden Mean Team bookstore, PEGS Books, 
include titles by numerous leaders in the Chris- 
tian Patriot movement including hard-core 
racists. Examples include the Christian and Civil 
Government by John Weaver, a Georgia Iden- 
tity leader, rabid anti-Semite and regular 
speaker at events sponsored by the Sandpoint, 
Idaho-based America's Promise Ministries; 
titles by longtime Spotlight writer Martin A. 
Larsen, and There Was a Man: Gordon Kahl writ- 
ten in part by Christian Patriot activist Ajay 
Lowery. In addition, Christensen offers audio 
and video tapes by Weaver, Colorado Chris- 
tian Identity leader Pete Peters and police of- 
ficer-turned-far-right-leader Gerald "Jack" 
McLamb. 74 


Finally, a regular fea- 
ture in The Correspondent 
titled "Conklin's Comer" 
aggressively recruits support for the Golden 
Mean Team from the base of judicially active 
Christian Patriot tax protesters. While the anti- 
tax arguments put forth by "Conklin's Comer" 
writer Bill Conklin lack the overt racism of 
many pro se advocates, the target audience 
and goals are clear. Conklin lashes out at the 
"charlatans running around the country 
preaching new theories such as the non-resi- 
dent alien theory" (e.g.. Association de 
Libertas), and he says of Pilot Connection fol- 
lowers, "you are going to have a real tough 
time in the future. . ,." 77 

Conklin advises those seeking to take a 
"citizenship argument" into the courtroom:

bigots in the country — a fact Gritz would later 
admit in a press conference held at the Multno- 
mah County Courthouse in Port- 
land, Oregon in March 1993, but 
only after a bitter split between 
Carto and the Populist Party that 
left Carto out in the cold. 86 Gritz 
lamely allowed that "maybe Carto 
was a bigot," but it didn't matter 
since he was no longer associated 
with Carto. 87 

In fact, the split between Carto 
and Gritz dated at least back to 
January 1992 when Gritz wrote an 
angry letter to Carto taking him to 
task for financial double dealing 
with Populist Party funds: 


the April 1988 issue of the Populist Observer — 
the official organ of the Populist Party — has 
side-by-side photos of the two beneath the 
headline "It's Duke and Rambo!" 83 

In a pattern that has become all too predict- 
able to civil rights activists who monitor the 
white supremacist movement, Gritz would 
later disavow any relationship with Duke. In a 
1992 campaign visit to Wilsonville, Oregon 
Gritz told reporters, "I don't like David Duke, 
and I don't like what he stands for. Anyone 
who is a racist, anyone who is a bigot. . . I don't 
want their support." 84 

Yet in a videotaped interview the elabora- 
tion of Gritz's seemingly straightforward de- 
nunciation of racists and bigots leaves more 
than a shadow of doubt about his true feel- 
ings. 85 When questioned about the "rumor" 
that he had been Duke's running mate, Gritz 
concedes the fact, but explains that he had 
agreed to accept the nomination at the request 
of his "good friend" Willis Carto without know- 
ing that Duke would be the Presidential candi- 
date. 

Of course Gritz's good friend Willis Carto 


During my first meeting. . . as a 
Populist candidate, I expressed ut- 
most concern for accountability of 
party funds. I wanted there to be no 
question that I would not tolerate 
even the slightest misappropria- 
tion. . . . Past handling methods were 
brought up and it was pointed out 
that you had absolute control over disbursement of 
Populist Party, Spotlight and Liberty Lobby ac- 
counts.... FEC records showing gross PP with- 
drawals approaching $700,000 to both Spotlight 
and LL for such purposes as mailing list rental and 
advertisement. On their face, they. . . seemed terri- 
bly excessive. Why would PP pay LL more than 
$100,000 to rent mailing lists? ... It seemed in- 
credulous to me that a person like yourself at the 
pulse of all three organizations would charge such 
inconceivable amounts. 88 


In the same letter Gritz also complains 
about Carto's lack of political acumen, writing: 


David Duke is a loser. Paint him red- white-blue, 
make him look like Uncle Sam, give him flags to 
wave, have him sing God Bless America, and fire 
a 21 gun salute. Still, he is a loser. He has done 
more harm to the Populist Party and third party 
movement than Hitler would have. Why do you 
continue to ride a dead horse? 89 


This is a pattern that has been repeated by 
Gritz several times, as he steadfastly maintains 
contacts with white supremacist leaders and 
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activists just as long as they are useful to him. 
Pastor Pete Peter of Colorado, for example, one 
of the most prominent Christian Identity lead- 
ers in the country, was for a time one of his 
closest movement associates. Gritz was a regu- 
lar speaker at Peter's annual Family Bible Camp, 
and Peters helped fund the publication of 
Gritz's book. 90 

In a speech delivered at the 1991 Bible 
Camp, Gritz embraced the Identity movement's 
anti-Semitic message, telling the crowd: 

The enemy you face today is a satanic over- 
throw where he would change the United States 
of America, a nation under God, into USA, 
Incorporated with King George as chairman of 
the board. And a Zionist group that would rule 
over us as long as satan might be upon this earth, 
that is your enemy . 91 

In the same speech he also praised Peters 
and the Identity movement: 


Do you think you’re lucky to be an Identity 
Christian today?. . . I believe that the Identity Chris- 
tian movement will continue to grow in this nation 
until it is able to stand self-sufficient in spite of the 

government. ..Iam telling r

The problem began with Gritz's views on 
homosexuals and homosexuality. Gritz, though 
he has always denied being a bigot, has consis- 
tently taken crass homophobic positions — but 
for men like Peters and others in the Identity 
movement, Gritz is not homophobic enough. 
For example, in an interview, excerpts of which 
were published in the March/ April 1992 issue 
of the Identity newspaper The Jubilee, Gritz is 
asked if he would approve the death penalty 
for homosexuals. 

Gritz responds: 

I’m personally not for it. The reason I am not 
for it is while I personally abhor these perver- 
sions, I’m not certain we are to judge on those 
things. I think God will judge these individu- 
als . 93 

In April 1992, Peters shot back with a now 
infamous anti-gay booklet with the uncom- 
promising title: Intolerance of. Discrimination 
Against and the Death Penalty for Homosexuals is 
Prescribed in the Bible, 94 wherein he makes it 
clear that Gritz's equivocations on the issue 
were unacceptable to God. Identity pastor Ted 
Weiland echoes Peters' when he writes:

Gritz's strategy for dealing with this 
criticism was, and continues to be: (1) loudly 
deny that he is a bigot, (2) claim that his sup- 
porters and Patriot colleagues are not bigots, 
just outspoken and misunderstood, and (3) 
selectively denounce those who are no longer 
useful — e.g. Carto — and those who publicly 
denounce him — e.g. Peters.

“Bo,” the answer is simple — read your Bible. 
God said they [homosexuals] are to be put to 
death, and it wasn’t necessarily to be done in a 
“merciful” manner — homosexuals were to be 
put to death by stoning .

This exchange led to an apparently irrevo- 
cable split between Gritz and Peters, 96 and for 
Gritz to complain bitterly about Peters when 
he is targeted as a leader in the white suprema-

cist movement. He wrote in the March 1994 
issue of his Center for Action Newsletter: 

IT IS MOST IRONIC that Pastor Pete Peters (a 
true bigot) continues to debase me for defending a 
homosexual’ s right to life during the campaign . 97 

__ Yet the split between Gritz 
and Peters would seem to have 
’ S V less to do with ideology, and 

more to do with conflicting egos 

and tactical distance. In fact one 
of Gritz's closest associates, Ri- 
chard Flowers of the Boring, Or- 
egon-based Christian Patriot 
Association, has expressed 
views almost identical with Pe- 
' ters' without incurring Gritz's 

^ displeasure. 

Flowers, who managed 
Gritz's Presidential campaign in 
Hr t Uflil Oregon and who continues to 

▼ be one of Gritz's key contacts in 

the Patriot movement, has said: 

God created man for woman, period. The Oregon 
Citizens Alliance has a good start on the homo 
issue, but I don’ t think they have gone far enough. 

The Bible says to stone them, but you really 
wouldn’t need to shoot too many of them to get 
the point across . 98 

Though less outspoken on issues of race 
and less virulent in his anti-Semitism than 
Peters — who openly considers Jews to be agents 
of the anti-Christ, people of color to be inferior 
and interracial marriage against God's law" — 
Richard Flowers has nonetheless made his opin- 
ions known. 

"We are tabbed as being anti-semetic [sic] 
and racist because we have a bookstore that 
offers literature on both sides of the Jewish 
issue," Flowers explained to the Clackamas 
County Review. W0 He wordlessly and unwit- 
tingly amplified what he meant by "both sides 
of the Jewish issue," by attending the 1992 and 
1994 Portland lectures of British Holocaust 
denier David Irving. 

Flowers has also told reporters that: 

People of color should carry themselves based 
on their own abilities. I don’t mind that they 
should own land or vote but there should not be 


any affirmative action and if the blacks don’t like 
it they can always go back to Africa. Blacks in 
general have a lower l.Q. than whites, and most 
want to just come in and take over without 
establishing anything for themselves . 101 

Flowers even went so far as to criticize Gritz for 
"mating with an asian woman," but qualified 
his criticism by adding that it happened a long 
time ago and that Gritz had changed. 102 

Despite these views. Flowers continues to 
be a close Gritz associate, promoting his SPIKE 
trainings 103 and appearing with him at Pre- 
paredness Expos. 104 When specifically ques- 
tioned about Flowers at a public meeting held 
August 15, 1994 at a high school in the small 
central Idaho town of Kamiah, Gritz denied 
that Flowers is a bigot, falling back on the 
"outspoken" and "misunderstood" rhetoric. 105 
Which is partially true: Flowers is an outspo- 
ken man who believes that blacks have lower 
I.Q.'s than whites, thinks that there are two 
sides to the "Jewish issue," insists that homo- 
sexuals should be shot in accord with "God's 
law," doubts that the Holocaust happened and 
finds interracial marriage intolerable. Misun- 
derstood? If so, then Gritz must be the only 
person in the world who misunderstands him. 

Even Gritz's closest ally in the Patriot move- 
ment, Jack McLamb, would seem by recent 
comments to believe that interracial marriage 
is sinful, presumably condemning Gritz for his 
interracial children. McLamb, a former Ari- 
zona police officer who is involved in forming 
"covenant communities" with Gritz in central 
Idaho and who was with Gritz at the Weaver 
siege, recently told supporters: 

If you are an American citizen and you love 
this country, I’ll fight with you. I don’t care what 
race you are.... Now, does that mean that we 
believe that we should change God’ s plan. ... No. 

The globalists, that’ s the globalists plan, and they 
state it to you. Their plan is to — because we’re 
going to be slaves — they’re promoting interra- 
cial marriage because if we’re all the same one 
day we will make better slaves. 

So, when we talk about working with a black 
brother or sister to try to save America, that 
doesn't mean we’re trying to change God’ s plan. 
You can be white. You cannot [have] interracial 
marriage. In working to save America you don’t 
have to do that type of a thing . 106 
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Despite all of this, Gritz continues to play 
the part of the wounded innocent, steadfastly 
denying that he is a bigot and accusing his 
opponents of using smear tactics. "Associating 
me with the Ku Klux Klan is sort of like associ- 
ating George Bush with the Ku Klux Klan 
because David Duke is a Republican," 107 Gritz 
has complained. 

But unlike Bush's relationship to David 
Duke, accusations against Gritz are not based 
on any single connection, but to a series of 
connections that have lasted over a period of 
years, to Gritz's own words, and most of all to 
his actions. 

Duke and Bush may both be Republicans, 
but compared to the Populist Party, the GOP is 
a bastion of polyglot diversity. The modem 
Populist Party was founded by bigots (Willis 
Carto), as a front for bigots (Robert Weems, a 
former Invisible Empire, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan leader from Mississippi was the first 
Chair), to elect bigots (David Duke, for ex- 
ample) to public office. 108 Furthermore, the 
northwest Populist Party leadership that was 
heavily involved in Gritz's 1992 Presidential 
campaign included many hard-core racists such 


as Northwest Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
leader Kim Badynski, neo-Nazi apologist Harry 
Schmidt, and Klan-supporter Mark Downey. 109 

Over the years Gritz has spoken at numer- 
ous Christian Identity events, including the 
July 13, 1991 First National Christian Heritage 
Conference in Reidsville, North Carolina along 
with Aryan Nations attorney Kirk Lyons and 
hard-core Identity leader Richard Kelley 
Hoskins. Hoskins is the author of the 1990book 
Vigilantes of Christendom: The Story of the Phineas 
Priesthood which describes racist, anti-Semitic 
and homophobic murder as acts of obedience 
to God's law. 

In his 1991 book Called to Serve , Gritz 
repeats anti-Semitic conspiracy theories, writ- 
ing: 

Eustace Mullins has written several books on the 
money coup including “Secrets of the Federal 
Reserve” which I highly recommend you read. 

A study of 72 regional FED [Federal Reserve] 
directors found 70 were white and 69 were male. 
What the study didn’t show was the true owners 
of the federal reserve. Eight Jewish families vir- 
tually control the entire FED — only three are 
American Jews. 110

Gritz consistently walks a fine line be- 
tween open Christian Identity-style anti-Semit- 
ism and the more camouflaged "anti-globalist/ 
anti-elitist" conspiracies common in the Chris- 
tian Patriot movement. He has written: 

What about the Old Testament? Is it ad- 
dressed: To whom it may concern? Wasn’t the 
record from Genesis 6:18 to Malachi 3:1 about 
God’s covenant with HIS CHOSEN PEOPLE, 
ISRAEL? 111 

Though the above is not an anti-Semitic state- 
ment on the surface, the Identity movement is 
intent onhijacking the Hebrew Bible and claim- 
ing an exclusive, racial "identity" for God's 
chosen, or covenant people for those of north- 
ern European ancestry. 

Gritz continues, in his long-winded, never 
quite focused way: 

Recollect the “enmity” put by God between 
the seed of Adam and that of the Satan possessed 
Chay who fathered Cain.... Had all evil been 
wiped clean from all the globe during the Great 
Flood, we would have a pure race of Godly 
children with little concern today. We know that 
this is not the condition and throughout the Bible 
Prophets and Jesus Christ Himself refer fre- 
quently to the seed of Satan, e.g. John 8:44, Jesus 
says to the Pharisees, “Y ou are of your father the 
devil, and the lusts of your father you desire to 
do.” Is that why Rabbinical documents have 
Jesus Christ boiling in urine and excrement? 112 

Here we see what seem to be strong anti-Judaic 
sentiments, softened somewhat by the ques- 
tion marks and almost incomprehensible writ- 
ing, leaving us with the question: Who, or 
what, is the "seed of Satan." 

Gritz answers the question with the fol- 
lowing convoluted ramblings: 

. . .[T]here exist today a seed dedicated to the 
adversary, even as Adam’ s seed seeks righteous- 
ness. Do you see the sign, scent, stain, and mark 
of the beast on America today? Are there any 
outward signs that reveal who the enemy is? 

Yes, of course, Gritz answers: 

While David had loved God and had been 
graced with His kingdom on earth, David had 


fallen short in the murder of Bathsheba’s hus- 
band. Solomon was bom of this union and be- 
came King of Israel.... Solomon insisted on 
marrying “foreign” wives that worshipped false 
gods. He prepared “high places” for Molech and 
Astarte, whose symbol was a six-pointed star! 

This occurred in 922 B.C.... Solomon adopted 
his six-pointed star seal after the sign of Astarte! 

The star of David had five points. Look to Rev- 
elations 13:18, “. . . and his number is six hun- 
dred, three score and six.” The number of the 
Antichrist system is 666, a six within a six within 
a six. Six sides, six angles, six points. 113 

Though Gritz avoids saying it openly the "six- 
pointed star" he is referring to is the familiar 
Magen David 114 used as the symbol of Juda- 
ism. 

Gritz's indignation about being labeled a 
bigot or associated with white supremacists 
therefore seems disingenuous. But even z/Gritz 
denies that he is a bigot, denounces bigoted 
associates and somehow explains away his 
flirtations with Christian Identity leaders and 
anti-Semitic conspiracy theories, the bottom 
line still remains that his actions have made him 
a leader in the white supremacist movement. 

First, Gritz's 1992 Presidential campaign 
brought together elements of the far right from 
ultra-conservatives to Christian Patriots and 
hard-core white supremacists, lending legiti- 
macy to the movement as a whole. Under the 
banner of the America First! Coalition, which 
included the Independent Voters Party in Mas- 
sachusetts, the American Independent Party in 
California and the Populist Party Gritz ener- 
gized Christian Patriots and brought together 
activists who never previously would have 
been able to cooperate. 

Gritz's Oregon campaign was run under 
the banner of the America First! Coalition by 
Christian Identity adherent Richard Flowers of 
the Christian Patriot Association; 115 in Wash- 
ington the Coalition listed neo-Nazi Harry 
Schmidt 116 as its national contact and AFC 
activist John Prukop distributed materials by 
Identity leader Nord Davis; 117 in Western 
Montana, Jubilee correspondent Chris Temple 
was the AFC's point man. 118 Other officers in 
the AFC had similar standing in ultra-conser- 
vative and white supremacist circles. 119 

In the words of Gritz associate Jack 
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McLamb: 

A dear brother of mine, Bo Gritz, ... for at least 
five years the enemy has been pushing through- 
out our Patriot community that he is a CIA plant; 
that he’s a mason; that he’s everything, every- 
thing under the sun. And I hear it: I hear it until 
I’m sick of it. And Bo Gritz, when he was on his 
presidential campaign, he was able for the first 
time in years to bring people together like I had 
never seen in this nation . 120 

Second, his intervention in the Weaver 
siege elevated his status in the Christian Patriot 
and white supremacist movements. Because 
Weaver, a hard-core white supremacist and 
Identity believer who seemed intent on mar- 
tyrdom, agreed to accept Gritz as a negotiator, 
Gritz gained additional stature with the most 


All, and the rantings of notorious anti-Semite 
Eustace Mullins. 122 The Center also distributes 
items such as the Red Dot ADCO Mirage Sports- 
man Scope and the TAC STAR T2i Laser Sight. 

And fifth, Gritz's promotion of movement 
activists such as Richard Flowers and his Chris- 
tian Patriot Association, Richard J. McDonald 
and his Canoga Park, California-based State 
Citizens Service Center, and common law trust 
specialist Bob Stanford of Arizona, 123 has 
helped to define the Patriot movement and lent 
it a shred of borrowed legitimacy. 

Taken together these actions have a cumu- 
lative political impact the effect of which is 
difficult to measure, but the trend of which is 
unmistakable: they support an agenda of big- 
otry and anti-democratic ideas. When Gritz 
and his followers settle into the "Covenant 


extreme racists. Because he 
was able to interpose him- 
self between Weaver and 
the federal government, he 
gained stature with ele- 
ments of the Christian Pa- 
triotmovement where anti- 
federal themes are the 
strongest. 121 

Third, Gritz has 
missed no opportunity to 
capitalize on the Weaver 
siege and the stature he 
gained in the movement 
through his role in negoti- 
ating an end to it. In the 
wake of the siege, Gritz 
began his highly profitable 
SPIKE training program 



Communities" in central 
Idaho, prepared to defend

Through its monthly publication the 
American's Bulletin, (formerly the CBA Bulletin) 
the Medford Citizens Bar Association (MCBA) 
provides the largest forum in the region for 
regular discussion of the variety of legal tactics 
taken by Christian Patriot tax protesters and 
pro se litigators. Activist Robert Kelly runs regu- 
lar article-like advertisements for numerous 
pro se groups offering counseling on topics 
ranging from filing Title 42 lawsuits against 
public servants to avoiding "illegal taxes," driv- 
ers' license registration and paying traffic tick- 
ets. Among the groups regularly promoted by 
the MCBA are Lamarr Hardy's Honolulu, Ha- 
waii-based anti-tax Cornerstones of Freedom 
Research Foundation, Citizens for a Constitu- 
tional Minnesota, an anti-tax and anti-license 
and regulation group run by Karl Granse, and 
Right Way, specializing in Title 42 suits, headed 
by Rick and Jeannie Schramm of Hartville, 
Ohio. 

In addition to these groups the publication 
presents a crew of regular writers who offer 
their advice on similar pseudo-legal issues. For 
example Arthur Sanford, the California-based 
author of The Red Book: Winning Ways to Fight 
Traffic Tickets, has a regular column. He ap- 
pears photographed in a clerical collar and 
promotes that idea that Municipal Courts lack 


the jurisdiction to hear traffic cases and that 
traffic tickets are violations of the Bill of Rights 
constituting false arrest and an unlawful tak- 
ing of money. 

Other regular writers for the American's 
Bulletin promote various forms of the far right 
conspiracy theories that form the core of the 
group's pseudo-Constitutional arguments. One 
example is Joyce Rosenwald who promotes the 
view, similar to that of former Arizona police 
officer Gerald "Jack" McLamb, that police of- 
ficers are part of a global conspiracy: 

Why have the public servants known in the 
past as “OFFICERS OF THE PEACE” known 
today as “LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS?” 
Why did you become a law enforcement officer? 
Was it to keep the peace and preserve the America 
you love? Or, was it to enforce the foreign laws 
of a foreign principle imposed against the Ameri- 
can people brought about by a contrived bank- 
ruptcy of this nation by a handful of criminal 
politicians.... 

As law enforcement officers (police) are Cor- 
porate soldiers hired by the Corporate govern- 
ment to protect it’s Corporate interest under the 
control of Interpol. 124 

Other contributors to the publication have 
promoted openly anti-Semitic and racist views. 
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Francis Christen, the head of Serpent Slayer 
Publishers 12 ^ which distributes a litany of anti- 
Semitic tracts, has expressed the idea that main- 
line "Judeo-Christianity" is a Jewish doctrine 
manipulated by the "controllers of society" to 
maintain world domination. 126 Christen has 
also contributed articles to Medford, Oregon 
Identity leader Ben Williams' publication The 
American Christian and has written in the 
American's Bulletin, in a view that certainly 
offends many fellow "patriots," that Jews, act- 
ing as Freemasons, created the Constitution to 
usurp the sovereignty enjoyed by the foun din g 
fathers at the time of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He writes: "Freedom will come 
when enough of us throw off the lies and 
falsehoods we have been programmed to be- 
lieve by this Judeo-Masonic society." 127 

One final example of a regular American's 
Bulletin contributor who has peddled anti- 
Semitic and racist literature is John Prukop, the 
Puyallup, Washington head of We the People. 
Prukop, who has written articles for the Bulle- 
tin on such topics as the legal problems of 
Montana anti-Semite Red Beckman, was the 
self-proclaimed Washington State Press Secre- 
tary for Bo Gritz's 1992 presidential campaign. 
Throughout the campaign the Puyallup far 
right figure distributed materials by North 
Carolina Identity leader Nord Davis and by 
Bill Cooper, the author of Behold a Pale Horse 
which reprints the Protocols of the Elders of Zion 
to convey his understanding of The Conspiracy. 

The MCBA commitment to promoting race 
hatred and anti-Semitism becomes clear with a 
browse through the book list printed in the 
back of each issue of the American's Bulletin. 
The book list is broken into twelve sections 
covering topics ranging from tax and banking 
to Bible principles, history and a section omi- 
nously titled the "Jewish Issue." Nearly every 
section includes books by well know racists 
and anti-Semites. The Jewish Issue section in- 
cludes such anti-Semitic tracts as the Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion, the Holocaust denying Did 
Six Million Really Die, Jewish Religion : It's 
Influence Today by Elizabeth Dilling and The 
Secret Holocaust by Eustace Mullins. 

In the section on Bible principles the MCBA 
emerges as an ardent supporter of Christian 
Identity. Ten of the fifteen titles listed in the 


section are written by leading national propo- 
nents of the racist religion including Pete Pe- 
ters' The Bible: Handbookfor Survivalists, Racists 
and Tax Protesters, Cinderella: A Bible Story by 
the late Sheldon Emry, and books by Minne- 
sota Identity leader and genocide advocate 
Charles Weisman such a America: Free, White & 
Christian, Who is Esau-Edom, Sodomites on Trial, 

The Christian and Civil Government and the Hand- 
book of Bible Law. 

Finally, the history section includes such 
tracts as Our Nordic Race and War Cycles/Peace 
Cycles by Richard Kelly Hoskins. The latter 
book is the first to describe Hoskins' ideas 
concerning the Phineas Priesthood, an honor- 
ary order granted by God to those who "righ- 
teously" engage in racist, anti-Semitic and ho- 
mophobic murder. 

The MCBA has also shown a willingness to 
take up electoral activity to advance its aims. In 
May 1992 the group

As with most far 

right publications, the American's Bulletin has 
written voluminously about the August 1992 
shoot-out between racist Randy Weaver and 
Federal Marshals in Naples, Idaho and the 
confrontation between Branch Davidians and 
the BATF in Waco, Texas, portraying both 
events as the outgrowth of an escalating gov- 
ernment conspiracy against people because of 
their religious beliefs. 

In a similar vein, the Bulletin took up the 
case of Billings, Montana-based tax protester 
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and anti-Semite Red Beckman when he lost his 
property as a result of twenty years of tax 
evasion. By the time Beckman's case was com- 
ing to a head, a strong movement led by Mon- 
tana and Northern Idaho racist and far right 
leaders was underway to form armed militias. 
The American's Bulletin jumped on the militia 
bandwagon, reprinting several articles pro- 
moting the formation of this armed wing of the 
movement. 

The May 1994 American’s Bulletin reprints 
an article titled "Understanding American 
Authority and the 'Militia' by the late C.H. 
McClendon. The article makes clear the future 
confrontation with the government envisioned 
by its author, the solution to which is the armed 
militia. It praises far right leader Arch Roberts 
for accurately describing "the U.N.O. world- 
government as a racist, socialist organization 
whose charter is programmed for national in- 
terdependence and a New World Order based 
on economic socialism, secular humanism and 
world-wide racial integration." The article then 
goes on to ask: 


. . . [H]ow do we remove the nearly total control 
of non-voting artificial-entity corporations, and 
return control to informed sovereign individuals 
where Nature declares it belongs? We must arm, 
and defend our individual liberties with the same 
determination as those who first purchased our 
freedom over 200 years ago, mindful that 
“POWER COMES FROM THE BARREL OF A 
GUN. . . .” Only by the activation of the UNOR- 
GANIZED MILITIA will we regain and reaffirm 
that honorable form of government. . . . Only they, 
better trained to draw aim on the dragon we war 
against, can defeat the corporate human group 
organism which would otherwise eat us all, and 
our children, alive. 129 

The Bulletin has also promoted the Militia 
of Montana , running an article by leader Randy 
Trochmann. In addition, the MCBA offers such 
books as William P. Fall's Get America Up in 
Arms Irregular Warfare: The Militia which out- 
lines organization, tactics and techniques — in- 
cluding sabotage, ambushes, counter-intelli- 
gence and public relations — and the weapons 
involved in putting together a militia. 130 


National Commodity 
and Barter Association 


Based in Denver, Colorado, the National 
Commodity and Barter Association was 
founded by the late John Grandbouche, a Posse 
Comitatus leader. Following Grandbouche's 
death in 1986, John Voss became the group's 
director. As with their Christian Patriot breth- 
ren, the NCBA offers as a centerpiece of its 
program a set of materials which claim to aid 
"patriots" in becoming "untaxed." 

In recent years Danny Hashimoto of Lihue, 
Hawaii has become an NCBA rising star in 
untaxing circles, peddling videotapes on the 
tactics he has used in tax evasion trials and 
promoting the idea that "no individual is law- 
fully required to file income taxes." 131 In 1992 
the NCBA awarded Hashimoto with the 


group's Paul Revere Award. The group also 
peddles "untaxing" advice written by 
Grandbouche and longtime NCBA activist John 
Pleasant. 132 

In addition to its untaxing materials, the 
group sells numerous tracts by leading figures 
in the racist movement. Among these are the 
late Sheldon Emry's Billions for Bankers, Debts 
for the People, Red Beckman's Bom Again Repub- 
lic and War Cycles, /Peace Cycles by Richard Kelly 
Hoskins. 133 

Another service offered to would-be tax 
protesters through the Association is its Mu- 
tual Assistance Plan. Through this plan the 
NCBA claims to offer members the "necessary 
expertise and financial assistance to defend 
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themselves in court when a revenue depart- 
ment brings an illegal action against them or 
threatens to do so." 134 The program offers 
material support for civil actions, criminal ac- 
tions, loss of time from work, incarceration and 
court ordered appearance surety bonds. In 
addition, it offers members financial support 
in conducting pro se cases. 

The NCBA's largest contribution to the tax 
protest movement, however, comes from its 
long-time role as the leading national propo- 
nent of warehouse banking. Many in the Chris- 
tian Patriot movement use "warehouse" banks 
to hide financial transac- - 

tions from government — 

scrutiny, a tactic which 
proves useful for persons AHj 

interested in tax evasion.

While the NCBA claims that the NCE "does 
not exist to shield any illegal activity or funds 
derived from an illegal activity nor does it 
provide a shelter from lawful obligations,"! 36 
this has not been the conclusion of federal 
authorities interested in catching tax evaders. 

In the course of the search for fugitive 
Gordon Kahl, federal authorities uncovered 
NCBA warehouse banks in Colorado, South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Iowa in which mem- 
bers had converted their money into silver 
bullion and gold South African Krugerrands. 
Acting on this information, in 1985 the IRS 
raided the banks, confiscating nearly ten tons 
of silver bullion in a tax evasion scam that 
authorities estimated involved over 20,000 
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people and processed over $500,000per day. 137 

Despite its commitment to helping follow- 
ers get out of the system through warehouse 
banking, tax evasion and its Mutual Assistance 
Program, the NCBA is a strong proponent of 
electoral activism. The group encourages mem- 
bers to become involved in one of the major 
parties, become active precinct committee 
people, to run candidates from "the patriot 
community" and to generally "work to elect 
statesmen who are concerned about their coun- 
try and the freedoms of their fellow citizens." 138 
Eschewing the group's official advice of

mocracy in America. A document written by 
NCBA leader John Pleasant titled "Understand- 
ing the History, Meaning, and Purpose of the 
Constitution" spells out the NCBA position on 
the idea of universal suffrage: 

Men and women, so long as they are not 
directly engaged in commerce and industry by 
the ownership of business stock or property, the 
management of corporate concerns, or invest- 
ments in stocks, bonds or other speculative ven- 
tures subject to revenue taxation; and are not of 
an age rendering them liable to direct taxation in 
the form of a levy upon their person for military 
or alternative civil service, should not be consid- 
ered qualified for suffrage . 140 

This radically anti-democratic aim is 
grounded in a fundamental NCBA position 
that civil rights, voting included, amount to an 
effort to plunder productive citizens: 

. . .[T]he right not to be discriminated against 
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“Civil rights are 
legal plunder.”

on the basis of race, creed, color, sex, or age; the 
right to be free from sexual harassment at work; 
the right not to be discharged from employment 
for “whistle-blowing” or for exercising the right 
of free speech or political affiliation ... . These are 
some of the “civil rights” which exist in our 
present society..., these “rights” are based on a 
system of “legal plunder.” We regret that the 
term “plunder” must be used to accurately de- 
scribe these rights. However, there is no other 
feasible name for what is being done under the 
name of “civil rights.” 141 

The impact of the National Commodity 
and Barter Association on Pacific Northwest 
Christian Patriots has been considerable. The 
group held its First Annual Northwest Con- 
vention in March 1983 in Portland, Oregon. An 
early contact in the region was David Willis, 
who formed the American Freeman Associa- 
tion (AFA) and its affiliated warehouse bank 
called the National Currency Exchange located 


in Clackamas, Oregon. Court documents re- 
veal that prior to operating the AFA Willis 
formed the Patriot Barter Association as an 
affiliate of the NCBA and that the AFA and 
National Currency Exchange were modeled 
closely on the NCBA and its warehouse bank 
the National Commodity Exchange. 142 

In the mid-1980s Willis and five cohorts, 
Muriel Reilly, Evelyne C. Pett, Glenn E. 
Willmschen, Melanie C. Pleasant and Diane L. 
Willis were tried and convicted of conspiracy 
and money laundering in connection with their 
association with the NCE. In a letter presented 
as evidence at his trial, Willis states in part: 

As of March 6, 1986 I am no longer Director 
of the American Freeman Association. The Di- 
rectorship of the American Freeman Association 
and the National Currency Exchange has been 
turned over to Richard Flowers and Rodney 
Askelson. 143

The letter was counter-signed by Richard Flow- 
ers of the Christian Patriot Association (CPA) 
which also operates a warehouse bank, the 
Natural Coin Exchange. The Christian Patriot 
Association has since become one of the lead- 
ing Christian Patriot groups in the Pacific North- 
west. 144 (See Christian Patriot Association pro- 
file above.) 

Another Northwest figure influenced by 
the National Commodity and Barter Associa- 
tion is Arthur Hollowell, the former head of a 
warehouse bank called the National Commu- 
nity Exchange and the founder of the Medford 
Citizens Bar Association, which remains a lead- 
ing group amongst Northwest Patriots. (See 
Medford Citizens Bar Association Profile 
above.) 

Ida Nordquist of Seattle, Washington has 
been a local sponsor of NCBA events. In March 
1992 she was listed as the contact for an appear- 
ance by Danny Hashimoto at a Seattle event 
dubbed the "The New Order Exposed and The 
N.C.B.A. Zero-Tax Seminar" which purported 
to expose the "New World Order..., J.F.K. as- 
sassination conspiracy. . ., [and] Internal Rev- 
enue Service FRAUD," and to teach attendees 
that the "INCOME TAX is 'Voluntary'— that 
there is no Internal Revenue Code section that 
requires individuals to file personal income tax 
returns." 145 
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The Pilot Connection 


The Stockton, California-based Pilot Con- 
nection is led by Christian Patriot Phillip Marsh, 
whose actual name is Milton Pilot Jr., accord- 
ing to his own writings. The most complete 
source for Marsh's racist "Constitutional" theo- 
ries is found in his 1986 book The Complete 
Patriot . 146 

As with most Christian Patriots, Marsh 
sees the United States in the grips of a Jewish 
banking conspiracy. In The Complete Patriot, 
Marsh reprints by permission a piece titled 
"The Master Plan" from Clackamas, Oregon 
anti-Semite Des Griffin's book Fourth Reich of 
the Rich. The "Master Plan," it turns out, is 
nothing more than Griffin's praise for the 19th 
century anti-Semitic tract the Protocols of the 
Learned Elders of Zion, which Marsh's book also 
reprints in large part. Marsh describes the Pro- 
tocols as a "set of rules" followed by Commu- 
nists in their quest to dominate the world. 

In addition. Marsh recommends Montana 
Christian Patriot "Red" Beckman's The Church 
Deceived as "the best book available to the 
patriot movement to explain the source of the 
conspiracy." 147 Beckman's book is an anti- 
Semitic diatribe which includes his notorious 
reference to the Holocaust as an act of God. 
Other materials promoted in this book include 
deceased Christian Identity leader Sheldon 
Emry's Billions for Bankers, Debt for the People, 
W. Cleon Skousens's The Naked Capitalist and 
far right leader Lindsay Williams' book The 
Non-Energy Crisis. 

The result of the Conspiracy, Marsh explains, 
was the passage of the Eleventh through 
Twenty-sixth Amendments to the Constitu- 
tion. Marsh writes that "these Amendments 
were put in by fraud for the purpose of com- 
mitting one of the largest frauds of all, namely 
changing the form of our government." 148 


Marsh describes this process as the beginning 
of a federal government effort to usurp state's 
rights and entrap state citizens: 

The Eleventh through Twenty-Sixth Amend- 
ments constitute what is known as Federal juris- 
diction. These Amendments entrapped us into 
contracting away our rights. . . . [Wjhen we study 
the Federalist Papers, we find that the founding 
fathers were violently against a federal (feudal) 
form of government. What they opted for was a 
national government. 

The difference between the two is that in a 
federal government setup the government is in 
control of the states, while in a national form of 
government the states are in control of the central 
government . 149 

The major portion of Marsh's emphasis is 
on the Sixteenth Amendment, which created 
the income tax. Drawing on the work of 
Beckman and on Christian Patriot Bill Benson's 
book The Law That Never Was, Marsh argues 
that the Sixteenth Amendment was never prop- 
erly ratified and is unconstitutional. As such, 
an important part of Marsh's remedy for this 
"unconstitutional" situation is to become 
"untaxed." 

The logic of this is simple, if inaccurate, 
and grounded in the racist Christian Patriot 
distinction between the rights and privileges of 
so-called State Citizens versus those of "Four- 
teenth Amendment citizens." Since the income 
tax is unconstitutional. Marsh argues. Patriots 
are under no obligation to file an income tax 
return. The obligation to pay, however, begins 
when the "sovereign citizen" enters into vol- 
untary contracts with the various branches of 
government — applying for a Social Security 
number, obtaining a driver's license filing a tax 
return, etc. In the words of one Marsh sup- 
porter: "Once we volunteer into the system we 
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bind ourselves by contract to do so. Then and 
only then is filing and paying income taxes 

'mandatory. '"150 

To escape this contractual obligation. 
Marsh advocates revoking one's Social Secu- 
rity number and obligations to the IRS. Marsh 
reports that in early 1984 he did so, changing 
his name from Pilot to Marsh. In The Complete 
Patriot, Marsh reprints forms which he claims 
can be used for "revoking your signature on 
everything you ever signed for the IRS." 151 
These forms state in part: 

I do hereby challenge your (IRS) authority 
and/or jurisdiction in this matter, and do further 
rescind any and all signatures and/or contracts 
your agency may allege I have entered into with 
the Internal Revenue Service. 152 

Material distributed by North Star Con- 
sultants, a Seattle-based group that promotes 
Marsh's ideas, states that upon becoming 
untaxed: "We set ourselves back to being a 
Preamble citizen and get out from under the 
yoke of being a 14th amendment citizen . . . ," 
and we teach you "how to legally and perma- 
nently remove yourself from paying state and 
federal incomes taxes." 153 

Marsh appears to have developed a num- 
ber of followers in Washington state. Two 
groups distributed pro-Marsh material at the 
October 1992 Preparedness Expo in Seattle, 
Washington. Both the Seattle-based Tax Alter- 
natives and the Bothell-based Royal Essence of 
Graydon G. Collins distributed a flyer titled 
"Are You in FEAR of the IRS?" The flyer adver- 
tised copies of The Complete Patriot, promoted 
the idea that the income tax is voluntary and 
posed a series of true/ false statements: 

I am helping to destroy the United States by 
filing and paying the IRS taxes? 

TRUE: The money all winds up in the hands 
of this country’s enemies. ... 

The IRS is causing over 1,000 deaths per 
month in the United States. The IRS is respon- 
sible for over half the divorces in the United 
States. The IRS is responsible for three quarters 
of the bankruptcies in the United States today. 

TRUE: Can you afford to continue supporting 
such a domestic enemy? 154 


Bellingham, Washington residents Lorrie 
Czyzyk and Tom Eck have also promoted 
Marsh's material. In addition to distributing a 
pro-Marsh flyer in the Seattle area, the two 
have distributed The Complete Patriot through 
Michael's Books, a Bellingham-based used book 
store. 

Marsh's most complete program for pro- 
moting white supremacist constitutional theo- 
ries is an effort called the "New Nation USA" 
(NNUSA). Originally called Alter-USA, this 
Posse Comitatus-like effort was formed in 1984 
by "S.A. Freeman," the editor of the Morongo 
Valley, California-based ChristianPatriotnews- 
letter called The Citizens Claw. New Nation 
USA calls for the creation of a "parallel" gov- 
ernment in the United States which "recog- 
nizes only the organic United States Constitu- 
tion." 155 Under the program, supporters send 
five dollars to either The Pilot Connection or 
The Citizens Claw and receive in return a "Pledge 
of Allegiance to NNUSA" which states: 

I pledge allegiance to the Constitution of the 
United States of America, and to the New Nation 
USA, the new cradle and new government in 
which the constitution temporarily rests, until, 
my former government and all of its public ser- 
vants learn to honor and respect their oaths of 
office and obey our constitution to the letter. 156 

The pledge is then returned to the Claw or Pilot 
Connection, the supporter receiving a "citizen- 
ship certificate" and "wallet identification 
card." About this pledge. Marsh writes: 

When you sign a pledge of allegiance to 
NNUSA, you become subject to the laws of 
NNUSA. . . . Thus, NNUSA, recognizing only the 
organic Constitution, automatically restores the 
sovereignty of its citizens. 157 

While its founders claim that NNUSA 
"could be one of the most ambitious projects 
undertaken . . . and it has the potential ... to 
literally wipe out unlawful government," 158 
the program in effect amounts to little more 
than one more pseudo-legal effort to "restore 
the sovereignty" of state citizens — in addition 
to being a money making scheme for its cre- 
ators. 

While NNUSA advocates little in the way 
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of overt anti-government action, there is evi- 
dence that its key promoters envisioned it as a 
step along the way to eventual armed conflict. 
First, while the Citizen's Claw repeatedly de- 
scribes NNUSA as "peaceful, non-violent" and 
an "alternative to revolution," Freeman also 
writes. 

There comes a time in the decline of a nation 
when men must either take

ing NNUSA which was co-produced by Marsh 
andNorth Carolina Identity leader Nord Davis. 
At the time Hinkle was head of the Whatcom 
County, Washington chapter of the Populist 
Party, later forming his present organization 
Citizens for Liberty. 

By early 1993 Freeman had created Opera- 
tion Self-Defense as another money-making 
adjunct to New Nation USA. An advertise-

In late 1986 Gale and five asso- 
ciates were arrested in connec- ' ; 

tion with death threats issued 
to IRS officials and a Nevada 
judge. The six were convicted in October 1987 
and Gale died before his one year sentence 
could be served. 

In the Pacific Northwest, the NNUSA pro- 
gram was promoted by Ben Hinkle during the 
1992 presidential campaign of James "Bo" Gritz 
as a Populist Party candidate in Washington 
state. Hinkle distributed a pamphlet describ- 


ment for the program run in the March/April 
issue of Peggy Christensen's Correspondent 
describes the program as aimed at creating 
Citizen Law Enforcement Teams (CLETs)

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Republic v. Democracy Redress 


The Oregon City, Oregon-based group 
Republic v. Democracy Redress was originally 
envisioned as a sort of think tank for racists 
interested in taking up the judicial activism of 
the Christian Patriot movement. In the inaugu- 
ral September 1986 issue of BEHOLD!, the 
group's publication, then editor Donald E. Pal- 
let describes the aim of the group as keeping 
Patriots updated on "what 
different groups are at- 
tempting. . . [,] the successes 
and failures they are experi- 
encing and what new infor- 
mation they have uncov- 
ered." 

Pallet writes: 

By working closely 
with the staff of R.D.R. this 
newsletter will be able to 
access new information as 
it develops... (and report 
on cases) where the ele- 
ment of citizenship is be- 
ing properly pleaded, as 
well as [print] articles 
which will reveal mistakes 
being made in pleading the 
citizenship issue. 161 

Robert Wangrud, the founder of the orga- 
nization, initially intended that RDR issue regu- 
lar two-page "Redress of Grievance" docu- 
ments suitable for sending to U.S. Congress 
members and state legislators, describing the 
ultimate goal of RDR as obtaining a U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling on the issue of citizenship 
in the United States. RDR's limited organiza- 
tional activity is aimed at spreading its views 
on properly advancing court tactics and argu- 
ments. 

In an interview with the Clackamas County 
Review, Wangrud made clear the radically 
racist and anti-Semitic view of citizenship pro- 
moted by the group:

There is only one race that founded this coun- 
try and that is the white race. The Constitution 
recognizes this and clearly states that only white 
people can be citizens of the country. The 14th 
Amendment of course changed all that, but we 
feel it became law illegally and as such is not 
binding.... 

We need to begin taking care of our own. 
People should also take a Christian oath of alle- 
giance before taking 
any office. That would 
eliminate the religious 
cults like Hindus and 
Jews from taking 
power.... 

Blacks really 
wouldn’t care if they 
lost their rights. I mean 
look at the L. A. riots. 
Now can you really say 
that those people that 
burned the city down 
are capable of govern- 
ing themselves? If the 
blacks don’t like it here 
they should leave. 162 

In the vision of the 
United States promoted 
by Wangrud the govern- 
ment would deny the 
most basic human and constitutional rights to 
people of color and Jews. In the September 
1986 issue of BEHOLD!, he states: 

The founding fathers were all of the white 
race and the Christian faith.... Therefore, in 
order to claim the protection of the Bill of Rights 
a man must assert, and be able to prove, that he is 
of the race, the faith and the law of the land. For 
it is the fundamental bedrock principles of one 
race, one faith, and one law that undergirds the 
entire structure of the Republic. 163 

While Wangrud is an unabashed racist 
and anti-Semite and has attended meetings of 
the neo-Nazi Aryan Nations in Hayden Lake, 
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Idaho, his writings and statements point to the 
kind of divisions found throughout the racist 
movement. Wangrud has criticized the Ku 
Klux Klan as obnoxious and neo-Nazis as "just 
full of crap," reporting that "I don't get along 
with Tom Metzger very well. Why anyone 
would want to follow Hitler is beyond me. 
Hitler was wrong." 164 

In the March 1987 issue of BEHOLD!, Wan- 
grud expands on his differences with neo-Na- 
zis: 

In this nation you have what 
is known as the Aryan Nations 
who believe that Hitler had the 
right idea as to the formation of 
government. The issue of Hitler 
has been argued back and forth 
pro and con. As I see it, Hitler 
was not all the jews [sic] claim 
he was, but Hitler is not all that 
the Aryan Nations claim he was 
either. Now Hi tier was a national 
socialist and that doctrine of cen- 
tralized governmental power was 
his hallmark.... 

If anyone in this country can 
claim to be the national socialists in our govern- 
ment, it is not the Aryan Nations. Aryan Nations 
and the various nazi [sic] organizations in America 
don’t even compare with the true national social- 
ists in our government. Unlike Hitler, who was a 
staunch enemy of communism and its Jewish 
masters, these national socialists follow commu- 
nist doctrine to further their ambitions .... At least 
the Aryan Nations people believe in true Chris- 
tian doctrine, but their political view needs to be 
brought in line with the laws and ordinances of the 
God of Israel. 165 

This passage, with its criticism of the cen- 
tralized government of the German National 
Socialists, appears to give Wangrud's group a 
libertarian veneer. Such aspects of Christian 
Patriot ideology have led to alliances with mem- 
bers of the Libertarian Party, as in the case of 
the Fully Informed Jury Association. 

Wangrud's vision of the ideal state, as with 
that of all Christian Patriot bigots, however, 
includes a massive intervention into the per- 
sonal lives of people of color and Jews, includ- 
ing not only their exclusion from the protec- 
tions of the Bill of Rights, but an invigorated 
state committed to enforcing the repressive 
and tenets of Wangrud's racist religion. 


Wangrud has written: 

God’s law and ordinances [are] to be enforced 
here on earth at our demand.... Imagine, when 
we do obey the laws of the God of Israel and the 
laws of this nation, and satan [sic] goes before our 
Father and accuses us, will not the God of Israel 
find Satan to be bearing false witness against us 
and will not the God of Israel then enforce his 
laws and ordinances on Satan and all of his 
dominions? ...Will not those who are not of 
Christ then be within our power instead of vice- 
versa? 166

In July 1993, Randy Giesler, 
a long-time contributor to BEHOLD!, was a 
scheduled speaker at a "patriotic" barbecue in 
Potomac, Montana, a farming community 
about twenty-five miles north of Missoula. 
Sponsored by Matthew Gerawan and Loran 
Cook of Potomac, the meeting played on the 
themes epitomized by the libertarian-like com- 
ponents of Christian Patriot belief described 
above. Also featured was far right conspiracy 
weaver John Coleman, author of The Conspira- 
tors Hierarchy: The Committee of the 300.

Citizens Service Center has done more than 
any Christian Patriot group to take the Patriot 
message into cyberspace. Using a nationwide 
computer BBS, the group's founder Richard J. 
McDonald has made Christian Patriot legal 
tactics available to anyone with a computer 
and a modem. As with many Christian Patriot 
groups, the Service Center focuses on provid- 
ing followers with the pseudo-legal means of 
revoking their federal citizenship, offering a 
"Citizenship kit" which will "walk you through 
the basic steps to restore common-law Citizen- 
ship."^

The brand of citizenship described in the 
group's regular BBS newsletter The Patriot 
leaves little doubt about its bigoted agenda.

What kind of citizen are you? Are you a 14th 
Amendment federal citizen, or are you a Citizen 
of the several States, as described in the Consti- 
tution as it was originally intended by the Found- 
ing Fathers? 170 

The answer places the organization firmly in 
the camp of the white supremacist movement: 

A free bom White State Citizen in the several 
States, is an individual whose inalienable rights 
are recognized, secured and protected by the 
various State Constitutions against State actions 
and against federal intrusion. . . . 


The 14th Amendment federal citizen, 
who is a second class citizen... who has 
congressionally granted privileges that are 
almost equal to the White Citizen.

The racist consitutionalism of the State Citi- 
zens Service Center leads the group to posi- 
tions which appear similar to those espoused 
by Christian Right organizations.

The Preamble to the Constitution of the United 
States of America (17 87) utilized the word “Poster- 
ity” signifying that the future Citizen (Capital C) 
has this solid protection from the date of concep- 
tion.... 

So, for those of you who do not have primary 
State Citizenship of the Union first, and are not 
State Citizens first... abortions for any reason are 
legal. 172 

This same view of abortion, though argued 
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through a more crass reference to a desired 
reduction in the population of people of color, 
is often found in the writings of Klan groups 
and neo-Nazis. 

Perhaps the Center's largest impact on 
Northwest Christian Patriots has been through 
the close relationship of Service Center pro- 
moter Doug Olsen to far right leader James 
"Bo" Gritz. Olsen, who has appeared as a "sov- 
ereignty" expert in Gritz's SPIKE Trainings, 
was on hand at a Gritz speech in February 1994 
in Beaverton, Oregon. At the event he distrib- 
uted copies of The Patriot and sold a set of 
computer disks produced by the group , 173 Gritz 
has also recommended the Service Center as 
the best of the state citizenship programs at his 


Survival Center 


The Survival Center has operated from its 
base in McKenna, Washington since the early 
1980s. Describing itself as "the largest health 
and survival products center in the country" 176 
the group peddles an array of merchandise 
such as dehydrated food kits, storage contain- 
ers, water purifiers and camping equipment. 
Advertisements for the Center appear regu- 
larly in survivalist publications such as the 
American Survivalist while the group distrib- 
utes a "survival" catalogue containing nearly 
1,300 titles on subjects ranging from allergy 
prevention and plant identification to shelter 
construction and weapons and explosives 
manufacture. 

Under the direction of president Dick 
Mankamyer, the Survival Center appeals to a 
clientele interested in survivalism, alternative 
health care and other subjects of interest out- 
side the organized racist movement. The group 
is, however, firmly rooted in the Christian 
Patriot movement — praising the movement's 
leadership, peddling an array of racist and 
anti-Semitic books and providing violently- 
minded racists with the practical tools needed

The Patriot has also been distributed in the 
central Montana town of Lewiston where Chris- 
tian Patriot activity escalated in late 1993 as 
Posse Comitatus-type courts were held to is- 
sue "indictments" against local government 
and law enforcement officials. Deputies in the 
town have been charged by local Christian 
Patriot leaders and placed under "arrest." Lead- 
ers in the local Christian Patriot group in- 
cluded Leroy Schweitzer and Jay Brand. 
Schweitzer was sought by law enforcement 
officials in late 1993 for failure to pay back 
taxes, while Brand was arrested and simulta- 
neously jailed for his failure to provide records 
in a worker's compensation trial. 175 


to prepare for the impending race war. 

A copy of the Survival Center Book List 
distributed at the Puyallup Preparedness Expo 
'92 includes numerous tracts by racist leaders. 
Among these are Martial Law Rule by Oregon 
City anti-Semite Robert Wangrud, War Cycles / 
Peace Cycles by murder advocate Richard Kelly 
Hoskins, several books by veteran anti-Semite 
Eustace Mullins and James "Bo" Gritz's long- 
winded Called to Serve. The group also distrib- 
utes books by far right leader Lindsey Will- 
iams, John Coleman's Conspirator Hierarchy: 
The Committee of 300 and Bill Cooper's Behold a 
Pale Horse, which includes a reprint of the anti- 
Semitic Protocols of the Elders of Zion. The group 
also sells videotapes by Gritz, Williams, Coo- 
per, far right leader Don McAlvaney and Gerald 
"Jack" McLamb. 177 

In addition to promoting such material, 
the Survival Center has sponsored seminars 
which promote the core Christian Patriot dis- 
tinction between white state citizens and 14th 
Amendment citizens. For instance, in October 
1992 the group held a Constitutional History 
Seminar on the topic of "Constitutional Free-

The Survival Center has come to be a regu- 
lar fixture at the Preparedness Expos which 
combine presentations by far right leaders with 
practical advice on taking precautions for an 
apocalyptic crisis in America. Mankameyer 
has been a featured speaker at seminars held at 
these events and the group has sponsored a 
booth at the events since 1991. As the Center's 
literature makes clear, the group views the 
Expos as a victory for the movement: 

The Survival Center attended both the Spo- 
kane and Seattle Expos. Quality is the one word 
I would use to describe them. Quality Speakers, 


Quality Vendors and Quality attendees. We have 
been attending Expos like this for the past 20 
years and I definitely felt a new, exciting higher 
level of awareness than ever before. People wanted 
to know the issues, were eager and willing to 
learn and took advantage of the products and 
services available to them.... With others like 
Col. “Bo” Gritz, Officer Jack McLamb and 
Lindsey Williams speaking out, the information 
is now getting to all those interested. 179 

The Survival Center's role in the Prepared- 
ness Expos forged a place for the group amongst 
the constituency that backed Gritz's 1992 presi- 
dential bid. When Gritz intervened in the Au- 
gust 1992 stand-off between Federal Marshals 
and racist Randy Weaver in Northern Idaho, 
the Survival Center joined the fray of racists 
and anti-Semites that sought to build support 
for Weaver. Throughout late 1992 the center 
promoted the United Citizens for Justice, the 
Naples, Idaho group formed by racist leaders 
to call for a grand jury investigation into the 
Weaver case. In its newsletter, the Center re- 
printed the United Citizen's "Mission State- 
ment" and urged people to contact the Idaho 
group for "help in setting up a chapter or a 
meeting in your area." 180 

The Survival Center's promotion of groups 
like the United Citizens for Justice and ongoing 
role in the Preparedness Expos are of particu- 
lar concern. The formation of militias by former 
United Citizens leaders such as John 
Trochmann and Eva Vail Lamb and the weap- 
ons and survival training promoted by Bo Gritz 
through his SPIKE training can be aided by the 
resources offered by groups such as the Sur- 
vival Center. The group provides an array of 
practical resources useful in the development 
of armed militias bent on advancing the racist 
movement through paramilitary preparedness. 
For instance, in addition to its litany of racist 
tracts, the Survival Center sells an assortment 
of manuals covering a full range of weapons- 
related skills. The list of books offered by the 
group on this subject is daunting, including 
such works as Munitions Vol. I-III, Improvised 
Weapons of American Underground, Infantry 
Scouting and Sniping, Home Workshop: Guns for 
Defense II, Home Workshop: Silencers I, How to 
Make and Use Custom Knives, and Mini-14 Super 
Systems. 181

Christian Identity: 
Kingdom of Hate 


J uly, 1992. A cool summer evening near 
Hayden Lake, Idaho. The quiet serenity of 
this mountain resort grudgingly yields to a 
gathering of some 200 men and women who fill 
a five-acre clearing in the woods. They as- 
semble in a large, menacing circle around a 
century-old symbol of racist violence and ter- 
ror: a burning cross. As a flaming torch ignites 
the diesel-soaked wooden planks and the night 
sky erupts with dancing light 
the Idaho air is choked with 
hate. 

In decades past most of 
the attendees at such gather- 
ings would don the tradi- 
tional hoods and gowns of 
the Ku Klux Klan. Tonight, 
however, the dress of choice 
is casual: blue jeans and flan- 
nel shirts, skirts and blouses. 

The ranks of modem hate 
groups have been swelled 
with a new breed of passion- 
ately religious men and 
women from modest back- 
grounds. Israel's Children. 

Yahweh's blessed. 

The followers of Iden- 
tity Christianity. 

As the flames die and midnight ap- 
proaches, an aging patriarch with the deeply 
furrowed face of an old-growth Douglas fir 
manages a contented smile. He is pleased with 
the weekend's events that culminated in the 
ceremonial cross burning. The many young 
people who had traveled from as far away as 
Las Vegas, Nevada to attend give him hope 


that a new generation of Aryan warriors will 
carry on his vision of a Northwest homeland. 

The participants begin to filter back through 
the woods to cars and trailers with license 
plates that designate their homes: Montana, 
Canada, Washington, California and Oregon. 
A small group of skinheads make their way to 
an old weather-worn hall they dub the "bar- 
racks" to swig their last beer of the weekend. 

Another group of men take 
up guard posts for the re- 
mainder of the evening, two 
of them stationed next to a 
sign painted with the mes- 
sage "WHITES ONLY." 

The scene is the closing 
ceremony of the 1992 Ary an 
World Congress sponsored 
by the Hayden Lake, Idaho- 
based Church of Jesus 
Christ Christian-Aryan 
Nations. The aging patri- 
arch is Richard Gimt But- 
ler, who has convened these 
annual gatherings for more 
than a decade. In the 
organization's fifteen-year 
history in the Pacific North- 
west, it has become the most notorious repre- 
sentative of Identity Christianity — the religion 
of the white supremacist movement. 

Racists and anti-Semites fill the ranks of 
Identity churches. But many followers do not 
display their bigotry in a manner as overt as 
gathering about a burning cross. A common 
feature of many Identity organizations is that 
they appear just that: common. Their Christian

devotion can be virtually indistinguishable 
from the worship practiced by fundamentalist 
Christians. 

In order to draw an accurate portrait of 
Christian Identity followers we could just as 
well peer into a small suburban church on the 
outskirts of Spokane, Washington. There a 
pleasant, elderly preacher addresses a hun- 
dred or so church-goers. The men sport polyes- 
ter and cotton slacks, button-down shirts and 
ties, the women are in flower print dresses. The 


tity Church, to speak of a relationship between 
Christianity and Judaism is blasphemy. 

Then again, the majority of Identity believ- 
ers can be found attending small gatherings of 
five to ten people in the home of one of the 
members. Participants at such gatherings, re- 
ferred to as "fellowships," read the Bible to- 
gether, share their troubles and hopes, and 
sing of a new day when the true "Israelites" 
will finally cross the River Jordan, obey their 
Lord and drive out His enemies. 

A composite portrait of Christian 
Identity must also include the scene of 
a wooded area — perhaps in Montana 
or Northern California — where a half- 
dozen young men dressed in army fa- 
tigues train with automatic weapons. 
They will take a blood oath and commit 
themselves to becoming "Phineas 
Priests/'Christian Identity assassins 
dedicated to racist and anti-Semitic 
murder as God's highest calling. 

As the umbrella religion for the 
white supremacist movement. Identity 
Christianity provides meaning for its 
followers. That meaning involves a Bib- 
lical justification for racism and big- 
otry. Even murder. 


flock sing hymns, devour a potluck lunch and 
hear an announcement for an upcoming car- 
wash to benefit the church. At first glance we 
have happened upon nothing more than Sun- 
day morning worship. 

At some point in the pastor's sermon the 
flock is referred to as the "elect." Members are 
urged to rejoice in the rediscovery of their 
historically suppressed "Identity" as the "Chil- 
dren of Israel." Fundamentalists like Jerry 
Falwell and Pat Robertson are denounced for 
speaking of a "Judeo-Christian" heritage. For 
the pastor at our hypothetical suburban Iden- 


Christian Identity believers use the 
Bible to rationalize their racist and anti- 
Semitic bigotry. The core beliefs of Chris- 
tian Identity can be summarized as fol- 
lows. White Northern Europeans are the 
Israelites of the Bible and, through Christ, 
the rightful heirs to a white, Christian "King- 
dom of God" to be established on earth. Jews 
are impostors, false "chosen people," and are 
often believed to be "children of Satan" in- 
volved in a global conspiracy to destroy the 
white race. People of color are inferior and 
destined to a subordinate position in the "king- 
dom," if they are allowed in at all. 

To understand the implications of these 
racial beliefs it is useful to compare Identity 
beliefs with those of evangelical Christianity 
concerning the important area of the "End 
Times." 
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The End Times, sometimes referred to as 
the "Latter Days," are associated with the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ and the time immedi- 
ately preceeding the Second Coming. Within 
Christianity beliefs about the End Times, tech- 
nically described as an eschatology, are divided 
into three general categories: pre-millennial, 
post-millennial and a-millennial. The millen- 
nium is a period of time, generally thought of 
as one thousand years in length, during which 
peace and harmony reign over the entire Earth. 
The prefixes "pre-," "post-" and "a-" refer to 
the timing of the Second Coming. Three key 
concepts associated with the millennium are: 
the Tribulations, Dispensationalism, and the Rap- 
ture. 

The Tribulations, or time of troubles, are a 
period of suffering, upheaval, sorrow, war and 
natural disaster. 

Dispensationalism refers to the belief in a 
divine dispensation or ordering of events by 
God in a predetermined manner unaffected by 
and independent of human agency. 

The Rapture is an event in which all living 
believers are transformed and ascend to dwell 
with Christ until his Second Coming. Depend- 
ing on the particular eschatological variation, 
the Rapture can occur before the Tribulations 
(pre-Tribulation or pre-trib), during the Tribu- 
lations (mid-Tribulation or mid-trib), or after 
the Tribulations (post-Tribulation or post-trib). 

In post-millennial eschatologies, Christ does 
not return to Earth until the end of the millen- 
nium, signalling the end of history and the 
beginning of his kingdom. For post- 
millennialists human agency — the actions of 
the church, governments and individual be- 
lievers — are vital in bringing about the millen- 
nium which is thought of as an expression of 
God's Kingdom. 1 In this view Tribulations are 
thought of not as a specific time, but as the 
trials of existence common to all life in the 
flesh. Since human agency is key to bringing 
about the millennium, the establishment of 
God's Kingdom is not seen as a specific dispen- 
sation. Similarly, since Christian believers are 
the ones responsible for bringing about the 
millennium, it would not work if they were 
whisked away in a Rapture, leaving no one to 
establish the Kingdom on Earth. 

In a-millennial eschatology, there is no mil- 


lennium, no reign of peace and harmony, rather 
human existance, more-or-less as is, continues 
right up to the time of the Second Coming 
when Christ returns to make his final judg- 
ments. Though there are no specifically millen- 
nial Tribulations, a-millennialists often see 
tribulation-like troubles as the continuingjudg- 
ments of God on the unrighteous. In the a- 
millennial view the

self is a dispensa- 
tion, an event or- 
dered by God unaf- 
fected by human 
agency, but believ- 
ers can effect the in- 
terim judgments 
through their ac- 
tions. Of course with 
neither millennium 
nor Tribulations, 
there is no reason for 
a Rapture. 

Pre-millennial 
eschatology holds 
that the Tribulations 
are a very specific 
period, often seven 
years in duration, 

during which the Earth will be wracked with 
disaster and political upheaval. Most Protes- 
tant fundamentalist and evangelical Christians 
in the United States are pre-millennialist, and 
most believe in a pre-Tribulation Rapture. This 
order of events is dispensational and not ef- 
fected by human agency. For these believers, 
Christ returns and sets things to right, estab- 
lishing the millennium of his Kingdom on Earth 
which is followed by the Eternal Kingdom. 

Many Identity believers share the pre-mil- 
lennial, dispensationist view which developed 
in 19th Century American evangelical circles, 
but most reject the idea of the Rapture, often 
referring to it as a "Jewish Hoax." In Identity 
circles prophesies of an impending apocalypse 
are often tied to financial instabilities, changes 
in weather patterns and natural disasters as 
well as news that relates to the geo-political 
position of the state of Israel. 

In most Identity theology, the period of 
tribulations builds to a racial Armageddon, or 
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Right 


genocidal war, and the "Second Coming of 
Christ" is invariably equated with an outpour- 
ing of violence against Jews, people of color 
and other racial enemies. Identity religious 
leaders often include explicit descriptions of 
the total destruction of people of color, Jews, 
liberals and other people deemed "God's en- 
emies." 

Rather than holding that a Rapture of be- 
lievers will remove them from the tribulations, 
most attack this belief as a conspiracy aimed at 
keeping white people docile and unaware of 
their rightful place as heirs to a white Kingdom 
of God. 

In the words of Spokane, Washington Iden- 
tity figure Karl Schott: 


u Judeo-Christianity is a lie from 
the pit of Babylonian Hell. . . . Judeo- 
Christianity is an oxymoron. You can’t 
link two absolute opposites together 
with a hyphen and create a new en- 
tity.... Judaism is the pinnacle of 
filth, occultism and everything that’s 
evil. You are either a Christian fol- 
lowing Christ or a Jew following the 
Satanic religion of Judaism.

ground on many social issues with the Reli- 
gious Right (e.g. opposition to abortion, gay 
and lesbian rights, "secular humanism" and 
liberalism and support for "traditional family 
values"), they reserve special condemnation 
for non-identity Christian conservatives, whom 
they consider pawns of the Jewish conspiracy. 
Identity leaders routinely launch malicious at- 
tacks on mainstream Protestant, Catholic and 
fundamentalistbelievers, citing efforts to build 
ecumenical relations between Jews and Chris- 
tians, support for racial equality and a lack of 
criticism of the state of Israel as evidence that 
Jews secretly control mainstream Christian 
churches. The vicious anti-Semitism that per- 
meates the Identity movement is often at the 
core of these attacks on main- 
stream Jews and Christians, as 
one Northwest Identity leader 
makes clear: 


Judeo-Christianity is a lie from 
the pit of Babylonian Hell.... 
Judeo-Christianity is an oxymo- 
ron. You can’t link two absolute 
opposites together with a hyphen 
and create a new entity.... Juda- 
ism is the pinnacle of filth, occult- 
ism and everything that’s evil. 
Y ou are either a Christian follow- 
ing Christ or a Jew following the 
Satanic religion of Judaism . 3 


Northwest History 


There are few ministers who understand the 
gospel of the Kingdom, and one reason for this is 
that, during their time in B ible College, they were 
taught that the Jews are Israel and also the erro- 
neous rapture theory, which nullify much of the 
Kingdom promises made to the Israelites (the 
peoples of Anglo-Saxondom today). . . . The rap- 
ture theory, as well as the theory that Jews are 
Israel, cancel out all the Kingdom Parables which 
tell us that the wicked shall be tied in bundles and 
cast out of the Kingdom, and that the righteous 
shall then shine forth . 2 

While Identity believers share common 


The roots of Identity Chris- 
tianity in the Pacific Northwest are found in 
British Israelism, a little-known religious move- 
ment that grew significantly towards the end 
of the 1 9 th Century. British Israelism promoted 
the idea that the "Lost Tribes of Israel" men- 
tioned in the Bible were actually the people of 
Northern Europe — particularly white Anglo- 
Saxons. For British Israelites the "Tribes" mi- 
grated throughout the centuries, eventually 
forming nation-states of Europe. 

Though originating in Europe, British 
Israelism has had North American adherents. 
A notable early leader was C.A.L. Totten, who 
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published a periodical titled Our Race and in- 
fluenced movement leaders such as J.H. Allen 
and Frank Sanford, founder of the Shiloh Bible 
school. 4 

One early British Israelite in the Pacific 
Northwest was Reuben H. Sawyer, a Portland, 
Oregon clergyman who in the early 1920s es- 
tablished the Anglo-Israel Research Society, 
supported a bookstore and helped operate a 
speakers bureau to promote British Israelism. 
Sawyer played a role in the formation of the 
British Israel World Federation, an interna- 
tional umbrella group formed in 1919 with its 
base in London, England. From 1921 to 1924 
Sawyer was active in the Ku Klux Klan in 
Oregon, working closely with Oregon leader 
Fred Gifford to broaden public appeal for the 
group. He also headed up the Klan women's 
auxiliary, the Ladies of the Invisible Empire 
(known as "LOTIES"). Sawyer lectured exten- 
sively throughout the Pacific Northwest, leav- 
ing his pastorate in 1921 to devote his full 
attention to promoting British-Israelism. 5 

In the late 1920s and 1930s British Israelism 
in America was dominated by the Anglo-Saxon 
Federation based in Detroit, Michigan. The 
group was founded by William Cameron, au- 
thor of the anti-Semitic diatribeT/ie Interna- 
tional Jew: The World's Foremost Problem, mil- 
lions of copies of which were published and 
distributed by auto manufacturing magnate 
Henry Ford. 6 Along with Howard Rand, Cam- 
eron built the organization and its publication 
Destiny into the premiere vehicle of British 
Israelism in the United States, influencing such 
noted racists and anti-Semites as Silver Shirt 
leader William Pelley, Gerald L.K. Smith and 
Gerald Winrod. 7 

Wesley Swift and Bertrand Comparet be- 
came the most influential early proponents of 
what can rightly be termed Christian Identity 
in the United States. In the late 1940s Swift 
formed the Church of Jesus Christ Christian 
which provided a vehicle for the expansion of 
Christian Identity nationwide from California 
to Florida. He also helped build other racist 
organizations, including the California Rang- 
ers and the Christian Defense League and pro- 
vided training for future leaders in the racist 
movement. 8 

Among Swift's early supporters were sev- 


eral who went on to play leading roles in the 
racist movement. William Potter Gale, a former 
U.S. Army Lieutenant Colonel under Douglas 
McArthur became the co-founder of the vio- 
lent Posse Comitatus. 9 James K. Warner, the 
one-time editor of the National Socialist White 
People's Party tabloid The National Socialist 
Bulletin became National Information Director 
and Louisiana Grand Dragon in David Duke's 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 10 

Another early leader was a man by the 
name of Richard Gimt Butler who would take 
the reigns of Swift's organization and move it 
to Hayden Lake, Idaho in 1979 and become the 
most notorious of the Christian Identity lead- 
ers. 11 
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Another factor in Northwest Identity his- 
tory is a series of theological conferences spon- 
sored by the Vancouver, British Columbia- 
based British 
Israel Associa- 
tion between 
1937 and 1947. 

Held in Seattle 
in 1937, Van- 
couver in 1939- 
40, Portland in 
1941-43 and 
Los Angeles in 
1945-47, these 
conferences 
helped forge 
an alliance be- 
tween the Van- 
couver Asso- 
ciation and the 
western seg- 
ment of the 
Anglo-Saxon 
Federation. A 
legacy of this 
alliance was 
the loose net- 
work of British 
Israel believers 
who remained 
scattered 

along the western Coast of Canada and the 
United States and whom are the ancestors of 
today's region wide development of Identity 
Christian organizations. 12 


British Israel

Taken together the profiles which follow constitute a detailed treatment of Christian 
Identity groups and leaders active in the Pacific Northwest. There is considerable 
redundancy between profiles since each is designed to stand alone as a self-contained 
expose. Backed-up by extensive documentation, they are intended as intellectual amunition 
for activists faced with the daunting task of opposing bigoted organizing by groups whose 
goals and ideology cannot be summarized in an easy sound bite. 


American Christian Ministries 


Following the death of founder Sheldon 
Emry in 1985, America's Promise Ministries 
was left without a clear leader. Emry, a patriar- 
chal figure in the Identity movement, had a 
following which extended to Christian Patri- 
ots, Posse Comitatus organizers and white su- 
premacists. His ministry, forged through his 
radio broadcasts and his books, e.g. Billions for 
the Bankers, Debts for the People, had no clear 
successor. 13 

Ben Williams, a close associate and fol- 
lower of Emry's, briefly appeared to be in a 
position to take the helm. When his leadership 
failed to take hold, he set out to create his own 
place in the movement, settling in the southern 
Oregon town of Medford. With a group of his 
followers, Williams established the American 
Christian Ministries (ACM). 14 

Williams breaks with the bulk of those in 
the Identity movement on at least one impor- 
tant theological point — apoint which may have 
played a role in his ultimate departure from 
America's Promise. 

Williams and other writers for his monthly 
publication The American Christian ridicule pre- 
millennialists who hold that a Second Coming 
of Christ will establish an earthly Kingdom 


devoid of the problems of modem society. In 
an article in the September 1991 American Chris- 
tian, Williams and ACM artist Paul Bunch write: 

The church says the kingdom of God is a 
“Utopia,” where there is no evil and only good. 
Since we have never had a magical kingdom 
where there is no evil and only good, they reason 
that the kingdom cannot be here. 

The truth is that Jesus never was a missing 
person. He never floated up to outer space. He 
simply assumed a different form when He was 
raised immortal from the tomb. He is now reign- 
ing IN HIS KINGDOM ON THE EARTH— 
which mortal men can not see or hear. Therefore, 
there is no need for Jesus to “return,” since He 
never left . 15 

Williams and his associates predictably 
attribute a belief in "futurism" to a Jewish 
conspiracy. Francis Christen, a frequent con- 
tributor to The American Christian and head of 
"Serpent Slayer," an anti-Semitic book outlet 
also based in Medford, writes: 

The misconceptions about a “future” age or a 
“Millennium” can be directly traced to two things: 

First: there are mistranslations in our English 
versions of the Bible .... 
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Secondly: Judeo-Christianity (and their re- 
lated “cults”) are first and foremost Jewish in 
their doctrine. All share the common false teach- 
ing that the Jews are “God’s chosen people” and 
they will eventually rule supreme over the whole 
world. 16 

The ACM attack on pre-millennialists 
duped by the "Jewish conspiracy" extends be- 
yond Christian e vangehcals to their fellow Iden- 
tity believers. Paul Bunch, for example, has 
written: 

The Identity Church denomination has its 
share of doomsdayers, too. In 1987, Andrew 
Bums was a popular speaker at Identity camps 
and conferences. He claimed he had carefully 
computed all the Jubilee 
cycles and that April 1988 
was the end of a long line 
of Jubilee cycles which 
marked the Second Com- 
ing of Christ.... 

As usual, many were in- 
fatuated by predictions of 
“the end.” Pete Peters, an 
Identity preacher in 
Laporte, Colorado, took up 
Bums’ prophecy and gave 
it wide distribution. ... Pe- 
ters was heard to say , “This 
year’ s summer camp might 
be the last one, ever, so 
you’d better attend....” 

When 1988 came and 
went, Andrew Bum’ s short 
period of fame ended 
abruptly, and Peters; et al. had to do some 
backpedaling.... 17 

In addition to Peters and Bums, Bunch lashes 
out at Clyde Edminster, another Identity 
preacher from Rainier, Washington who claims 
only five or six more years are left of this "old 
earth 

Williams and others affiliated with ACM 
eschew pre-millennialist eschatologies — even 
those of Identity leaders who see belief in the 
Rapture as a Jewish conspiracy. For W illiam s 
and ACM, the presence of Christ is witnessed 
in the course of historical events perceived as 
judgments against "sinful" governments and 
peoples. 

Williams and Bunch elaborate: 


Jesus makes His presence known to Chris- 
tians in many ways, and it usually comes in the 
form of major, life-changing, historical events .... 

These events. . . represent a substantial break 
in the normal routine of the central beast system. 
These were events that were not planned and 
orchestrated by the beast. . . These events hap- 
pened because our King (Jesus) orchestrated 
them for his own purposes. 19 

An understanding of William's eschatol- 
ogy can aid us in assessing the potential threat 
that the American Christian Ministries might 
pose to a particular community. As gleaned 
from the pages of the American Christian, the 
kind of community proposed by Williams 
would appear to be this: a 
self-governing community 
of fanatical racists and anti- 
Semites who attempt to 
sever their ties with local, 
state and federal govern- 
ment bodies, systematically 
violate those laws which 
they hold to be in opposition 
to their white supremacist 
"religion," and prepare for 
potentially violent conflict 
that could occur as a result 
of such violations of the law. 

In a series of articles 
titled "What is the Ecclesia?" 
Williams lays out the frame- 
work for the establishment 
of just such a community. In framing his argu- 
ment, Williams makes a sharp distinction be- 
tween the "church" and the "ecclesia." At the 
core of his argument is the central image found 
throughout Identity — that of a Jewish led ef- 
fort to destroy the institutions and life of white 
Christians. 

Williams sees the modem "church" as an 
outgrowth of an age-old Jewish conspiracy to 
destroy the form of government set in motion 
by Christ when he called on followers to 

. . .withdraw themselves from the Roman/Jewish 
political system (ie, the beast system). . . to form 
their own independent political systems based 
upon God’s law and the patriarchal, family-type 
system which is God’s true plan for civil govern- 
ment among men. 20 
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Williams sees the United States govern- 
ment as the continuation of a Jewish domi- 
nated "beast system." He advocates the forma- 
tion of self-governing communities which op- 
erate outside the laws of the current system 
with members standing ready to defend them. 
"We, today," he writes, 

...are still being called out of the One- World 
beast system to form our own ecclesias (politi- 
cally-independent, patriarchal-type communities 
under the reign of Christ). ... 

How, you may ask, will we prevent central 
government from encroaching again upon our 
communities? We simply apply the law of 
Yahweh which commands us to prohibit the 
establishment of other gods (i.e., law systems) in 
our land. “Other gods” is a Bible term meaning 
“other governments.” To prevent central govern- 
ment in our land, all we need to do is obey God’s 
law which forcibly prevents any form of mo- 
nopolization, centralization, state corporation, 
state licensing, standing armies (i.e., policemen) 
and any other tool of central government.... 

The ultimate answer for establishing godly 
government is not to agree to support a system, 
but rather to stand against any and all systems 
which attempt to centralize and amass power . 21 

There is a clear similarity between the con- 
cept of the "ecclessia" as advocated by ACM 
and the so-called Christian Covenant Commu- 
nities promoted by Christian Patriot leader 
James "Bo" Gritz. Williams advocates a patri- 
archal structure governed by an elder, or over- 
seer picked from the elders and "charged to 
protect the people against the 'devil' of central 
government" and a minister, while Gritz envi- 
sions a governing council of twelve selected 
from community members. 

There are differences as well. Gritz consid- 
ers a battle with the government as imminent 
and the institution of a Christian Republic a 
future certainty. Williams prophesies utter 
destruction of constitutional government in 
the United States and the assumption of local- 
ized power by the "ecclesia": 


The old brainwash of “the Constitution is 
good, but the politicians are bad,” MUST BE 
ABANDONED! The Constitution is what em- 
powers the politicians to do what they do. The 
Constitution created a bad government. It’s time 


the true patriots admit it, and stop their tacit 
support of the beast that they otherwise profess to 
hate.... 

Let the blood suckers get a real job, or die of 
starvation ! And, if they refuse, let them know that 
we will not willingly and blindly support them 
ever again ! 22 

While the a-millennial view of Williams 
and his followers would on the surface appear 
to mitigate against acts of racist and anti-Semitic 
organizing and violence, several factors indi- 
cate the need for concern. First, there is at least 
circumstantial evidence that one of William's 
followers has developed a working relation- 
ship with the Medford Citizens Bar Associa- 
tion (MCBA), a Christian Patriot group which 
promoted Gritz's 1992 presidential bid. 

Francis Christen, a frequent writer for T he 
American Christian, is also a regular contributor 
to The American's Bulletin, the monthly publica- 
tion of the MCBA. Christen also frequently 
places ads for the anti-Semitic Serpent Slayer 
Books in The Bulletin. 

Second, William's concept of the "ecclesia" 
is identical to the idea of the "Christian civil 
body politic" found across the Identity move- 
ment as a whole. In several instances Williams 
indeed substitutes this term for ecclesia. This 
idea has been explicitly linked to the "enforce- 
ment" of the Identity version of "God's Law" 
through physical violence. The "civil body 
politic" and the "ecclesia" constitute, for com- 
mitted racists, a governing body with the au- 
thority to carry out "judgments" against per- 
ceived law breakers. 

Finally, the a-millennial eschatology of 
Williams, which sees history as a series of 
ongoing judgments meted out by God and 
responded to by believers is strikingly similar 
to the eschatological view put forth by Richard 
Kelly Hoskins in his book Vigilantes of 
Christendom. For Hoskins, the "Phineas 
Priest" — the embodiment of Christian Identity 
belief and obedience to God — is not one who 
prepares for the impending race war, but one 
who commits racist, anti-Semitic or homopho- 
bic murder to stave off God's ongoing judge- 
ment of white people for failing to uphold the 
"Law." For Hoskins this includes such "crimes" 
as interracial marriage and allowing homo- 
sexuals to live.

When Dave Barley moved the Lord's Cov- 
enant Church and its outreach arm, America's 
Promise Ministries, from Phoenix, Arizona to 
Sandpoint, Idaho, in 1991 it was already a 
significant presence in the movement. From its 
humble beginnings in 1967, founder Sheldon 
Emry had built up a substantial tape and litera- 
ture outlet and radio ministry. By the early 
1980s, Emry's broadcasts were heard on more 
than 25 radio stations across the country. By 
1982, Emry had become a key figure with Posse 
Comitatus and Patriot activists through the 
publication of such booklets as Billions for Bank- 
ers, Debts for the People, 
a diatribe which pur- 
ported to expose an 
"anti-Christian" con- 
spiracy located in the 
Federal Reserve 
Bank. 23 

In addition to pro- 
moting anti-Semitic 
conspiracy theories at 
the core of the Identity 
movement, Emry was 
a proponent of the 
importance of human 
action in building the 
"Kingdom of God." 

He believed that in 
order to build that 
Kingdom, the racist 
movement needed a 
sophisticated para- 
military wing. In a let- 
ter to movement 
collegues about a 1979 
gathering of the Chris- 
tian Patriot Defense 
League, the first paramilitary effort to come 
from the Identity movement, Emry writes: 

...The attaining of the Kingdom is called a 

“battle,” “warfare,” we are told to “oppose,” and 


we are called “God’s battle ax and weapons of 
war.” . . .We must prepare ourselves for that jour- 
ney and the war for the Kingdom.... That will 
mean spiritual preparation and physical prepara- 
tion all the way from survival supplies, weapons 
and training, to contingency plans.... It means 
Individual plans and plans with other Identity 
Christians. ... YOU MUST KNOW WHO OUR 
ENEMIES ARE... every Christian Patriot... 
[must] begin to collect information files on our 
enemies with names, home address, place of 
employment, contacts... personal investigation 
must all be used to accumulate a list of those who 
are actively working against true Israel and against 
Christ’s Kingdom . 24 

Following 
Emry's death in 1985, 
control of the church 
and its propaganda 
was up for grabs. Sev- 
eral Identity figures in 
Emry's circle vied for 
leadership. Ben Will- 
iams initially ap- 
peared to inherit the 
church through the 
development of a na- 
tional support net- 
work based on his 
taped sermons. 25 By 
1989, Bob Hollstrom, 
a rabid anti-Semite 
who reveled in pro- 
moting the myth of 
"Jewish Ritual Mur- 
der," also appeared to 
be developing a fol- 
lowing sufficient to 
replace that of 
Emry's. 26 

But by 1990 the question of who would 
take control of Emry's operation was settled. 
Dave Barley, Emry's son-in-law, assumed the 
mantle. In early 1991 Barley and a small num- 
ber of the America's Promise faithful made a

move to northern Idaho, settling thirty miles 
north of their Aryan Nations neighbors in the 
small town of Sandpoint. 

The task of establishing a second Christian 
Identity group in this region of Idaho was 
made more difficult by the history of racist 
terror and intimidation already linked with 
Richard Butler's Aryan Nations. Any associa- 
tion of America's Promise with Butler's group 
would make establishing cordial relations with 
the broader community extremely difficult. 
However, if Barley could successfully distance 
his group from Aryan Nations, he could hope 
to win local converts who might be attracted to 
the basic Identity message.

The task of defining himself and his fol- 
lowers in the context of the Aryan Nations set 
the stage for anumber of innovations in Barley's 
theology. The America's Promise leader began 
to formulate a kinder and gentler Identity rheto- 
ric, which he began to call the "Kingdom" 

message. One of his first efforts to 

push this new rhetoric followed the 
appearance of several articles in the 
Spokane Spokesman Review and 
other localnewspapers. The articles 
correctly described Barley's minis- 
try as "known for its white suprema- 
cist and anti-Semitic message." 27 < 

Barley responded to the charges \ 

with a letter to the editor which is 
reprinted in the April/June 1991 
issue of America's Promise Newslet- 
ter. His attempts to make the phi- 
losophy of Identity seem benevolent fail, how- 
ever, and he ends up demonstrating the verac- 
ity of the very accusations of racism and anti- 
Semitism he intended to rebut. Barley writes: 

We are guilty of believing that Jesus Christ 
chose only those of His own race to be his 1 2 
disciples, and that he did not go out and choose 2 
Chinese, 2 blacks, 2 Indians, 2 Arabs, 2 Women 
or 2 Homosexuals, therefore he would be called 


a “Supremacist, Racist and Bigot” by today’s 
worldly standards .... 

We are guilty of teaching that the majority of 
those who call themselves Jews today, are not the 
true racial descendants of (Jacob) Israel. 

We are guilty of teaching that the true (Jacob) 
Israel people are today known as the Celto/ 
Saxon, Scandinavian, French, Germanic and kin- 
dred people. 28 

In attempting to forge a niche for himself. 
Barley has emphasized an artificial distinction 
between white Anglo-Saxons chosen by God 
as a "servant" and not a "superior" race. The 
distinction is facile, and in any case intended to 
highlight the need for strict obedience to God's 
laws (as interpreted by Barley) on the part of 
Identity followers. 

A close reading of the writings of Barley 
and his America's Promise associates betrays 
many of the same core beliefs as those advo- 
cated by the Aryan Nations. In a recent issue of 
the group's newsletter, pastor Barley writes: 

True, many Jews today, through race-mixing, 
look White, but they are not ! This is why the term 
"White race” in and of itself, is very vague and 
misleading. 

An increasing number of Christians are be- 
ginning to understand that the preponderance of 
Anglo-Saxon, Scandina- 
vian, and kindred people 
are the true racial descen- 
C-SLJ dants of Abraham, Isaac 

__ and Jacob-Israel, and that 

not all who are classified as 

® “White, ” are racially the 

same. This is especially true 
regarding the Jew.... I’m 
raising this issue to inform 
those who may not be aware 
1 that there is a distinct dif- 
ference between the Saxon 
and the Jew. 29 

Another rhetorical tool used by Barley to 
emphasize his group's "moderate" image has 
been the subject of the role of God, as opposed 
to man, in establishing the Kingdom of God. 
Using this distinction — between God's action 
and "Man's action" — technically known as 
Dispensationalism — Barley seeks once again 
to counter-pose his church with that of the 
Aryan Nations: 
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My point is that you and I are in Babylon and 
we will not come out of Babylon until God 
Almighty makes a way for His people to leave it! 
.... 30 

"Babylon" is a term for United States civil 
authority and our society as it is presently 
constituted. "Coming out of Babylon," is taken 
to mean rejecting society and selective rules, 
laws and regulations (e.g. drivers' licenses, 
taxes, etc.). 

Barley seeks to satisfy both sides of a de- 
bate within Identity circles while maintaining 
"plausible deniability" regarding any sort of 
promotion of violence. He says both that God's 
action will determine when, where and how 
Identity Christianity will triumph and that hu- 
man action is warranted in order to bring that 
triumph about. 

In other America's Promise material Alan 
Campbell spells out an end-time view that 
places "man" in a role of holding onto the seats 
of power until Christ returns to establish the 
"kingdom": 

Now we can occupy ’til Jesus comes, but to 
occupy implies you’re holding onto a besieged 
city like the Alamo.... Occupying is not estab- 
lishing the Kingdom, it’ s just holding on until the 
relief forces arrive. 

We’ re not going to establish the kingdom and 
then bring Jesus back, we’re going to occupy 
until circumstances are so dangerous. . . that He 
personally will intervene and come back... to 
establish that Kingdom here on earth. 31 

America's Promise eschatology, as de- 
scribed here, while not involving the overt 
descriptions of army building and warfare of 
the Aryan Nations, nonetheless involves a role 
for human action — that of holding a losing 
position in a battle "like the Alamo." In effect, 
the idea that Identity believers should be ready 
and willing to do battle with their Jewish and 
non- white enemies is directly linked to Christ's 
return in Barley's view. 

Given the penchant of Identity racists to 
interpret such things as interracial marriage as 
an onslaught against the white race, the defen- 
sive posture embodied in America's Promise 
eschatology could easily include "hanging on" 
by actively opposing "race mixing," for in-

It is ridiculous to think a criminal government 
will police itself!

Also, in the three years that they have been 
convened. Barley's Bible conferences have at- 
tracted the most open and ardent advocates of 
racist and anti-Semitic violence and murder in 
the country. 

America's Promise sponsored the "1st 
Annual Great Northwest Conference" in July 
1991. Held at a Holiday Inn in Spokane, Wash- 
ington, the conference attracted two hundred 
attendees who were treated to a series of ser- 
mons by some of the country's leading white 
supremacists. Speakers included anti-Semite 
Eustace Mullins and John Weaver, an Identity 
preacher from Georgia who delivered a fiery 
oratory on what he called "Molech religion," a 
Jewish conspiracy said to dominate die U.S. 
government.

called for the death penalty 
for homosexuals and anyone who charges in- 
terest on a loan as well as stating that the Bible 
forbids interracial marriage and business deals 
or eating with Jews and people of color. 35 

Randy Grimes, head of the Randle, Wash- 
ington-based racist book dealership BOHICA 
Concepts also had a table at the event. 36 

About a half-dozen leaders of the Church 
of Jesus Christ Christian-Aryan Nations at- 
tended the event, including Richard Butler, 
second-in-command Charles Tate, William 
Rhodes — a regular at Aryan Nations Con- 
gresses who often videotapes the events — and 
an unidentified neo-Nazi skinhead in full rega- 
lia. Tate, the father of Order member David 
Tate, was given the floor to speak. Butler had 
previously remarked about America's Prom- 
ise that "They preach much the same thing we 
do ... I have nothing against them whatsoever. 
I think they are real good people; I'm glad to 
have them around." 37 

In addition to these leaders of national 
stature, a number of regional figures spoke 
including Troy Anderson, a graduate of Mike 
W atson's Kingdom Covenant College in Grants 
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Pass, Oregon, Ernestine Young who runs an 
Identity church in Nampa, Idaho, Dave 
Parkhurst of the Olympia Christian Fellow- 
ship in Olympia, Washington and Ken Ander- 
son, who has most recently served as a trainer 
in James "Bo" Gritz's SPIKE Trainings. 38 

And Barley himself has, at times, promoted 
extremely provocative ideas. He has written, 
"RIGHTEOUS CIVIL UPRISINGS WERE A 
GOOD AND NECESSARY CLEANSING PRO- 
CESS."

The third annual America's Promise con- 
ference held July 22 - 24, 1994 gave the spot- 
light to former Ku Klux Klan and Aryan Na- 
tions leader Louis Beam. Only two weeks be- 
fore Beam was a featured speaker at the Aryan 
World Congress, held in Hayden Lake, Idaho. 
In introducing Beam, Barley praised the vet- 
eran racist as a "Christian warrior" whom Bar- 
ley would like to emulate. 40 

Other speakers included John Weaver, who 
offered a sermon which concluded that people 
of color lacked souls and would only enter the 
Kingdom of God as subordinates to whites, 
Alan Campbell, Keith Roberts, and Everett 
Siliven. The latter is a Nebraska fundamental- 
ist preacher active in the Coalition of Unregis- 


tered Churches now operating under the name 
Dr. Everett Ramsey. Mark Reynolds, the 
Colville, Washington head of Judah's Praise 
Ministries and host of his own radio show 
appeared at the event as a musical performer 
along with Troy Anderson. 41 

In addition to these annual conferences, 
America's Promise Ministries presently peddles 
its message of hate through the extensive dis- 
tribution of racist audio and videotapes and 
literature. In early 1992 the group began pro- 
duction of a weekly satellite television pro- 
gram usually hosted by Alan Campbell. 42 

Barley ventured into arenas more overtly 
political in 1992 and 1993. He distributed cas- 
sette tapes of far right leader James "Bo" Gritz 
during his 1992 presidential campaign and 
appeared as a speaker at an early meeting of 
the now defunct United Citizens for Justice 
(UCJ). UCJ was formed in September 1992 to 
seek a grand jury investigation into the death 
of Vicki and Samuel Weaver following the 
August 1992 stand-off between Identity adher- 
ent Randy Weaver and Federal Marshals. 

Ernie Nicholson, a regular writer for the 
newsletter who often draws on Reconstruc- 
tionist materials for his essays handles the 
printing operation of the church. Martha Bar- 
ley, Dave's wife, writes a regular column for 
the newsletter geared towards racist women. 
Chris Temple, a Montana Identity leader, has 
also written for the publication. According to 
America 's Promise Newsletter, Temple appeared 
as a speaker at the group's 1993 conference 
held in Sandpoint. 43

Just outside the town of Gig Harbor, W ash- 
ington, Ray C. Barker, the grand-fatherly patri- 
arch of many western Washington Identity 
figures, operates his Christian Israel Covenant 
Church. Barker goes to great lengths to assure 
potential recruits that he does not view Jews as 
a biological race, but rather as those "whose 
religion or faith is Satanic Judaism." 44 As with 
most purveyors of Identity Christianity, Barker 
generally fails to make a convincing case, be- 
traying his theology as racist and anti-Semitic. 

In his taped lecture "The Viper Connec- 
tion," for instance. Barker launches into a seem-

Karl Schott, who moved from Idaho to 
Spokane, Washington nearly fifteen years ago, 
has become best known in the movement for 
his annual Bible conferences, held at his Christ's 
Gospel Fellowship Church, and for his endur- 
ing short-wave radio program and monthly 
publication The Pathfinder. 

Theologically Schott places a great deal of 
emphasis on the idea that God, not Identity 
followers, will play the determining role in 
establishing the Kingdom of God for the Lost 
Tribes. As such, his efforts seem focused on 
transmitting his theological message to his fol- 
lowers and presenting Christian Identity to the 
broader community as just another branch of 
Christianity. Schott's program, along with that 
of Kingdom Covenant College pastor Mike 
Watson, constitute the two most serious efforts 
to mainstream the bigoted message of Identity 
Christianity in the region. 

Schott's interpretation of scripture typi- 
cally places less stress on human agency and a 
stronger emphasis on the role of God in deter- 
mining the fate of the "Twelve Tribes of Israel" 
(i.e. white people) and the establishment of the 
Kingdom of God on earth. He has written that 
"patriots" who defy laws governing the pay- 
ment of taxes do so in violation of God's will for 
Christians. In a 1986 edition of his newsletter, 
Schott quotes the apostle Peter who admon- 
ishes Christians to "submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man." 49 

In the same issue of The Pathfinder he goes 
on to write, "One of the best ways for Chris- 
tians to meet the accusations of our enemies is 
to lead a life of integrity and honesty" an im- 


portant theme to Christian fundamentalists 
and other mainstream conservatives. 50 

The idea is that individual initiative and 
"good living" please God. Political involve- 
ment is generally limited to the "saving" of 
individual sinners rather than the conquest of 
political institutions and the "world of men." 
In general, Schott believes God will change the 
world of men and establish His Kingdom on 
earth when He deems it appropriate to do so; 
not when individual Identity Christians de- 
cide is the time. 

At his 1991 Bible conference, Schott reiter- 
ated his position on defying civil authority by 
rhetorically asking Christian Patriots engaged 
in tax resistance and vigilante activity: "What 
would we get if everyone took the law into 
their own hands? Anarchy!" 51 

Schott, however adds an important caveat 
to this message of obedience to government, 
noting that 

under normal circumstances the Christian is to be 
obedient to the law of the land. This does not 
mean that the Christian is to obey regulations that 
are immoral or anti-Christian. In such cases it is 
the Christian’s duty to obey God rather than 
men . 52 

Such a statement leaves the door of interpreta- 
tion wide open as to which "regulations" true 
believers can righteously ignore. 

The relative moderation of Schott's project 
should not cause an underestimation of the 
threat of Schott's style of Identity to a commu- 
nity. Much as Aryan Nations-style groups, 
Schott preaches that Identity Christians are

under attack by a powerful Jewish conspiracy 
to undermine their "rightful" place in America. 
Like Richard Butler, Schott envisions a racially 
purified nation and the eventual removal of 
Jews from America. The disagreement is not 
whether such a thing should happen, but how, 
by whom and when. 

Schott has written. 

As we consider... long range prophecy... it 
becomes apparent that the time is coming... 
when the Edomites (Jewish people) will migrate 
in large numbers and take their place in the 
Christian Nations .... 

. . . Edom will gain tremendous influence 
among the children of Israel .... We see this as 
they have gained powerful positions in Govern- 
ment, the banking institutions, the news media, 
the movie industry, etc. They have become so 
powerful in many areas of our government and 
society that they are able to influence the direc- 
tion that the nation is going .... 

The Edomites have become so entrenched 
that we as a people will need the Lord’s help to 
get them out of not only our government but our 
Kingdom or nation as well . 53 

Schott promoted America's Promise Min- 
istry events during the time Ben Williams 
headed the Arizona-based group 54 and present- 
day America's Promise leader Dave Barley 
was cordially introduced to the audience at 
Schott's 1991 conference. 55 In addition, Schott 
has sold such books as War Cycles/Peace Cycles 
by Richard Kelly Hoskins. 56 This book was 
Hoskin's precursor to the Vigilantes of 


The Jubilee 


Contemporaneous with the rising influ- 
ence of Colorado Identity leader Pete Peters as 
the movement's key figure of the 1990s, is the 
rise in stature of the Midpines, California-based 
Jubilee. This bi-monthly tabloid has fast be- 
come the flagship publication of the Identity 
movement. Since its creation in 1988, the paper 
has in many ways come to represent to the 
Identity movement what theSpotlight is to the 


Christendom and marks the first appearance of 
the idea of the murderous Phineas Priesthood 
in the Identity movement. 

Regular guest speakers at Schott's annual 
bible conferences have included J.V. Foster, an 
Identity minister from Texas, Robert Record 
from California and Mike Watson of Kingdom 
Covenant College in Grants Pass, Oregon. 

There is the possibility Schott's efforts to 
present a moderate view of Christian Identity 
to the broader community could contribute to 
a more open acceptance of the movement's 
insidious teachings. At his 1991 conference 
Schott recounted the story of how, following 
the appearance of a newspaper story high- 
lighting the racism of the Identity movement, 
he had approached the chief of Police of Spo- 
kane, seeking to develop a relationship and 
giving him a copy of Dean Rusk's The Other End 
of the World, a book which lays out the basic 
Identity equation of white people as the Twelve 
Tribes of Israel. 57 

In 1993 Schott ran ads for Pathfinder in U.S. 
News and World Report in an effort to revive his 
national audience, but the chance of a resur- 
gence by the aging Idenity pastor is slim. 58 
With the rise of national figures such as Pete 
Peters and regional leaders like Dave Barley, 
Schott's popularity in the Identity movement 
has declined. While his 1991 conference drew 
about 70 people, his 1992 conference was can- 
celed due to a lack of interest. 59 Schott's radio 
show has also been dropped from the air in a 
number of locations.

Besides forging a national 
audience for Identity leaders and 
assorted white supremacists, in 
1991 the group initiated an an- 
nual conference that represents a 
number of important break- 
throughs for the movement as a 
whole. The first annual "Jubila- 
tion Celebration," held during the 
summer of 1991 in Sacramento, 
California, drew approximately 
100 people. The event featured 
movement leaders such as Ken 
Anderson, Louis Beam and, in an 
unusual twist for such an event, a 
California state representative. Re- 


O n July 29th, 1 994 in Pen- 
sacola, Florida, Paul Hill 
a former minister of the 
Presbyterian Church in 
America and the Ortho- 
dox Presbyterian Church, who strongly 
opposes the genocide of unborn chil- 
dren, shot and killed two men. Hill 
blasted abortionist "Dr.” Britton and his 
escort in the face with a 12 gauge shot- 
gun outside the Pensacola Ladies Cen- 
ter. Perhaps realizing that his work was 
unpopular at best, Britton was wearing 
a bullet-proof vest at the time of the 
shooting. Hill is being charged with two 
counts of murder and one count of at- 
tempted murder. 

This is the second time an abortionist 
has been killed in Pensacola in the past 
1 7 months. Abortionist Dr. Gunn, was 
shot down on March 10, 1993 outside 
Pensacola Women’s Medical Services 
Clinic for his involvement in aborti- 
cides. The man convicted of the murder 
(retroactive abortion) of Dr. Gunn, Mi- 
chael F. Griffin, is now serving a life 
sentence in prison. Other slayings have 
occurred outside of clinics in Witchita, 
Kansas and just last August another 
shooting (retroactive abortion) oc- 
curred, killing an abortion doctor in 
Mobile, Alabama. 

In the biased coverage of the 
Edomite controlled media. Hill was re- 
peatedly cited as a minister "who advo- 
cates violence." A so-called "expert" 
on mass murder was heavily quoted to 
vilify the man who admits he took the 
Biblical principal "do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you" to 
heart. Hill said in a previous interview 
this year, "If an abortionist is about to 
violently take an innocent persons life, 
you are entirely moraly justified in try- 
ing to prevent him from taking that 
life." Eric W. Hickey (the so-called 
expert) said "Mr. Hill is a man who fits 
the classic profile of a religious fanatic 
who believes he can put man's law 
aside." Adding, "He has justified him- 
self, but the Bible doesn’t justify mur- 
der. God does not sanction us to kill 
each other." 

But many who are angry about the 
exorbitant amount of abortions per- 
formed each year in America point out 
that children are being killed on a rou- 


tine basis (some 4000 a day), because 
" man ’s law" condones the practice it 
calls "planned parenthood." While 
Planned Parenthood’s public affairs co- 
ordinator Holly Potter of California 
maintains "Hill’s group is part of an 
ongoing conspiracy of violence against 
women and health-care providers." 

Planned Parenthood considers abor- 
tion a "medical procedure" that in- 
volves the woman’s body alone and the 
aborticide practitioner is in a "health- 
care role" to help women with health 


sight to see a waste container filled with 
the violently shredded remains of un- 
born children. The media has branded 
Hill as a cold blooded, psychopathic 
killer, while the "doctor” who per- 
formed hundreds of abortions, a prac- 
tice that many see as psychopathic and 
cold blooded, is exalted as a "likable 
man." Many advocates of pre-boms’ 
right to life are outraged that what they 
(and God) consider to be murder is 
sanctioned by the Edomite controled 
media and the courts.

problems (unwanted children). What 
they refuse to consider, which life advo- 
cates do, is the fact that there is a third 
party involved, namely the unborn 
child — renamed a fetus. This is from 
where the anger stems: On one hand 
you have laws (man’s law) that say if 
you kill a doctor or anyone else, you 
have committed murder — a horrible 
crime. On the other hand, if you are 
inconvenienced by a prebom child (fe- 
tus), you can go to a "doctor" and le- 
gally use the brutal procedure of tearing 
the unborn child out of the womb with 
a suction device. A practice that with 
out a doubt, ends life. 

At the scene of the shooting, Pensa- 
cola Police Sgt. Jerry Potts said, "It’s 
not a pretty sight to see two people shot 
in the head with a shotgun." But those 
who understand the practice of aborti- 
cide, like Hill, contend it isn’t a pretty 


Americans can undoubtedly expect 
to hear a louder cry for stricter gun 
control to "stop the senseless violence 
on health-care providers." In the up- 
side-down world of "man’s law" who 
knows what’s next. Will people be 
forced to abort (sacrifice) their first 
bom as in Biblical times under Canaan- 
ite rule, when people sacrificed their 
first-born as part of their Baal worship? 

When Hill was arrested he said, ”1 
know one thing; No innocent babies 
are going to be killed in that clinic to- 
day." Perhaps Hill, knowledgeable in 
scripture, relied on the example of 
Phineas who saved Israel from the 
wrath of God by punishing those who 
broke His law! (Antiquities Bk.4:6:10, 
4:6:12-13, 4:7:1, Psalms 106:30,37-39)

sion on the movement as a whole. 

In September 1993 at the third annual "Ju- 
bilation Conference," Hall and company did 
succeed in lighting a fire to the movement. 
Held in Sacramento, California and convened 
in the shadow of the Weaver siege, the confer- 
ence attracted Identity minister Pete Peters, 
Gun Owners of America head Larry Pratt, 
Identity nutritionist Ken Anderson, and Chris 
Temple, the former Moral Majority activist 
turned Identity follower who had risen to the 
position of Montana correspondent for the Ju- 
bilee by the time of the 1993 gathering. 61 

Louis Beam also played an important role 
and had by that time become an official corre- 
spondent for the Jubilee, writing articles about 
the Weaver siege, the Waco situation, and other 
incidents of government dealings with reli- 
gious extremists. 62 

With the addition of Beam, the Jubilee staff 
had come to represent nearly the full spectrum 
of the white supremacist movement. First and 
foremost was the strong presence of Christian 
Identity leaders. Besides Paul Hall II, there was 
Ted Weiland, a Nebraska Identity preacher 
brought into the movement by Peters, who 
wrote a regular column titled "Yah's Laws," 
and columnist Bruce McCarthy, the Oklahoma- 
based head of Kingdom Restoration Minis- 
tries. 

The paper also added Tom Blair as news 
editor, bringing a strong contingent of staff 
members steeped in white supremacist doc- 
trine. Blair is a racist eclectic, professing and 
supporting ideas and leaders from the full 
spectrum of the movement. He claims to have 
entered the right-wing movement through the 
John Birch Society, becoming disaffected with 
their unwillingness to be openly racist. Blair 
writes. 

The way that liberals and anti-Christian forces 
have claimed the Constitution as their own, twist- 
ing it into a document that has no resemblance to 
the intentions of our founding fathers, confuses 
the John Birch Society, but not patriotic Chris- 
tians. The Constitution reflects the values of the 
white, European, Christians who founded this 
nation. The changing interpretations of the Con- 
stitution reflect a change in the power structure of 
America away from its founders in favor of alien 
peoples with alien Gods . 63

Anti-Environmentalism 
Meets Christian Identity 

In addition to attracting the most impor- 
tant Christian Identity leaders in the country, 
the Jubilee has had considerable success ex- 
ploiting issues with origins in the so-called 
"wise-use" movement, such as opposition to 
land use planning laws and "sovereign county" 
measures designed to thwart federal jurisdic- 
tion. 

By raising the attention of its readers to 
these issues, the Jubilee managed to win the 
backing of California state representative Don 
Rogers, who became a welcome addition to the 
1992 and 1994 Jubilation Celebrations. Rogers' 
lecture at the 1992 conference focused on eco- 
nomic problems caused by environmental regu- 
lation, a key theme of the anti-environmental 
movement. That conference received only lo- 
cal press scrutiny and very little opposition. 
But Rogers' 1994 appearance generated a good 
deal of controversy as the Coalition for Human 
Dignity and other civil rights organizations 
brought the nature of the gathering to the 
attention of the local and regional media, in- 
cluding the Los Angeles Times. The California 
State Senator presented a lecture on "states 
rights" at the 1994 Jubilation. 65 Just prior to the 
event, Rogers was quoted as saying. 

The theme I get from reading their newspaper 
[The Jubilee-ed] occasionally is that they are a 
group of patriotic Americans looking to preserve 
and restore their individual freedoms . 66 

Another public official who was a featured 
speaker at the 1994 Jubilation was Richard 
Carver, a Nye County, Nevada county com- 
missioner. Carver is generally acknowledged 
to be a pioneer in devising legal strategies for 
thwarting federal jurisdiction over state and 
county government and is a recognized leader 
in the wise-use movement. 
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The day before the event the Las Vegas Sun 
quoted Carver as stating, "I have never been a 
racist in my life. I just don't believe that crap .... 
If they [the Jubilee] are trying to bring in white 
supremacy, I will walk out." 67 

In the same article. Carver provides an 
interesting example of how anti-environmen- 
talists and white supremacists can find com- 
mon ground with one another. According to 
the Sun, Carver suggested the "race issue" was 
raised by the federal government. The Sun 
quotes Carver further, "The feds are desperate. 
There's no telling what they'll do. It's govern- 
ment-backed to try to quiet me down." 68 

The Jubilee staff also succeeded in attract- 
ing the interest of another law maker, Colo- 
rado state representative Charles Duke. Duke, 
a Republican from Colorado Springs, was also 
scheduled to deliver a keynote address on 
"states' rights" but canceled at the last minute. 
"I did not wish to have any sort of racist into- 
nation with my 10th amendment resolution 
..." he was quoted as saying. 69 

The three public officials mentioned above 
represent the first time elements of the Chris- 


tian Identity movement have forged strong 
links with elements of the so-called wise-use 
movement, a development that bears further 
research. 

Concerning Rogers' attendance at the Jubi- 
lation celebration, the August 26, 1994 edition 
of the Los Angeles Times editorialized: 

State Sen. Don Rogers says he sees nothing 
wrong with his planned appearance Saturday 
night at a convention of alleged white suprema- 
cists. We do. Rogers, an Antelope Valley Repub- 
lican, will be sharing the speaker’s platform in 
Bakersfield with a former leader of the Ku Klux 
Klan in Texas and an organizer for the Aryan 
Nation. They and other kindred spirits will be 
there under the auspices of a newspaper called 
Jubilee, which is a national publication of the 
Christian Identity movement. According to a 
respected watchdog group, that movement’ s fol- 
lowers consider just about everyone who is not of 
Northern European background to be racially 
inferior. Nice company to be in, if you happen to 
be a practicing bigot. But hardly the kind of 
company that any responsible state official would 
choose to spend an evening with. 


Judah’s Praise Ministries 


Judah's Praise Ministries occupies an in- 
teresting place in the panoply of groups that 
make up the Christian Identity movement. 
Headed by Colville, Washington Identity be- 
liever Mark Reynolds, Judah's Praise is a mu- 
sical group that plays a fusion of gospel-blue- 
grass injected with lyrics that reflect many of 
the concerns found in Identity theology. Lack- 
ing overt racism and anti-Semitism, however, 
Judah's praise songs include such titles as 
"Washed in the Blood," "I Will Sing Unto 
Yahweh" and "Awake O' Israel." 70 

Played at Bible conferences, home "fellow- 
ships" and various "feast" celebrations, such 
music supplies the Identity movement with its 
"positive" social glue. It helps sustain a culture 
which insiders view as embodying a love of the 
"Israelite" people and a vision of the return of 
their race to its rightful and regenerated posi- 


tion as the heirs of a "Kingdom of God" on 
earth. 

Besides Reynolds, the musicians that make 
up Judah's Praise include Tony Mansfield, Jim 
Murphy and Jeff Ryan. The quartet has pro- 
duced two tape cassettes recorded at Harvest 
Productions in Northport, Washington. 71 In 
1992, following the release of the group's first 
tape 1 Will Follow Thee, Judah's Praise boasted a 
mailing list of about 300. 72 

Judah's Praise leader Reynolds is not shy 
about expressing his opinions of other Identity 
organizations. When Washington state Aryan 
Nations leader and racist skinhead Justin Dwyer 
settled briefly in Colville, Washington in June 
1992, Reynolds employed him in his plumbing 
business, making a concerted effort to "get 
Justin out of the Aryan Nations." 73 

His attempts to extricate the young racist 
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Reynolds — 

“Case in point, 
laws to execute 
sodmites would 
surely put a quick 
end to people 
dying from Aids 
they got in a 
restaurant or the 
dentist’s chair! 
So-called toler- 
ance is anti- 
Christ and luke- 
warm!” 


skinhead from the premier Identity group in 
the region were motivated by his view that 
Aryan Nations leaders do not teach "true" 
Identity Christianity. In fact, Reynolds views 
many Aryan Nations followers as "Biblical 
illiterates" and Aryan Nations-style Christian 
Identity as "a slap in a lot of our faces." 74

While adamantly 
denying a belief in a 
Jewish conspiracy, Reynolds nonetheless has 
stated that Jews are "taking advantage of the 
situation" of being viewed as "God's chosen 
people" and that Jews "may be" one of many 


tools used to "hammer on (Israel) when they 
do not follow God's Law." 76 

In a June 1992 letter to the editor of the 
Colville Statesmen Examiner, Reynolds wrote. 

Do you think 50 years ago the men would 
allow a rapist to be moved into their community 
with the government’s blessing? Or a porno 
shop, sodomite bathhouse or a abortuary [sic]? 

No, because men were men. Now we have a 
society of “emasculated whimps” who want to be 
preached “love” and “tolerance” when true love 
is for the many, not the one pervert ! Case in point, 
laws to execute sodomites would surely put a 
quick end to people dying from Aids they got in 
a restaurant or the dentist’s chair! So-called 
tolerance is anti-Christ and lukewarm! 77 

It is not surprising that Reynolds has ex- 
tensive ties with regional and national Identity 
leaders. His band has played at the 1991 Bible 
conference of Colorado Identity leader Pete 
Peters 78 and the 1994 America's Promise con- 
ference in Sandpoint, Idaho. 79 

The cover of Judah's Praise 1992 tape "I 
Will Follow Thee" further points to the core 
racist inspiration for the group's music. The 
cover offers "special thanks to Pete, Ted and 
Louis for encouragement to use a talent given 
by our Father to praise Him and to bless His 
people with song." 80 Reynolds confirms that 
the "Pete, Ted and Louis" refers to Colorado 
Identity leader Pete Peters, Nebraska racist 
Ted W eiland and Louis Beam, the former Klans- 
men and Aryan Nations organizer noted for 
his promotion of paramilitary organizing. 81 


Kingdom Covenant College 


If the Church of Jesus Christ Christian- 
Aryan Nations stands as the Pacific Northwest's 
most radical proponent of Identity Christian- 
ity, the Grants Pass, Oregon-based Kingdom 
Covenant College serves as the most impor- 
tant link the movement has to the broader 
religious right community. 

Together with fellow-identity activist Brad 
Bulla, pastor Mike Watson founded the King- 
dom Covenant College (KCC) in 1988 as an 
Identity ministry and school for young people. 82 


Pastor Mike Watson is a frequent lecturer 
at Identity events throughout the United States. 
In his monthly publication The Centinel he typi- 
cally steers clear of the blatant forms of racism 
and anti-Semitism found in the writings of his 
less-schooled brethren. Rather than using bla- 
tant racist vitriol, Watson is more likely to 
promote themes that resonate among Chris- 
tian fundamentalists, such as the importance 
of a "literal" reading of the bible. For Watson 
and many other fundamentalists. Biblical law 
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should directly inform and shape governing 
institutions. A 1992 KCC student, Rhonda Faith 
Allen, articulates this position well when she 
writes: 


In a Christian form of government, God’s 
laws as found in the Holy Scriptures are the basis 
for all conduct, and there can be no question as to 
whether it is right or not; it is the Word of God. . . 
A Christian government’s laws are all taken 
from or at least based on God’ s Word. ... I hope 
you can see how important it is that our nation 
turn back to Christian Government . 83 


Watson stepped into his role as a signifi- 
cant Northwest Identity leader beginning with 
his initiation of the Remnant Resolves, a collec- 
tion of principles adopted at Pete Peter's 1988 
Rocky Mountain Bible Camp. As told by Pe- 
ters, Watson approached him at the camp to 
initiate the idea of drafting the resolves, pre- 
senting his plan to the gathering in a speech 
titled "Choosing to Resolve." The document is 
written as a pledge to be made by the senior 
Identity leaders present at the camp. Two of 
the "Resolves" state that it is "blasphemous" to 
allow Jews to hold public office and that inter- 
racial marriage "pollutes the integrity of the 
family." 84 

Elsewhere, Watson describes some "points 
of unity" among all Identity followers: 


. . . We all agree on who the anti-Christ is and 
we can emphasize that and preach on that. But 
too much of that and we miss the holiness in our 
own personal lives that God is looking for. We all 
agree that self-defense is important. We all agree 
that abortion is murder. Sodomy is acrime against 
God. Interracial marriage is evil. Pornography is 
wickedness before the Lord. So there are lot’s of 
things that we agree on . 85 


Unlike fellow pastor Karl Schott of Christ's 
Gospel Fellowship, who has condemned patri- 
ots who flagrantly violate the law through tax 
protesting and the refusal to carry drivers' 
licenses, Watson takes a different approach to 
the subject of Identity Christians and the gov- 
ernment: 


I get sick and tired of so-called patriots telling 
us that we’ve got to get rid of all of our licenses 
and all of our forms and everything else, and not 


one of them has helped a widow or orphan, that 
I know of, do the same thing that they ’ ve done .... 
You’ve got out of Babylon. You don’t have any 
drivers license, you don’t have any tax return, 
you don’t do this you don’t do that. You walk as 
holy as anyone ever walked on the face of the 
earth. I challenge you to take a widow woman 
who would like to do the same thing that you’ve 
done, adopt her for the rest of her life so that she 
does not have to live in Babylon . . ,. 86 

More so than any other Identity pastor in 
the region, Mike Watson is a coalition builder 
and a serious practitioner of outreach to his 
brethren trapped within "Judeo-Christian" 
churches and the "Babylonian system." A 
skilled preacher and a close reader of biblical 
text, Watson affirms the racism, anti-Semitism 
and distrust of civil authority that runs so deep 
throughout Identity followers, yet tempers this 
affirmation with sage advice: activists must be 
skilled in their methods of political activity if 
they are to be effective. 

According to Watson, the broader Chris- 
tian community should not be denounced, they 
shouldbe reached out to and converted. Watson 
makes a point of inviting other Christians into 
the Identity fold: 

I want to have an open heart for my brother in 
the Judeo-Christian world. I want to hear what 
they have to say. One of these days they might 
listen to what I have to say. But if we just cut them 
off, and won’t let them into our meetings, then I 
believe we have made a mistake . 87 

As part of his effort to build bridges to 
broader segments of the Christian community, 
Watson requires that KCC students participate 
in "Mercy Ministries," which includes volun- 
teering with a local anti-choice group called 
"Students for Life." 88 According to KCC gradu- 
ate and teacher Mark Black, Watson has also 
made efforts tobuild a "school ministry" among 
two Grants Pass-area Christian high schools. 89 
In 1992 Watson wrote that KCC students were 
practicing internships in "Principles of Ameri- 
can Christian History for the Elementary Years" 
at the Pleasant Valley Christian School. 90 

To date Watson's biggest success at out- 
reach to the Christian Right appears to be a 
November 1991 Thanksgiving event held in 
Grants Pass that featured David Barton, a ris- 
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ing star among religious right intellectuals. 91 
More than 400 people attended the event to 
hear Barton, who is the author of The Myth of 
Separation and has been featured on Pat 
Robertson's 700 Club and the Trinity Broad- 
casting Network. 

Barton's organization, Wallbuilders, pro- 
duces a slick monthly magazine and has an 
active tape cassette and video tape ministry. 
Barton also addressed Pete Peters' 1991 Rocky 
Mountain Bible Retreat. 92 

Further evidence of Watson's interest in 
outreach to evangelicals is his appearance at 
non-identity events. He has attended non-Iden- 
tity seminars sponsored by Ben Gilmore in 
Morgan Hill, California and credits these semi- 
nars with introducing him to the so-called 
"Principle Approach" to education. Watson 
and his students have also attended James 
Rose's non-identity Western 
Regional Conference on 
American Christian Education 
held in Sacramento, Califor- 
nia during 1992. 93 

Kingdom Covenant Col- 
lege representatives have at- 
tended the camps of Pete Pe- 
ters in 1986, 1987, 1988, and 
1989 as well as the 1991 con- 
ferences of Karl Schott and 
Dave Parkhurst. 94 Watson has 
also presented at Dave 
Barley's "Bible Camps." 

Speaking on behalf of Watson, 

KCC graduate Troy Ander- 
son made an appearance at 
the 1991 America's Promise 
conference and provided mu- 
sical entertainment at the 
Sandpoint, Idaho group's 1994 
conference. 95 

Besides students that follow Christian Iden- 
tity, KCC has hosted at least one neo-Nazi 
skinhead, Joshua Flanigan from Pennsylvania. 
A photograph of the young racist printed in 
Watson's publication shows him dressed 
smartly in a suit and tie. The young man's hair, 
however, had not completely grown back at 
the time the photograph was taken. 96 

The curriculum of Kingdom Covenant 
College is rooted in the so-called "Principle 


Approach to Education," a method promoted 
by the San Francisco based Foundation for 
American Christian Education. As described 
by Rosalie Slater, who is credited with devel- 
oping the method along with Verna Hall, the 
Principle Approach to Education was initially 
designed to turn back the influence of secular 
education methods in Christian schools. Criti- 
cizing those who "state that America is plural- 
istic, Judeo-Christian, or non-Christian," Slater 
links education to "restoring" a "Christian form 
of government" in America. She writes: 

The most crucial field of influence in America 
is the field of education. The basic underlying 
philosophy guiding our public or state schools is 
at cross purposes with the fundamental prin- 
ciples which established the American Republic. 
Christian Schools have a tremendous opportu- 
nity to provide the lead- 
ership in American edu- 
cation and restore both 
the philosophy and the 
academic content which 
made America pre-emi- 
nent as a Christian nation 
with a Christian form of 
government . 97 

Watson echoes 
these ideas. Describing 
abattle in the education 
system between "secu- 
lar humanism" and 
Christianity, he writes: 

Any method of edu- 
cation which is not God- 
centered is centered on 
humanism. There can be 
no other choice. Educa- 
tion will either instruct 
in humanistic principles 
or godly principles. . . , 98 

The nominal success that Watson has had 
in forging links to some Christian conserva- 
tives has not necessarily translated into finan- 
cial success for Kingdom Covenant College. In 
1992 attendance at Watson's school dropped to 
fewer than ten students, and the organization 
does not appear to have the immediate capac- 
ity to rise to national prominence as did Scrip- 
tures for America in the late 1980s. 
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Marble Community Fellowship 


In February 1991, when Anne and Barry 
Byrd set out to build the Marble Community 
Fellowship near Northport, Washington, they 
couldn't lose their past. Their Stevens County 
neighbors were concerned about the couple's 
possible ties to known white supremacists, 
including Christian Identity leader Pete Peters, 
and the Byrd's sought to allay their fears. Barry 
appeared before the Northport City Council to 
renounce Peters and Anne assured reporters 
that their ties to Peters were insignificant and 
long since over." Asked about their appear- 
ance at Peters' Bible camps, Barry assured the 
city council, "We went there because we were 
asked to go there .... But we haven't been there 
for three years." 100 

Much of the controversy focused on a 1989 
visitby Peters to nearby Colville. Concern grew 
that the Byrd's band. Legacy, had performed at 
the event, while the Byrd's Washington state 
representative Steve Fuhrman (R-Colville) and 
several letters to the editor argued that the 
Byrd's were not present. 101 Barry Byrd assured 
the City Council that Peters' bigoted views had 
kept his group from the event: "We're Chris- 
tians. We don't condone hatred toward any- 
one," Byrd said. 102 

The controversy over Marble Community 
Fellowship has divided the community. Ef- 
forts on the part of the Byrds and the fifteen 
assorted families living on the Fellowship 
grounds to assure the community of their be- 
nevolence obscures both the extent of their 
involvement in the Identity movement and 
their present agenda. 

The Byrd's, through their musical band 
Legacy, have been leaders in the Pacific North- 
west Identity movement for years. By their 
own account their involvement extends back 
at least to the mid 1980s. 

In 1986, Legacy played at the "Northwest 
Freedom Rally" in Richland, Washington. 103 
Numerous well known white supremacists 
spoke at the event as well, a pattern that held 


firm throughout the 1980s. 

Legacy played at Pete Peter's Rocky Moun- 
tain Bible Camp in 1987, 1988 and 1989. Iden- 
tity leaders from around the country attend 
these week-long camps which include Bible 
study and presentations on movement strat- 
egy. Speaking before the Northport city coun- 
cil in May 1992, Barry Byrd acknowledged that 
his family had performed at Peters' camps. 104 
This confession, however, understates his role 
in the Identity movement. 

At Peters' 1988 camp, both Byrd and his 
brother-in-law Brad Bulla, who is also involved 
with the Marble Community Fellowship, 
worked with leading national figures in the 
Identity movement to draft a strategy docu- 
ment called the Remnant Resolves. These docu- 
ments, produced over a five day period at the 
camp, express the core beliefs of Identity Chris- 
tians. In a clear attack on Jews, the Resolves 
state, "It is blasphemous to regard anti-Christs 
as 'God's chosen people' and to allow them to 
rule over or hold public office in a Christian 
Nation." The Resolves further state, "Inter-ra- 
cial marriage pollutes the integrity of the fam- 
ily." 105 

Evidence that Brad Bulla and Barry Byrd 
held the beliefs expressed in the Remnant Re- 
solves comes from Peters' description of the 
document's adoption. He writes: 

It was agreed at the outset that if all the men on the 
committee did not agree with the final draft, the 
entire document would be abandoned and the 
disagreement would be accepted as an indication 
that the project was not of God . 106 

Both Bulla and Byrd signed the document and 
appeared in a photograph with the other mem- 
bers of the "Remnant Resolves Committee." 107 
In addition to Peters, the members included 
such noted racists as Ted Weiland of Nebraska, 
James Bruggeman of North Carolina, Mike 
Watson of Grants Pass, Oregon and Ret. Col. 
Jack Mohr of Mississippi. 108 
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But the Byrd's also have disturbing ties to 
another religious group that is extremist in its 
interpretation of the Bible, Christian Recon- 
structionism. This movement makes its goal 
the complete "reconstruction" of society along 
Biblical lines. Among its core beliefs are that 
other religions do not deserve equal protection 
under the law and that government must fol- 
low its strict religious view to remain legiti- 
mate. Some in the movement call for the death 
penalty for homosexuals. Reconstructionism's 
extreme religious bigotry and anti-democratic 
view of government forms a bridge between 
the white supremacy of the Remnant Resolves 
and the activities of the Byrd's and their present 
day associates. 

Just three weeks after their appearance at 
Peters' 1989 conference, the Byrds were sched- 
uled to appear at a camp of the Santa Rosa 
Christian Church in California. 109 In 1975 this 
church was taken over by leaders associated 
with Dennis Peacocke, a national leader in the 


"shepherding movement." 110 

Peacocke is head of the Christian Strategic 
Services in Santa Rosa, California and is listed 
as "counsel" to the Byrd's Marble group. 111 In 
1986, Peacocke signed onto "The Christian 
World View Documents," a set of principles 
that govern the Coalition on Revival, a leader- 
ship group composed of Christian Rightists 
and Reconstructionist leaders from around the 
country. Peacocke is a steering committee mem- 
ber of this organization. In addition, Shelby 
Sharpe, the Byrd's legal advisor, is a non-steer- 
ing committee signer to the document. 112 

The Byrds express anti-democratic themes 
common to both Reconstructionism and the 
Identity movement in their stated goals for the 
Marble Community Fellowship. They write, 
"We are committed to uniting the generations 
to labor together to bring the dominion of 
Christ in every area of life." 113 These "areas" 
include "education, business and civil govern- 
ment." 114 


Olympia Christian Fellowship- 
Christian Fellowship Ministries 


Following the death of head pastor Claude 
Inman in 1991, a young pastor in his late 20s, 
David Parkhurst, took over the reigns of the 
Olympia Christian Fellowship Church in Olym- 
pia, Washington. In 1993 Parkhurst moved the 
organization from Olympia to Steilacoom, 
Washington and renamed it Christian Fellow- 
ship Ministries. 115 

Much like Christ's Gospel Fellowship pas- 
tor Karl Schott, Parkhurst de-emphasizes the 
racism that is so fundamental to Identity Chris- 
tianity and sticks primarily to issues of salva- 
tion. 

Parkhurst's annual Bible camps, begun in 
1991, have not generally featured prominent 
figures in the Christian Identity movement, 
though attendees at his 1991 conference in- 
cluded Stephen Jones of Batesville, Arkansas, 
Schott, and Mike Watson. 116 


Material on hand at this conference pro- 
moted a Fourth of July gathering to be held a 
Ray Barker's Christian Israel Covenant Church 
in Gig Harbor, Washington, a more radical 
Identity church. Although only about 30 people 
attended Parkhurst's 1991 Bible camp, the 
young pastor stands a fair chance of bringing 
younger people into the Identity fold. Given 
the shortage of young, articulate pastors within 
the Identity movement, and the resulting diffi- 
culty movement leaders sometimes face in at- 
tracting young people, the Christian Fellow- 
ship Ministries and pastor Dave Parkhurst bear 
watching. 

The young pastor has begun publishing a 
regular newsletter. Crossing the Jordan, and has 
been a speaker at conferences held by Karl 
Schott and Dave Barley's America's Promise 
Ministries. 117 
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Scriptures for America-Pete Peters 


In the 1986 report The Christian Identity 
Movement: Analyzing its Theological Rationaliza- 
tion for Racist and Anti-Semitic Violence, Leonard 
Zeskind, the former research director for the 
Center for Democratic Renewal, observed Pete 
Peters at the beginning of his ascension to the 
most influential position in the Identity move- 
ment. 118 Zeskind aptly described him as "one 
of the rising stars on the Identity speaking 
circuit" and noted that Peters ran a tape sales 
operation and a small church in Laporte, Colo- 
rado, while maintaining radio 
broadcasts on AM stations in 
Texas, Nebraska, New Mexico 
and California. 

By the late 1980s an Annual 
Bible camp sponsored by Peters 
and his outreach ministry. Scrip- 
tures for America, had placed 
itself in the running as the key 
annual event of the Identity 
movement. With the Aryan Na- 
tions stinging from the break up 
of the Order and the Fort Smith 
Trials, leadership of the Identity 
movement was becoming an 
open question. Pete Peters was 
poised to answer. 

The story of Pete Peters is in 
many ways the story of the mod- 
ern white supremacist move- 
ment. Peters began with the tried 
and true methods of Identity recruitment — 
bible conferences and book and tape minis- 
tries — with only limited success. But in 1993 he 
leaped onto the satellite television and short- 
wave radio airwaves in a manner unmatched 
by other organized racists. 119 While not from 
the Pacific Northwest, Peters' impact on this 
region's white supremacists has been tremen- 
dous. From the time when Order member 
David Lane attended Peters' Sunday services 
and went on to help form the most sophisti- 


cated terrorist underground the United States 
had seen in decades, to the present when his 
stature among racists is almost universally 
hailed, Peters has been a pioneer in expanding 
the theology of hate. 

The gain in Peters' stature became clear 
during 1986 - 1989 when his annual Rocky 
Mountain Bible Retreats began to attract na- 
tional figures such as Richard Hoskins, Jack 
Mohr, Kirk Lyons (a North Carolina-based 
white supremacist lawyer) and James "Bo" 
Gritz. The staying power 
of Peters ' efforts was also 
apparent. His Bible 
camps were week-long 
affairs, combining racist 
sermons and movement 
strategizing with music, 
food, talent contests, 
match-making, "Anglo- 
Saxon Sports," and bap- 
tismal ceremonies. At- 
tendees heard not only 
fiery calls to action by 
leading militants in the 
movement, but also 
warm and fuzzy coun- 
seling sessions such as 
"Intimacies in Marriage" 
conducted by Peters' 
wife, Cheri. 

Where the Aryan 
Nation's annual World Congress sought to 
build a viable racist culture around the open 
flaunting of the symbols of neo-Nazism, Peters 
has attempted to forge a community based on 
the religious veneer of a more theologically- 
oriented brand of Identity. 

Peters places a greater emphasis on expli- 
cating the often convoluted and confusing theo- 
logical intricacies of Identity theology than 
Butler, but his core message is the same: whites 
are under attack from a Jewish controlled gov- 
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emment and threatened by interracial mixing 
from inferior people of color. A racial Arma- 
geddon, involving an outpouring of violence 
against his enemies, was the solution to this 
diabolical attack. In pamphlets and radio broad- 
casts Peters has revealed his hatred for Jews as 
a "parasitic" element of society which will face 
dire retribution: 

Once God’s laws are obeyed by His people, 
the body of people shall be healed. Healthy 
bodies throw off parasites. When there is repen- 
tance and obedience to His laws, the porno shop 
will no longer be on Main Street, the Jewish 
Hollywood filth will no longer be tolerated, the 
prostitute-scribe reporter will no longer be al- 
lowed to lie, the homosexual and murderer will 
be removed, the Jewish bankers will no longer be 
allowed to charge interest. . .. 120 


and authority relations within the family. Em- 
bedded in the Resolves were clear instances of 
racial and religious bigotry, including the posi- 
tion that "inter-racial marriage pollutes the 
integrity of the family" and that it is "blasphe- 
mous" to allow Jews to "hold public office in a 
Christian Nation." 122 

Among the Northwest leaders working 
closely with Peters in drafting the document 
were Brad Bulla and Barry Byrd, then of the 
music group Legacy, Dan Junker, a barter en- 
thusiast and then-recent Identity recruit from 
Whatcom County, Washington and Mike 
Watson. Other national figures who contrib- 
uted to the document were Mississippi racist 
Jack Mohr, and Identity leaders Ted Weiland 
of Nebraska, James Bruggeman of North Caro- 
lina and Earl Jones of Arizona. 123 The Resolves

During his 1988 Bible camp, at the time 
held in Colorado on the grounds of the LaPorte 
Church of Christ, Peters was approached by 
Kingdom Covenant College pastor Mike 
Watson to lead the drafting of a set of prin- 
ciples for the Identity movement called the 
Remnant Resolves. According to Peters, the Re- 
solves were written to proclaim the camp at- 
tendees' "need and desire to see Biblical prin- 
ciples of government once again established in 
our government." 121 

The document, later published in booklet 
form, laid out Identity positions on issues rang- 
ing from government and economics to law 


were circulated among Identity followers 
around the country who were urged to sign a 
form pledging their adherence to the prin- 
ciples laid out in the document. 


Identity and Violence 


Peters' history as an Identity leader dis- 
plays a constant tension in the movement be- 
tween those who would attempt to moderate 
the public image of Identity beliefs in search of 
a broader audience and those committed to 
advancing the cause through promoting vio- 
lence and murder. Though some Order mem- 
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bers were drawn to his congregation in the 
early 1980s, Peters' standing with the most 
violence-prone wing of the movement has not 
been solid. 

In 1989 Peters was booed off the stage at a 
Tennessee rally organized by then Aryan Na- 
tions leader Louis Beam. 124 By 1993 however, 
Peters' stature amongst promoters of violence 
was re-established. Beam was a featured guest 
speaker at Peters' Bible camps in both 1993 and 
1994 while Vigilantes of Christendom author 
Richard Kelly Hoskins spoke at the 1993 
event. 125 

Another close associate of Peters who has 
promoted violence is Charles A. Weisman of 
Burnsville, Minnesota. Weisman explicitly ad- 
vocates a program of genocide be enacted 
against Jewish people in his 1991 book Who is 
Esan-Edom? Weisman writes: 


Why is it no other group, nation or race or 
people is as worried and concerned about the 
concept of genocide as the Jews are? It is because 
in God’ s Script for the world the Jews are sched- 
uled to be exterminated, and that impending 
reality is why they are so paranoid about “geno- 
cide.” It would seem the Jews are fearful of 
receiving the retribution they know they de- 
serve.... 

The Jews cry “never again” in reference to the 
Holocaust story, but the fact is it has not yet 
happened. This destruction will happen to the 
Jews and at the hand of Israel, the white race. . . . 

. . . [T]he white race, will someday kill off the 
entire house (family line) of Esau, which in- 
cludes the Edomite Jews . 126 

Peters himself is an open advocate of the 
murder of his perceived enemies. In addition 
to his allusion to "throwing off parasites" de- 
scribed above, he has promoted the state spon- 
sored murder of homosexuals. In 1992 Peters 
wrote a booklet titled The Death Penalty for 
Homosexuals is Prescribed in the Bible. In the 
booklet, Peters promotes the idea that the Bible 
demands the execution of gay men and lesbi- 
ans. 127 

Despite his place as the Identity 
movement's premier hate monger, Peters has 
made significant inroads among some conser- 
vative Christians. In October 1993 Peters 
launched a satellite television program, "Truth 
for the Times," on the Pennsylvania-based 
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Keystone Inspirational Network. While there 
are no precise statistics on the viewership of 
the program, the channel has the capacity to 
reach 14 million viewers. One of Peters' earliest 
guests was Canadian neo-Nazi and Holocaust 
denier Ernst Zundel. Peters has also stated on 
the program that, "There 
is going to be the death 
penalty for homosexu- 
als.... It's just a matter of 
who is going to die and 
how many." 128 

Response

you trust these men and listen to them, so that the 
prayers of these saints can be completely an- 
swered. 

We pray that the God of Israel will use your 
tragic loss for good, and for destruction of the 
enemies of God and His people. . ,. 130 

Two months following the end of the 
Weaver stand-off, a strategy meeting was called 
by Peters. He claims that 160 men from thirty 
states attended the meeting. Peters describes 
the attendees as follows: 

Men came together who in the past would 
normally not be caught together under the same 
roof, who greatly disagree with each other on 
many theological and philosophical points, whose 
teachings contradict each other in many ways. 

Yet , not only did they come together, they worked 
together for they all agreed that what was done to 
the Weaver family was wrong and could not and 
should not be ignored by Christian men. The 
religious background of these men included Bap- 
tist, Church of Christ, Presbyterian, Aryan Na- 
tions types, Identity types, ACUC [American 
Coalition of Un-Registered Churches-ed] types, 
etc. 131 


The coalition forged between Christian 
Identity and Christian Right figures during 
this October meeting shows both the difficul- 
ties involved in such ventures and the real 
possibilities of a lasting alliance. As becomes 
clear in this example, the core issue for build- 
ing working relationships such as these is the 
portrayal of Christians as facing monumental 
persecution. 

The "Special Report on the Meeting of 
Christian Men" released by Peters following 
the October meeting portrays the Weaver inci- 
dent as a case of racial, religious and political 
persecution orchestrated through a joint gov- 
ernment and media conspiracy. The "Special 
Report" goes so far as to accuse the govern- 
ment of committing genocide against the 
Weaver family. 

The appearance at this meeting of Greg 
Dixon highlights the issue. At the meeting 
Dixon spoke on behalf of the American Coali- 
tion of Unregistered Churches, an Indianapo- 
lis-based group which urges churches to avoid 
registering with the government. At the meet- 
ing, Dixon described his group as designed "to 


take a stand against wicked government that is 
trying to destroy our churches and our fam- 
ily." 132 

Dixon lavished praise on Peters, stating 
"When I meet people like Pete Peters, he re- 
stores my faith in preachers ..." Dixon went on 
to say that Confederate General Robert E. Lee 
"was a rebel, he was resisting evil." 133 Dixon 
also described three other ACUC members 
present at the meeting — Jim Lee of Comville, 
Arizona, Mike Hoover of Payson, Arizona and 
Liz Bickey of Sommersett, Pennsylvania. 134 

The report on the event also states that 
unsuccessful efforts were made to contact Loui- 
siana neo-Nazi David Duke and the Rutherford 
Institute, an ultra-conservative legal founda- 
tion. 

While attendees worked together, tensions 
between different leaders were present as well. 
As Peters states "a few people felt like Mr. 
Weaver had a poor reputation as a Christian 
man and that it was an error to rush to his 
defense." 135 


A Battle Plan 
for Future Conflicts 

The result of the October 1992 meeting was 
the development, at least in theory, of a de- 
tailed battle plan for dealing with future 
Weaver-style stand-offs and better coordina- 
tion for far right anti-government action. As 
described in the report issued from the meet- 
ing, four separate organizing committees and a 
fifth coordinating committee were formed to 
aid in mobilizing the various segments of the 
right drawn to the meeting. 

The committees, described below, give the 
effort an officious appearance, complete with a 
judiciary for deciding the law and an executive 
for enforcing it. The commitees formed were as 
follows: 

Divine Ways and Means Committee, 
formed to 

consider the Biblical Laws that have been vio- 
lated. . . , how to tap into that portion of the power 
of God that is described in Romans 12:19, Courts 
of the Divine Justice. . . , Biblical prerequisites to 
direct action, Gideon actions, Moses going be- 
fore Pharaoh, etc. 136 
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Legal and Lawful Affairs Committee, 
formed to 

consider Grand Juries, citizens arrests, counter- 
actions and lawsuits in court, possible counterac- 
tions to government legislation and bureaucratic 
administrative procedures, committees of vigi- 
lance, class action suits, treason, applying the 
R.I.C.O. law, New World Order, naming those 
who are labeling people White Supremacists and 
White Separati sts and under what authority . ... 1 37 

And the Public Works Committee, formed to 

consider what concerned Christian people can be 
doing individually. . . petitions, writing officials, 
contacting media, trips to Washington, D.C., 
letters to editors, protest marches, rallies, net- 
working, phone trees, prayer, victim support, 
radio call-ins .... 138 

Sacred Warfare And Tactics (SWAT) Com- 
mittee, formed to 

evaluate what our people would be forced to 
consider should tyranny and despotism become 
the order of the day.... Gideon and Ehud type 
Bible stories, communications, committees of 
vigilance, future responses, government attempts 
to provoke confrontations, how to keep from 
being a victim of agent provocateurs, first aid 
preparations .... 139 

And the General Committee, formed to 

consider any topics plus all the topics involved in 
the other committees. The General Committee 
will formulate ideas, thoughts and suggestions to 
be sent into the other committees to consider . 140 

In the reports to the attendees presented by 
committee chairmen and representatives from 
the committees, several things become clear. 
First, many in the general body viewed the far 
right movement as developing into what they 
termed a "Christian Civil Body Politic." As is 
clear from the discussions at the meeting, this 
concept, similar in some ways to that of the 
Posse Comitatus, exalts racist leaders to a quasi- 
govemmental status whereby they claim the 
authority to issue judgments and enforce them. 

In the words of the representative of the 
Divine Ways and Means Committee, 

The primary goal regarding the carrying out 
of Yahweh’s judgement should be the establish- 


ing of a Christian Civil Body Politic which has 
the authority to punish the evil doer. . . . The idea 
was raised then, are we now. . . a Christian Civil 
Body Politic.... 

. . . [W]e came to the conclusion that we are in 
the process of growing into a Christian Civil 
Body Politic. We’re at an immature stage right 
now, but we’re in the process, growing into it, of 
taking dominion once again. ... And the connec- 
tion here is that when the Body is mature enough, 
we will be ready to punish all disobedience . 141 

The delegate from the committee further 
spelled out the steps necessary before violence 
would be used: 

First, the people petition the government with 
specific grievances. Second, if the grievances are 
not redressed, the oppressive government is 
charged with breaking their own contract with 
the people and with violations of God’s Laws. In 
this step, court actions may be taken, although 
not necessarily required. The third step is to take 
proper Biblical Actions along the lines outlined 
in the section on the Sacred Warfare and Tactics 
Committee . 142 

As becomes clear below, step three involves 
the use of so-called Leaderless Resistance as 
promoted by veteran neo-Nazi Louis Beam. 

Reporting in the absence of the chair, a 
delegate from the Sacred Warfare And Tactics 
Committee stated. 

The SWAT committee, for obvious reasons, 
is a touchy one. . . .We started this, of course with 
the premise, the knowledge, that whatever we 
came up with we wanted to be able to get it 
published and in a way that right off the top of the 
list they don’ t come down with conspiracy charges 
on the whole bunch of us. . .. 

And, with a bunch of young bulls. . . they came 
with the thought in their heads that we were going 
to have, perhaps, a standard operating procedure, 
an S.O.P. as it were.... To do that would, of 
course, put us right back into the very fear we had 
at the beginning. Everyone of you needs to be a 
qualified, trained man. That’s a foregone, but 
you don’ t put it in an S.O.P. in which you can read 
how you go about it .... 143 

The SWAT delegate then described the 
means to be used to advance the cause, stating. 

We pointed out that for our purposes we have 
to have Leaderless Resistance within the con-

• Harry Schmidt — the neo-Nazi state chair 
of the Populist Party of Washington State who 
attended Peters' 1993 Bible Camp. 146 

• Bob Hollstrom — Spoke at Peters' 1994 
conference. Hollstrom was one pastor, together 
with Oregon Identity leader Ben Williams, who 
played a role in the America's Promise leader- 
ship struggle following the 1985 death of Shel- 
don Emry. 147 

• Dave Barley — head of America's Prom- 
ise Ministries in Sandpoint, Idaho. Featured 
speaker at Peters' 1994 Conference, his first 
appearance at such an event. 148 

• Martin J. "Red" Beckman — Montana 
Posse Comitatus figure and anti-Semite. Spoke 
at Peters' conferences in 1993 and 1994. 
Beckman was also in attendance at the October 

1992 "Meeting of Christian Men." 149 

• Carl Klang — A Colton, Oregon musician 
whose songs such as "The Federal Reserve 
Isn't Federal Anymore" and "Why the 
Banksters Keep Us Dumb" play on themes 
common to the Christian Patriot and Christian 
Identity movements.

• Gene Heck — Idaho speaker at the 1993 
and 1994 Peters camps. Heck specializes in the 
mundane nuances of Identity debate on the 
correct day and proper way to celebrate the 
Sabbath. 157 

• Don and June Hoecher — Colville, Wash- 
ington Identity figures and Populist Party ac- 
tivists responsible for a 1989 visit by Peters to 
Colville, Washington and placing Peters' Scrip- 
tures for America on KCVL AM (this was 
replaced in 1994 by Mark Reynold's "The Love 
of Truth"). Don and June's son Tim is also 
active in the Christian Identity movement and 
the Populist Party. 158 

• Frank Isabell — Speaker at October 1992 
Peters meeting in Colorado and 1993 Kalispell 
Bible conference. Isabell is a promoter of Chris- 
tian Patriot legal theories and is listed as an 
Idaho resident in Scriptures for America mate- 
rial from the 1993 conference. 159 

• Tom Stetson — activist in the Hayden 
Lake, Idaho Concerned Citizens of Idaho 
headed by Eva Vail Lamb and the Blackfoot, 
Idaho United States Militia Association of 
Samuel Sherwood. Stetson was a speaker at the 
October 1992 Peters meeting. 160 

Scriptures for America's 10th anniversary 
Rocky Mountain Family Bible Camp held in 
Kalispell, Montana in June of 1994 featured an 
all-star line-up of nationally recognized lead- 
ers including Bob Hollstrom, from Idaho, Pas- 
tor Dave Barley from America's Promise Min- 
istries, Cy Minett, 1992 Populist Party Vice-

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Appendix A 


Lexicon & Usage Guide 


This Lexicon and Usage Guide is provided as a service to readers who may not be 
entirely familiar with the esoteric jargon of the white supremacist movement and to 
provide consistent definitions of key concepts used in this work. 


Anti-Semitism — dislike, hatred, prejudice, 
discrimination or persecution directed against 
people of Jewish descent or of the Jewish faith. 
Within the white supremacist movement, Jews 
are typically considered to be the ultimate en- 
emy engaged in a conspiracy to destroy the 
white race. 

Aryan — a term derived from mythology and 
used within the white supremacist movement 
to refer to people and cultures of northern 
Europe. 

Aryan Nations — a specific neo-Nazi organi- 
zation that is the political arm of the Hayden 
Lake, Idaho Church of Jesus Christ Christian, a 
notorious Christian Identity church led by "pas- 
tor" Richard Butler. The group attempts to 
bridge the gap between Identity and neo-Nazi 
ideas. Within the white supremacist move- 
ment "Aryan Nation" is used idiosyncratically 
as a term for northern European nation-states 
as they ought to be according to the ideals of 
the movement. Do not use "Aryan Nations" as 
a synonym for the white supremacist move- 
ment as a whole. 

Bigotry — intolerance of any creed, belief or 
race that is not one's own. 
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Biological Determinism — the idea that "race" 
is a biological category subject to scientific 
measurement and evaluation and that biologi- 
cal factors determine cultural, social and eco- 
nomic circumstances. (See Eugenics). 

Blood Libel — the accusation, most often made 
of Jews, that ritualistic human sacrifice is prac- 
ticed by the group; the ritual is alleged to 
involve the use of blood obtained from such 
sacrifices for ritual purposes. Historically Chris- 
tian children were said to be the victims of the 
sacrificial practice. 

British Israelism — although there are various 
strands of British Israelism, the main body of 
thought contends that the Tribes of Israel, 
through a series of centuries-long migrations, 
established themselves in northern Europe 
before the Christian era. The notion is taken 
from Biblical accounts in which the northern 
half of ancient Israel, ten of the twelve tribes 
descended from Jacob, were conquered and 
the ten tribes "lost." 

As descendants of Northern Europeans, 
followers believe that they are true "Israelites" 
and therefore God's chosen people. British Is- 
rael interpretations of the Bible use racial rather 
than religious categories to distinguish "Gods 





chosen people." It relies on an idiosyncratic 
reading of the Bible, Biblical history, archeol- 
ogy, etc. 

(Leonard Zeskind, The "Christian Identity " 
Movement [Atlanta: Center for Democratic Re- 
newal], p. 16). 

Briider Schweigen — a German term meaning 
Silent Brotherhood, the name chosen by Rob- 
ert Mathews for his terrorist cell. See Order, 
The. 

Christian Covenant Community — within 
this manual, one of the central Idaho sub- 
divisions planned by far right leader James 
"Bo" Gritz as self-contained retreats for Chris- 
tian Patriots and other movement activists. 

Christian Identity — a theo-political move- 
ment derived from British Israelism. Adher- 
ents believe that white Anglo-Saxons are God's 
chosen people, people of color are a sub-spe- 
cies of humans and Jews are children of Satan. 
Christian Identity provides a theological justi- 
fication for racist violence. The term is used 
interchangeably with Identity or Kingdom 
Identity. 

Christian Patriot — a term of self-reference for 
a broad spectrum of the Far Right. Christian 
Patriots constitute the largest portion of the 
white supremacist movement in contempo- 
rary America. Christian Patriots generally hold 
to a literal interpretation of both the Bible and 
the Constitution, but unlike most Christian 
fundamentalists, they also believe in a mono- 
lithic conspiracy (sometimes centuries old) di- 
rected against white Christians. For most Pa- 
triots, Jews are ultimately behind this con- 
spiracy, although they may work through a 
variety of front organizations such as the United 
Nations, the Trilateral Commission, the 
Bilderburgers, etc. Patriot organizations de- 
fine two types of citizens, "white state citizens" 
who derive their rights from God and the 
Constitution and "14th Amendment citizens," 
meaning people of color, whose rights have 
been legislated into existence and can easily be 
taken away. Many Patriots are involved in tax 
protest and often use illegal or quasi-legal 
means to avoid being monitored by the IRS. 


Christian Reconstructionism — a variant of 
"kingdom" or "dominion" theology that calls 
for the gradual theocratization of secular soci- 
ety. Reconstructionists are "post-millenial" and 
rely heavily on the edicts of the old Testament 
as moral laws applicable to contemporary prob- 
lems. Specifically, many Reconstructionists seek 
to implement and enforce the Old Testament 
codes of: capital punishment of homosexual- 
ity, adultery and abortion; a ban on long-term 
debt; a return to a gold standard economy; the 
abolition of income tax; and the destruction of 
the government social welfare system. 

(Sara Diamond, Spiritual Warfare: The Politics of 
the Christian Right, [Boston: South End Press, 
1989], hereafter Spiritual Warfare). 

Christian Right — often used (incorrectly) 
interchangeably with New Right. Denotes that 
sector of the American right-wing that came to 
prominence during the mid-70s and 1980s, 
with its ideological roots and constituency in 
fundamentalist and evangelical Christian 
movements. It is primarily conservative or ul- 
tra-conservative and authoritarian, rather than 
revolutionary, in outlook. May also be used to 
denote those sectors that are Reconstructionist 
or "theonomist." The Christian Right is a sub- 
set of the New Right. ( When Hate Groups Come 
to Town, [Center for Democratic Renewal, 1992], 
hereafter When Hate Groups Come to Town). 

Citizenship, Constitutional — see Citizenship, 
State. 

Citizenship, State — for Christian Patriots, 
white people are "state citizens" who derive 
their inalienable rights from God and the Con- 
stitution. 

Citizenship, 14th Amendment — in Christian 
Patriot circles "14th Amendment citizen" is 
used as a euphemism for people of color, the 
implication is that their citizenship and rights 
thereunder are "alienable" and therefore infe- 
rior to white state citizens'. 

Conspiracy, The — for white supremacists of 
all stripes there exists a monolithic conspiracy, 
often going "back to the Garden of Eden," to 
systematically destroy white Christian civili- 
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zation. Often this is implicitly formulated as a 
"Jewish Conspiracy." In neo-Nazi circles the 
pretense is dropped and The Conspiracy is ex- 
plicitly Jewish. 

Conspiracy Theory — as used in this manual, 
a conspiracy theory is the formulation of un- 
documented accusations linking various 
groups and individuals in one or more schemes 
to commit crimes or other misdeeds. Many 
conspiracy theories rely on good factual evi- 
dence, but at key points in the "case" there is a 
required "leap of faith" to reach the conclusion 
the author suggests. Not all conspiracy theo- 
ries are bigoted, but since the usual reason for 
formulating such a theory is to find some indi- 
vidual or group to blame, the usual result is 
scapegoating. Most conspiracy theories have 
to do with events or situations of limited scope — 
the Kennedy assassination for example — but 
in Christian Patriot circles, history itself is 
viewed as a conspiracy. 

Constitutionalist — see Christian Patriot. 

Cult — tightly structured organization in which 
rigid belief systems, difficult physical regimens 
and abdication of personal decision-making 
powers to leaders often leave members feeling 
psychologically abused ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Cultural Determinism — the belief that cul- 
tural circumstances, upbringing, social posi- 
tion, education and so on determine a person's 
value, intelligence, talent etc. Usually 
counterposed as a relatively benign alternative 
to Biological Determinism, cultural determin- 
ism is still an over-simplified way of viewing 
human potential that is often invoked to rate 
the relative value of ideas and products com- 
ing from different social strata, which are ironi- 
cally often divided by race. 

Cultural Elites — in Christian Right and Chris- 
tian Patriot circles, those who control the pro- 
duction of cultural forms such as movies, tele- 
vision, books, music, etc. The term is some- 
times used as a euphemism for Jews. 

Edom/Edomites — a Christian Identity euphe- 
mism for Jews that is meant to suggest that they 


are not descendents of Jacob (Israel), but of his 
brother Esau, known as Edom because of his 
red hair. 

Eugenics — a term coined by F. Galton in 1883 
to refer to the improvement of the human race 
by the use of a genetic policy based on the 
principles of heredity. As a social movement, it 
was influential in the United States between 
1890 and 1920, where it was associated with 
Social Darwinism. Eeugenics was used to give 
expression to anxieties about the consequences 
for American culture as the result of a sus- 
tained policy of immigration (Nicholas 
Abercrombie, Stephen Hill and Bryan S. Turner, 
Dictionary of Sociology, [Penguin Books, 1984]). 

German eugenicists used the term "racial 
hygiene," developing journals and societies, 
(Alfred Ploetz) at the turn of the century to 
further the cause of human racial improve- 
ment. While the main concern of eugenicists 
prior to 1920's was the declining birthrate and 
the growing numbers of mentally ill in institu- 
tions, it laid the foundations for what would 
become a system of Nazi racial science (Robert 
N. Proctor, Racial Hygiene [Harvard University 
Press, 1988]). 

The eugenics movement survives as a 
pseudo-science and an encapsulated social 
movement that asserts that some races are 
healthier than others, and that other "non- 
eugenic races" such as people of color and 
Jews, should be forced to curtail their popula- 
tion growth. 

Eschatology — the "science" or set of beliefs 
having to do with the "end times," in Christian 
theology. 

Evangelical — the term refers broadly to Chris- 
tians who actively seek to proselytize and con- 
vert others. Evangelicals can be fundamental- 
ist or non-fundamentalist, charismatic or non- 
charismatic and of a variety of political per- 
spectives ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Far right — used as an umbrella term that 
describes extremist or ultra-conservative ele- 
ments further to the right than the New Right. 
These elements are dominated by various con- 
spiracy theories mixed with anti-communism 
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and anti-elite or right-wing populist agendas. 
Includes the white supremacist movement as 
well (When Hate Groups Come to Town). 

Fascism/Fascist — used to describe an organi- 
zation, individual or ideology that resembles 
that of the historic fascist movements of the 
World War II period, i.e Italian, Spanish, Bul- 
garian, Japanese. 

Federal Reserve Note (FRN or "Fern") — cur- 
rency issued by Federal Reserve Banks (U.S 
paper money); a Christian Patriot term for US 
paper money (dollars), meant to denote the 
"private" and therefore usurious nature of the 
Federal Reserve Bank. 

Freeman — see Christian Patriot. 

Fundamentalism/Fundamentalist — a literal 
interpretation of the Bible and the application 
of a literal reading to all mundane matters. 
Fundamentalists can belong to a variety of 
denominations. They are usually highly con- 
cerned with the "moral" state of individuals 
and society ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Globalism/Globalists — the idea, prominent 
within Christian Patriot circles, that powerful 
interests ("globalists") seek to undermine the 
sovereignty of the United States through such 
international associations as the United Na- 
tions, economic structures such as the General 
Agreement on Trade and Tariffs (GATT), po- 
litical organizations such as the Trilateral Com- 
mission, and financial groupings such as the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF). The grow- 
ing global interdependency of economic and 
political formations is counterposed with a 
desire for a renewed isolationist nationalism. 

Hate Crime — the United States Department 
of Justice Uniform Crime Report defines hate 
crimes as, "...crimes that manifest evidence of 
prejudice based on race, religion, sexual orien- 
tation, or ethnicity, including where appropri- 
ate the crimes of murder, non-negligent man- 
slaughter, forcible rape, aggravated assault, 
simple assault, intimidation, arson; and de- 
struction, damage or vandalism of property." 
Apart from federal legislation, 46 states (in- 


cluding Washington, Oregon, Idaho and Mon- 
tana) as well as the District of Columbia have 
passed hate crime laws. Also referred to as 
"bias crime," "ethnic intimidation" or "mali- 
cious harassment" laws. 

Historical Revisionism — reinterpretation of 
historical events; a term used by Holocaust 
deniers in an attempt to give some semblance 
of respectability to their work. See Holocaust 
Denial. 

Holocaust, The — the genocidal, systematic 
and planned execution of over six million Jews 
in Europe under the Nazi regime in Germany. 
The term was coined specifically to refer to the 
this aspect of Nazi mass murder, distinct from 
Nazi persecution and extermination of the 
physically and mentally handicapped, politi- 
cal opposition, gypsies, homosexuals and oth- 
ers who suffered under the Third Reich. 

Holocaust Denial — attempts to deny the 
Holocaust as an historical event, and in so 
doing to suggest that the so-called myth of the 
Holocaust is part of a larger Jewish conspiracy. 
Holocaust denial is a marketing tool used by 
neo-Nazis throughout Europe and the United 
States to minimize the atrocities committed 
under National Socialism, and most often ap- 
pears under the guise of academic scholarship. 
Holocaust denial in the United States is the 
mainstay of the Institute for Historical Review. 

Israelism/Israelite — see British Isrealism and 
Christian Identity. 

Kingdom — God's government either as es- 
tablished by his chosen people before the sec- 
ond coming of Christ or established by Christ 
upon his coming. Also used to refer to the 
Eternal Kingdom of God. 

Ku Klux Klan, Klan — the terms are used 
interchangeably and always capitalized. Often 
abbreviated KKK, though Klan is the preferred 
term. The terms should refer specifically to a 
member of an organized faction of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Where appropriate, the specific Klan fac- 
tion should be used, such as the Northwest 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan or Invisible Em- 
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pire Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. Use Klan- 
type when referring to a similar type of organi- 
zation or activity (When Hate Groups Come to 
Town) 

Leaderless Resistance — the notion of "lead- 
erless resistance" emphasizes the formation of 
small units of terrorists that can avoid detec- 
tion and penetration by authorities, strike 
quickly and disperse, and safeguard, to some 
extent, the political leadership of the white 
supremacist movement, unlike more "mass- 
movement" based actions. Centralized deci- 
sion making structures are replaced by diffuse 
education, with bomb-making manuals, assas- 
sination handbooks, and intelligence data on 
anti-racists serving as the curriculum available 
anonymously through mail order outfits and 
computer bulletin boards. Racists are encour- 
aged to form their own one to five person units 
and choose their own targets without formal 
direction from recognized leaders in the move- 
ment. Neo-Nazis Tom Metzger and Louis Beam 
were the earliest, and strongest promoters of 
the strategy within the white supremacist move- 
ment. 

Libertarian — the term originated in the 18th 
century to indicate a belief in free will as op- 
posed to determinism; it has evolved in the 
20th century to apply to the political philoso- 
phy advocating individual rights and limited 
government, opposed to group rights and cen- 
tralized bureaucracy. 

Lost Tribes of Israel — see British Israelism. 

Militia — the volun teer armed forces of a state. 
In the United States, state militias were power- 
ful groups of autonomous armed forces until 
1916 when they were reorganized as the Na- 
tional Guard and made an auxiliary to the 
Armed Forces. Many extreme Second Amend- 
ment activists and Christian Patriot-types claim 
the right to form "organized" and "unorga- 
nized" militias because the National Guard, as 
a federalized auxiliary to the Armed Forces, is 
not a militia. Furthermore, these same activists 
claim that the Second Amendment guarantees 
them the right to form such militias 0ack C. 
Plano and Milton Greenberg, The American 


Political Dictionary. Fifth Edition. Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston 1979). 

Millennium/Millenarianism — a thousand- 
year period of time. Born-again Christians dif- 
fer as to whether Christ will "rule and reign" 
on earth for a millennium before or after the 
end times ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Miscegenation — cohabitation or marriage 
between people of different races. 

Mobocracy — a Christian Patriot term used to 
criticize democracy and its "majority rule" com- 
ponent as based on mob mentality. Used to 
contrast democracy vs. an authentic "Repub- 
lic" form of government. See also Democracy 
vs. Republic. 

National Socialism — national socialism, a sub- 
set of fascism, is a political philosophy that is 
most notorious for having been the party ide- 
ology of Adolf Hitler's Nazis. National social- 
ism combined an appeal to workers and the 
middle-classes, radical anti-capitalism (in its 
movement stage) together with political op- 
portunism, anti-Marxist agitation and violence, 
and fierce ethnic nationalism, anti-Semitism 
and racism. Upon achieving state power, the 
doctrine of national socialism has proven to be 
genocidal, totalitarian and imperialist. National 
socialism claims to resolve the contradictions 
between capitol and labor, often through a 
"third way." 

Nazi — refers to the organization, ideology 
and paraphernalia of the National Socialist 
German Workers Party (NSDAP) circa 1923- 
1945; to war criminals or others associated 
with that period in their current manifestation; 
and to the political forces that collaborated 
with the NSDAP during that period (W hen 
Hate Groups Come to Town). 

N eo-conservative — describes a political move- 
ment of former liberals, primarily among intel- 
lectuals, who adopted and adapted conserva- 
tive ideology in the 1970s and 1980s. Neo- 
conservatives differ from traditional conserva- 
tives in that they promote a strong role for state 
intervention in the economy, favor national 
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authority over "states rights" structures, and 
are interventionist rather than isolationist on 
international issues ( When Hate Groups Come to 
Town). 

Neo-Nazi — describes individuals or organi- 
zations whose ideology directly resembles or 
attempts to resemble that of the German Nazi 
Party or one of its factions. 

New Right — denotes the popularly based 
right-wing political movement that came to 
prominence in the 1970s and 1980s. Includes 
secular forces, Christian Right and other ele- 
ments of the Religious Right. Sometimes used 
to include neo-Conservatives. While the new 
Right is implicitly politically, socially and eco- 
nomically racist, they are not dominated by an 
ideology of genetic superiority of the white 
race (W hen Hate Groups Come to Town). 

New World Order — a term used by President 
George Bush during the Persian Gulf war to 
describe the post-cold war geopolitical realign- 
ment of nations; Christian Patriots have inter- 
preted the expression as confirmation of their 
belief in an age old conspiracy to establish a 
one world government and to take away the 
rights of white, Christian Americans. 

Northwest Territorial Imperative — a strat- 
egy for the formation of a "Northwest Aryan 
Republic," usually occupying the five state 
area of Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Montana 
and Wyoming. Canadian white supremacists 
have also promoted the concept of adjoining 
portions of Western Canada to the Aryan Re- 
public. The late Bob Miles and Aryan Nations 
head Richard Butler are generally credited with 
having been initial formulators of the concept. 
Neo-Nazi David Duke promoted a version of 
the plan called the "White Bastion" in the early 
1980s. Hate groups in the Pacific Northwest 
that currently support a version of this strategy 
include the Church of Jesus Christ Christian- 
Aryan Nations, the Northwest Concern, Na- 
tional Socialist Front, the National Socialist 
White People's Party, the Northwest Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, and the American Front. 

Oi — a musical form arising from punk music 


in the late 1970s adopted by the skinhead sub- 
culture (identified most often with neo-Nazi 
skinheads). The term Oi is Cockney meaning 
"Hey" and is not necessarily a racist term. 

Order, The — a terrorist white supremacist 
organization founded by Robert Mathews in 
the early 1980s. Mathews was killed by Federal 
agents in Washington State in 1984. The Order 
was responsible for a murderous crime spree 
in the mid-1980s that included the assassina- 
tion of a Jewish talk show host and a number of 
robberies netting millions of dollar most of 
which was never recovered. 

Organic Constitution — Christian Patriot term 
for the original U.S. Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. 

Populism/Populist — in general, someone who 
sides with small scale and individual interests 
rather than large corporate or government in- 
terests; within the white supremacist move- 
ment populism refers to a specific set of politi- 
cal positions that are anti-federal, anti-civil 
rights and that incorporate the tenants of Chris- 
tian Patriotism. 

Posse Comitatus — the literal translation from 
the Latin phrase is "the power of the county." 
The implication is that able-bodied citizens of 
a county or district are able to come to the aid 
of legitimate authorities when called to do so. 

Phineas Priesthood — a violent order that 
holds racist, anti-Semitic and homophobic 
murder to be the highest calling of God. Rich- 
ard Kelly Hoskins' Vigilantes of Christendom 
provides a biblical justification for the Phineas 
Priesthood. 

Prejudice — dislike or hatred directed against 
another on the basis of race, religion, sexual 
preference or ethnicity. 

Race Mixing — see Miscegenation. 

Race Traitor — a white supremacist concept 
applied to anyone who does not act to further 
their own race or to whites who oppose the 
goals of white supremacy. 
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Racism/Racist — a more powerful term than 
prejudice referring to an individual or group or 
action based on emotional or cultural hatred 
for those unlike oneself based on perceived or 
actual racial or ethnic differences. 

Racialism — a word used by white suprema- 
cists to connote white racial superiority and 
express white nationalism. 

RaHoWa — a truncation of the term, "Racial 
Holy War." A term associated with the Church 
of the Creator. 

Rapture — the event described in the book of 
revelations in which — according to some born- 
again Christians — all saved believers will be 
"caught up in the air" by Jesus Christ right 
before the earth is destroyed in the Battle of 
Armageddon ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Ruby Ridge — see Weaver Siege. 

Scapegoating — the act of blaming shortcom- 
ings or failure on innocent or at most only 
partly responsible individual or group. 

Silent Brotherhood, The — See Order, The. 

Skinhead — a youth subculture that first 
emerged in the late 1960s in Britain and expe- 
rienced a re-emergence or revival in the late 
1970s with a large segment adopting neo-Nazi 
politics along with the pre-existing aggressive, 
proletarian or working class symbolism. The 
skinhead style consists of close cropped hair 
(or a shaven head, hence the name, "skin- 
head"), suspenders, jeans, and heavy working 
boots. The style was adopted by some young 
people in the United States beginning in the 
mid-1980s. The term skinhead should be used 
in conjunction with a qualifier, "-anti-racist" or 
"-racist" (neo-Nazi) to recognizing the two 
distinct and conflicting political ideologies that 
co-exist within the broader subculture. 

SPIKE — an acronym for Specially Prepared 
Individuals for Key Events, a paramilitary train- 
ing program created and run by retired Lt. Col. 
James "Bo" Gritz, a former Green Beret and 


leader in the Christian Patriotmovement. SPIKE 
trainings involve a series of one day "phases" 
in which participants are instructed in first aid, 
combat marksmanship, food preservation, 
weapon storage, communications and other 
survivalist skills. 

Social Movement — the ongoing develop- 
ment of collective action by some significant 
portion of a social category which at some 
point involves violence toward persons or prop- 
erty of members of another category, and which 
leads to the disruption of the political and 
cultural reproduction of a society. Such move- 
ments may or may not lead to "revolutions" 
that mark a change in state power, but they 
always have implications far beyond the im- 
mediate goals and accomplishments of the or- 
ganizations most closely associated with them. 
(Daniel Foss and Ralph Larkin, Beyond Revo- 
lution: A New Theory of Social Movements, 
[New York: Bergin and Garvey], 1987). 

State's Rights — a continuum of political posi- 
tions that generally favor the rights of indi- 
vidual states over federal jurisdiction. During 
the civil rights movement of the 1950s-1960s, 
states rights was a code word for opposition to 
desegregation and support for the maintenance 
of Jim Crow laws (segregation). State's rights 
are often promoted within the wise-use move- 
ment (See Wise Use) as a means for thwarting 
federal authority over the exploitation of natu- 
ral resources, and by Christian Patriots to ar- 
gue "State Citizenship" positions. (See Citizen- 
ship, State). 

Strasserism — see Third Position. 

Survivalism/Survivalist — the belief that a di- 
saster of some type-global financial collapse, 
Armageddon, environmental destruction, 
nuclear war- is a certainty and that preparation 
for existence under the predictable difficult 
living circumstances that would result from 
such a disaster is a necessity. Survivalists may 
or may not be bigots; Christian Patriots tend to 
be the largest sub-section of white suprema- 
cists represented among survivalists. 

Theonomy/Theonomic — government by 
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God, subject to God's authority. A Term used 
to describe Christian Reconstruction and some 
Christian Identity believers who wish to create 
a society based soley on Biblical principles, 
particularly Old Testament legalisms. 

Third Position — a variant of fascist theory 
with origins in Europe that is generally consid- 
ered radical within thebroader neo-Nazi move- 
ment. Third position adherents often find com- 
mon cause with third-world autocrats, such as 
Libyan General Muhammar Khaddafey, in or- 
der to further international opposition to the 
state of Israel and the development of an "Anti- 
Zionist Front." Third positionists are often at 
the forefront of fusing xenophobic and au- 
thoritarian positions with environmentalist 
causes, (such as reducing third world popula- 
tion to save the environment), (white) women's 
rights, and outreach to the left-wing based on 
opposition to Zionism or capitalism. 

The Strasser brothers, Gregor and Otto, 
were two early influential leaders within the 
NSDAP (Nazi Party) that fought for a radical 
national socialism. The SA ( Sturmbeitelung ), 
the paramilitary organization that brought 
Hitler to power and that the Strassers headed 
up, was destroyed by Hitler's SS 
(Stormschu tzuffel) after he achieved state power. 

The term "Strasserism" is often used syn- 
onymously with "Third Position" to indicate 
an emphasis upon white workers as a van- 
guard of neo-Nazism as opposed to white 
people in general. 

Tribulation — the seven-year period of time 
described in the Book of Revelations character- 
ized by war, famine and general social chaos. 
Born-again Christians differ as to whether be- 
lievers will have to experience all, part or none 
of the tribulation ( Spiritual Warfare). 

Warehouse Bank — financial schemes ar- 
ranged by Patriots to obscure financial activity. 
Warehousebanks or "Community Exchanges" 
provide its members with the ability to buy 
and sell precious metals, write checks, satisfy 
payrolls and move large sums of cash with no 
paperwork for the government to trace. 


Weaver Siege — the August 1992Naples, Idaho 
shoot-out with Federal Marshals by Randy 
Weaver and Kevin Harris that resulted in the 
death of Weavers wife Vicky, his son Sam and 
United States Deputy Marshal William Degan. 
Government mismanagement of the shoot-out 
and siege on Weavers property on Ruby Ridge 
attracted a plethora of Christian Patriots, Popu- 
list Party supporters and skinheads and gave 
fuel to attempts by white supremacists to in- 
crease their legitimacy. 

White Separatist — a euphemism for white 
supremacist. The label has been adopted by 
individuals and organizations in order to ob- 
scure or present a more benevolent facade to 
their belief in Jim Crow segregation and neo- 
Nazism. This term should not be used inter- 
changeable with white supremacist. 

White Supremacist — an individual, group or 
action embodying the ideological notion of 
biological, genetic, intellectual or other inher- 
ent superiority of whites over other population 
groups. 

Wise Use Movement — a radical, anti-environ- 
mentalist movement that seeks to build grass- 
roots support for resource industry (mining, 
timber, agricultural industry). The movement 
has a number of organizations scattered 
throughout the West, with headquarters in 
Washington state. Two movement intellectu- 
als generally credited with initiating much of 
the strategy found throughout the wise-use 
movement are Ron Arnold and Alan Gottlieb 
of the Center for the Defense of Free Enterprise. 
Wise-use political strategy often relies upon 
local individuals who can gain control of local 
land-use planning boards, county commissions, 
etc. 

ZOG — an acronym for Zionist Occupational 
Government, an anti-Semitic term referring to 
the federal government. The assertion embod- 
ied within the term is that United States federal 
authority is controlled by Jews. 
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
